RUSSIANS HAD TO RETIRE 


One of Their Cruisers In Sink- 
ing Condition, Another Badly 
Damaged and Torpedo Boat 
Sunk, While the Retzivan Sus- 

‘tains Further Damage--Japs 
Kept Out of Range of Guns-- 
To Resume Mail Service Be- 
tween Shanghai and Japan 
Without Naval Escort--Alleged 
Disposition of Military Forces 


London, March 1.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Telegraph from Yin Kow, dated 
Feb. 29, says: 

Fifteen Japanese warships furiously 
bombarded Port Arthur from 10 until 
12 o’clock this morning. The Russian 


crulsers Novik, Askold and Bayan, ac- | 
companied by four torpedo boats, | 
They 


steamed out to meet the attack. 
were, however, forced to retire. The 
Askold was in a sinking condition. The 
Novik was badly damaged and a tor- 
pedo boat was sunk. The Russian bat- 


tleship Retvigan was again damaged. 
The Japanese withdrew in good order. 
The pause in the war operations in 


the far east has been broken by another | 


Japanese attack ou Port Arthur, of 
which only the foregoing brief account 
is yet to hand. This report, however, 
shows a repetition of the now familiar 
tactics of Japan. 

It is presumed that this attack was 
made in bad weather, previous tele- 
graphic advices having reported a se- 
vere gale raging at Port Arthur. As 
usual the Japanese did not remain long 
enough off the harbor to enable the 
gunuers at the forts to get their range. 
Again also the same three cruisers, the 
Bayan, the Askold and the Novik came 
out to meet the attack, and this sug- 
gests that either they were the only ef- 
fective ships there, or that the larger 
battleships were unable to get out. 

No news is published here today of 
operations or movements other than at 
Port Arthur. Asan indication that the 
Japanese possess full command of the 
sea, the Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Express says it has been of- 
ficially announced that the Japanese 
mail boat service between Shanghal 
and Japan will be resumed Saturday 
without naval escort. 

Many alleged dispositions of the op- 
posing military forces are published 
this morning, but they differ too much 
in detail to be of great value. 

According to a report from St. Peters- 
burg a body of Cossacks from the south 
Ussuri province, with quick-firing guns, 
is advancing along the east coast of 
Korea to prevent the landing of the 
main Japanese army, and the comment 
is made that possibly the reported Jap- 
anese landing at Possiet Bay may have 
been made with the intention of attack- 
ing this force. 

A dispatch from Shanghai to The 
Daily Chronicle says the Russians are 
transferring the guns from the disabled 
ships at Port Arthur to the forts there. 

A dispatch from Ohe Foo to The 
Standard says a Japanese cruiser and 
torpedo boat entered that harbor with- 
out lights at 1 o’clock on the morning of 
the 29th and it is believed they em- 
barked the Japanese who took refuge 
there after the attack to bottle up Port 
Arthur. 

A correspondent of The Times at Wei 
Hai Wei says a Japanese fleet was seen 
off the Shan Tung coast yesterday 
morning. 

A Tokio correspondent of The Times 
cables that the steamer sunk by the 
Japanese on either side of the Russian 
battleship Retvizan at Port Arthur has 
partially obstructed the entrance to the 
harbor. 

The military problem that confronts 
the combatanfs is whether to take the 
offensive or to act on the defensive. It 
seems altogether likely that Japan will 
push slowly forward till she reaches 
the Yalu, and it does not seem probable 
that she will meet with any serious op- 
position until she reaches the vicinity 
of that river. It seems highly improb- 
able that the Russians will fall back 
on Harbin, as suggested in the dis- 
patches, until] they have been thor- 
oughly beaten on the first line of de- 
fense. 

Japan will find this a most difficult 
task, Acting on the defensive, Russia

| general assault. The commander has

would not seem, however, to be to Jap- 
an’s advantage to attempt a land at- 
, tack on Port Arthur at this time. If 
| she succeeds in cutting and holding the 
railroad line running north from Port 
Arthur she accomplishes all that is 
necessary now. She will keep the Port 
Arthur fleet and garrison bottled up 
without the tremendous loss of life 
which it will cost t tots ike the stronghold.

Financier to Testify Against Al- 
leged Embezzler, Who May 
Have Done Business With All

Boston, March 1.—Wallace H. Ham, 
the self-confessed embezzler from the 
company of New 
for conva- 


American Surety 
York, St. Luke’s home 
lescents and St. Paul’s church, is still 
confined to the Charles street jail be- 
cause of his inability to secure the $50,- 
000 in which be was held on Thursday 
last for his appearance for a hearing 
in the municipal criminal court Tiurs- 
day next. 

Ham’s embezzlement is still the talk 
of the “street” and all kinds of stories 
are in circulation as to his dealings 
with the various brokerage houses. 
The most interesting feature yet to be 
revealed in the case is the announce- 
ment that Thomas W. Lawson of the 
brokerage firm of Lawson, Arnold & Co. 
is to be served with a subpoena to ap- 
pear as a witness in the case against 
Ham. While it is unknown what the 
prosecution expects to prove by Law- 
son's testimony, it is generally belleved 
the subpoena was issued because of 
dealings it is thought Ham may have 
had with the firm of which Lawson is 
the head. The subpoena for Lawson’s 
appearance in court in this case is said 
to have been secured by Attorney 
Berry of New York, one of the coun- 
selin the employ of the American 
Surety company. 

Since Ham’s arrest one of the chief 
queries has been as to with what 
brokerage houses the embezzler did 
most of his business. It is generally be- 
lieved that he had dealings with nearly 
all of the prominent houses in Boston 
and also with several in New York city. 
Those in a position to know say thata 
man of Ham’s cleverness would not 
have been foolish enough to operate 
through only one or two houses, for then 
attention wuld have been quickly at- 
tracted to him because of the heavy deal- 
ings that naturally would have resulted 
from the large amount of money the 
prisoner is said to have squandered. It 
is also thought that most of his deal- 
ings were with first-class brokerage 
concerns and not through “bucket 
shops.” 

Always In cases similar to that of 
Ham the stock brokers are not inclined 
to say much about the transactions 
they have had with’ men who have 
turned out to be embezzlers, because of 
their dislike of the notoriety thatis sure 
to follow. In the present case there is 
even more secrecy than ever on the part 
of most of those who had dealings 
with Ham and who were given money 
to invest for the once highly respected 
manager and treasurer. Among the 
houses mentioned on the “street” as 
having had dealings with Ham were 
those of Estabrook & Co. and Towle & 
Fitzgerald. 

A newspaper man called on repre- 
sentatives of both concerns and each 
admitted having had dealings with the 
embezzler. In the case of Estabrook & 
Co. it was learned that that’concern has 
had dealings with Ham for a numberof 
years, but always in the investment 
line. A member of the firm stated that 
it had had intermittent dealings witb 
Ham covering a period of several 
years, but never in the speculating line. 
His dealings with that house had been 
the purchase of gilt-edge securities such 
as Officers of the American Surety com- 
pany or St. Luke’s home for conya- 
lescents would have made themselves, 

At the office of Towle & Fitzgerald it 
was stated that while the firm had had 
dealings with Ham they were of a very 
recent nature, two purchases only hay- 
ing been made for him and both of 
those within a month. In his dealings 
with that concern Ham had been suc- 
cessful and not a loser. 

Owing to the reticence that is now 
being shown by those directly inter- 
ested in the case against Ham it is dif- 
ficult to get at the facts found by an 
examination of the books of the various 
concerns with which Ham held offices 
of trust, but it is understood that al- 
ready it has been discovered that the 
embezzler has outstanding loans in 17 
different banks.

San Francisco, March 1.—Champion 
featherweight “Young Corbett” had no 
difficulty in retaining his laurels last 
night, defeating Dave Sullivan of Bos- 
ton in the 11th round of a scheduled 20- 
round contest. Corbett left the ring 
without a mark, while, on the other 
hand, Sullivan received a territic beat- 
ing, only the merciful action of Referee 
Graney in stopping the contest savi 
Sullivan from having his face beaten 
into a pulp. 

Sullivan put up a game fight, but the 
contest was never in doubt. Corbett held } 
his man safe during all stages of the con- 
test and it was but a question of time 
when Sullivan would have to quit.

Russia’s Contraband List Dis-! 


regards Dividing Line 


WILL IGNORE ALL RULES) 


Washington Considers the Treat 
ment of “Fuei” Notably Mis-| 
chievous--Principles Enuncia-

Washington, March 1—The present 


war in the east will probably result in 


some new interpretations of interna- 


tional law governing contraband goods 


and seizure. The action of the Japan-} 


ese a few dgys ago in offering com- 
pensation for the cargo of American 


foodstuffs intercepted on its way to the} 
enemy was not only u clever stroke of 
policy as far as it may affect public 
sentiment in the United States, but fol- 
lowed the best English precedent, and 
set the pace for some Caucasizn and 
Christian nations which plume them- 
selves on a higher civilization than 


| Japan. 


On the other hand, Russia’s contra- 
band list bids fair to create a very dis- 
agreeable impression here. It appears 
to ignore entirely the dividing line be- 
tween the abswlute and the conditionally 
contraband. Its looseness of construc- 
tion, coupled with the warning in the 
eighth rule of war, that the imperial 
government reserves the right to depart 
from the foregoing and in any given 
case to make its regulations suit spe- 
cial circumstances, is understood to 
mean that Russia will do what she 
pleases and in the manner which suits 
her best, and that any aggrieved nation 
securing justice may have to fight for it. 
One special subject of criticism is the 
sweeping character of schedule H, 
which makes unconditionally contra- 
band “every kind of fuels such as coal, 
naphtha, spirits, ete.” without regard 
to the evidence of its purpose to be used 
in warfare. In the West African con- 
ference of 1894 Russia dissented vigor- 
ously from the inclusion of coal in the 
prescribed list, and declared that she 
would refuse her consent to any article 
in any treaty which would imply recog- 
nition of it as contraband. 

Of course, in such matters it makes a 
good deal of difference whose ox 
gored. We are likely ourselves to get

into a snarl over the contraband ques- 
tion before the present war isover. We 
furnish to the world nearly every item 
mentioned in the Russian list. Our pro-

They probably 
will be lured by the prospect of large 
profits Into taking the risk of ship- 
ping contraband goods to neutral ports 
with the knowledge that they are to be 
conveyed thence to one of the 
erents. 

Then will come into play such de- 
cisions as our federal supreme court 
rendered in the Springhok and Peterhof 
cases, Where the character of the cargo 
and attendant conditions were deemed 
sufficient evidence of ultimate destina- 
tion to justify seizure as contraband, 
even though the port of immediate desti- 
nation were neutral and the cargo was 
under a neutral flag. 

The principles laid down by the court 
in those cases are liable to rise to vex 
us now. The only consolation is that, 
whether those opinions existed or not, 
the Russian prize courts would prob- 
ably not hesitate to lay on the penalties. 
The difference between the Russian 
and the Anglo-Saxon practice in this re- 
gard is that our prize cases are not only 
publicly tried, but the judicial opinions 
on them are written into the record 
where all men can consult them as pre- 
cedent, whereas every Russian prize 
court is literally a law unto itself when- 
ever it sets about the trial of a case.

BRIDGE HEARING 


Who Shall Pay Cost of 
Atlantic Improvement? 


—_—— 


Not a Case of Street 
Widening. 


Order to Railroad to Build to Width 
of Old Turnpike. 


A hearing was held Monday at the 
office of the Railroad Commission in 
Boston before the special commission, 


consisting of Judge Dunbar, George 
Lyman Rogers and Charles R. Bishop, 


to apportion the cost between city, 
town, county and corporations, in build- 
ing the bridge over the railroad at At- 
lantic, 

City Solicitor Paul R. Blackmur rep- 
resented the City of Quincy; F, A. 
Farnham the New York New Haven and 
Hartford ; Bentley W. Warren andC. A 
Gasfield the Old Colony street railroad, 
and F, H. Williams the county. 

The whole day was given up to the 
opening, introduction of ancient rec- 
ords, and submitting expert testimony. 

City Solicitor Blackmur, for Quincy, 
claimed that Hancock street was a part 
of the old Weymouth and Braintree 
turnpike which was laid out under the 
acts of 1803 and constructed in 1804, 
and the city asked for the widening of 
the bridge within the limit of the lay- 
out, namely 64 feet. In view of the 
fact that the Old Colony railroad was 
not built until 1845, the highway then 
being in existence, the city ought not 
to be called upon to pay a large 
amount toward the new bridge. 

The railroad claimed that under the 
present law all parties benefited by the 
widening of the bridge and approaches 
thereto, paving, sidewalks and edge- 
stones for 600 feet under the order of the 
city, should pay its proportional part; 
also the street railway. 

Experts for the city testified that the 
cost of widening the bridge to full 
width would not be over $21,000, 

The railroad claimed this would cost 
$34,000, and to lengthen the bridge as 
ordered would cost $53,000. The rail- 
road admitted that they should pay the 
difference between the $34,000 and $53, 
000, which is for lengthening the 
bridge to enable four tracks to go under 
it. 

Commissioner Knowlton, City 
Engineer Flood and Ezekeil Sargent of 
the City Engineers department, and 
Herbert T. Whitman, testified for the 
city as to cost, material, ete. 

The hearing was adjourned for two 
weeks, at which time the testimony 
will be finished, 

Before closing, a motion was made 
to have the City of Boston notified to 
be present at the next hearing as it 
may be claimed they should bear a 
part of the cost. 


By Electricity. 

Recently the Boston & Albany rail- 
road gave a test to electric power for 
the first time, and us it was highly 
successful, it is expected that electricity 
will be extended more and more to its 
suburban lines. At present it will be 
confined to a car which will make 
frequent trips between Riverside and 
Newton Lower Falls, a distance of a 
little over a mile. In external appear- 
ance the car much resembles a modern 
street railway trolley car, The inside 
is arranged with a baggage department, 
sandwiched in beiween a passenger 
compartment capable of seating forty 
and a smoker with a seating capacity 
of twenty. 

A report comes from Albany to the 
effect that plans, now under consid- 
eration by New York Central officials, 
include the operation of trains between 
South Framingham and Boston by 
electricity. No steam locomotives will 
run into the South Terminal station in 
Boston, if this plan is carried. It is 
said to be the intention of the New 
York Central management to have 
trains between South Framingham and 
Albany operated by steam locomotives, 
to make the run through from Albany 
to South Framingham, instead of 
stopping at Worcester as they do now. 
At South Framingham, the roundhouse 
will be enlarged to accommodate the 
increased number of steam locomotives 
to centre there, and only freight loco- 
motives to be housed at Worcester. 
From South Framingham to Boston, 
the main line’ will be equipped with 
electricity of a high potentiality. In 
corroboration of the above statement, an 
official of the Schenectady locomotive 
works at Schenectady, N. Y., made a 
statement to a Worcester man, saying 
that the Schenectady works has received 
an order for 100 electric locomotives, to 
be built for the New York Central 
road,—Framingham Tribune,

ESCHOL SELLERS. 


The Original of the Hero of Mark 
Twain's “Gilded Age.” 

The real name of the hero of “The 
Gilded Age” was Eschol Sellers, and 
he was an inventor’and an active pro- 
moter very well known in the early 
days of the new west. His father was 
one of the first locomotive builders in 
the United States, with works at Phil- 
adelphia. 
Dudley Warner occupied adjoining 
houses some years before “The Gilded 
Age” was written. Sellers at that time 
was developing a coal field near Shaw- 
neetown, Ill, at what was then and is 
still known as Sellers’ Landing. He 
was also inventing a process after- 
ward largely used in making paper 
out of Indian weed pulp. He was also 
experimenting wiih the camel back 
engine. Notwithstanding the fact that 
Sellers’ enterprises were destined all 
to be successful, Charles Dudley War- 
ner conceived the idea that he was a 
typical visionary dreamer. He there- 
fore suggested the name of Eschol 
Sellers for the hero of “The Gilded 
Age,” and Mark Twain used the name, 
believing it to be fictitious. One of 
the first copies of the book happened 
to be seen by Eschobh Sellers, who went 
at once to Hartford and enjoined the 
publication. A compromise was ef- 
fected by which the publishers paid 
Sellers $5,000 for damages and cut all 
of the plates, removing the name 
Eschol and substituting that of Mul- 
berry. Eschol Sellers died at a very 
advanced age at his pleasant home on 
Missionary ridge, near Chattanooga.— 
Washington Star.

Burlington, Vt., March 2—A decided 
chauge in sentiment on the license ques- 
tion was shown at the annual elections 
held throughout the state, only 48 cities 
and towns, according to returns re- 
ceived thus far, voting in favor of liquor 
selling, as compared with 92 last year, 
when the prohibition law of half a 
century was annulled.

The city again 
voted in favor of license, but by a great- 
ly reduced majority. The vote was:

The no-license advocates won a no- 
table victory in the Rutland election by 
changing the 1200 majority for license 
last year to a majority of 102 against the 
The campaign was 
strongly contested and the change was 
of special interest on account of the fact 
that Rutland is the home of Percival 
W. Clement, who originated the high- 
license campaign two years ago. The 
election in Rutland was also notable in 
the defeat of T. W. Temple, the Citizen 
candidate, and H. W. Spafford, the 
Republican eandidate for mayor, by 
John F. Carder, the candidate of the In- 
dependent Labor party, who won by a 
plurality of 28 votes. The vote on 
license was: Yes, 1109; no, 1211. 

Intense interest centred in the elec- 
tions at Barre, which resulted in the 
choice of a no-iicense mayor, but a vic- 
car- 

ied the city for license by the reduced 
majority of 72 votes. Last year the 
city voted license by 900 majority. Wil- 
liam Marclay, the no-license candidate 
for mayor, was elected by a majority of 
122, 

The license party carried Vergennes, 
but by a_ greatly reduced majority. 
With the total vote cast only eight less 
than that of a year ago, the license ma- 
jority was only 81, against 163 last 
year. The license question was the only 
issue in the election at Vergennes. The 
yote: Yes, 143; no, 112. 

From a majority of 551 last year the 
no-license advocates of Burlington re- 
duced the majority in favor of selling 
liquor to a bare 40 yotes. The total 
vote was: Yes, 690; no, 650. Frank M. 
Corry was re-elected mayor by a sub- 
stantial majority. 

License was again fayored at St. 
Albans, but the majority was only 151, 
as compared with 512 last year. Albert 
H. George (Dem.) was elected mayor 
without opposition.

BEATEN TO DEATH 
ged Woman Victim of Robber 

In New Hampshire Town 
Londonderry, N. H., March 2.—Lying 
on the threshold of her blood-spattered 
and ransacked room was found the hor- 
ribly mutilated body of Mrs. Zelia 
Smith, a widow, 68 years old, who made 
her home with her brother, John Mar- 
shall. As she was known to have had 
considerable money in her room itis cer- 
tain that Mrs. Smith was killed while 
defending her property against a robber. 

The only occupants of the house were 
Mrs. Smith and Mr. Marshall: Mar- 
shall says that he heard no outcries nor 
any noise during the night, although he 
occupied a room on the same floor as 
his sister. He came downstairs and, 
after building a fireand making some 
preparations for breakfast, called his 
sister to come down. On receiving neo 
response he went upstairs and was fear- 
fully shocked to find the body of his sis- 
ter, her night dress almost covered with 
blood and with her head terribly bat- 
tered. 

Medical Referee Newell found that 
the head had been battered “and the 
skull fractured as if from a blunt in- 
strument. These wounds, he said, were 
suflicient to have caused death. In ad- 
dition, however, there was a deep cut 
over the right eye, as well as several 
other cuts on the face, and there were 
five or six cuts and slashes on the body. 

From the position of the body Dr. 
Newell stated that it was evident that 
Mrs. Smith had been killed while at- 
tempting to prevent a robber from car- 
rying off her money. 

The room gave every appearance of 
being thoroughly ransacked by the rob- 
ber, as the trunks were opened, bureau 
drawers overhaued and clothing thrown 
about the room. An empty pocketbook 
lay on the floor by Mrs. Smith’s side.

The 
strike, which was caused by an order 
to scrub the floors near the looms, is 
in the same stage as it was on Feb. 
18, the day the operatives walked out. 


Stonecutters on Strike 

Worcester, Mass., March 2.—One hun- 
dred and tifty granite cutters of Wor- 
cester are on strike, the points at issue 
being the number of men whose tools 
shall be sharpened by a single black- 
smith and the matter of extra pay that 
stonecutters shall receive for working 
without the protection of a shed over- 
head.

the Prescott--Faxon 
Libel Case. 


Plaintiff Concludes His 
Testimony. 


—_——_—— 


Four Other Witnesses Were Also 
Heard on Tuesday. 


Quincy is certainly monopolizing the 
court room at Dedham this week. Over 
one hundred witnesses have been sum- 
moned from this city in the libel case 
of Charles L, Prescott vs. Henry H. 
Faxon, and as many more interested 
Quincy people are in daily attendance, 
filling the court room to overflowing. 

The snow storm of Tuesday delayed 
the trains so that the court was nearly 
an hour late in opening. Mr. Prescott, 
the plaintiff, was on the stand most of 
the day, from the opening until about 
3 P.M. ‘The other witnesses heard for 
the plaintiff were W. G. Chubbuck, H. 
T. Whitman, Charles F. Knowlton and 
Andrew A, Meyer. 

In the continued cross-examination 
of the plaintiff by Counsel John W. 
McAnarney, the Herald reports Mr. 
Prescott as follows: Did not remember 
a conversatiou with a Mr. Marnock, in 
Quincey, in which the latter charged 
him with eharging exorbitant rates. 
Witness said Chairman Gay of the 
Board of Health bad not spoken to 
him about the way ke conducted his 
work as city scavenger. 

Counsel Anderson excepted to the 


adwission of this and several other 


questions. 
During 1901 or 1902, Mr. Prescott 
said, some of the Board of Health 


showed him letters which they had re- 
ceived, but he did not consider them 
complaints. During 1901 or 1902, he 
asserted, he was the only person whom 
the people of Quincey could get to clean 
out their cesspools and vaults. 

Mr. Prescott stated that he ceased to 
act as city scavenger last April. He 
had not brought his books as city 
scavenger, -He said he destroyed some 
of his records when a bill was paid. He 
said he did not permit contents of cess- 
pools to be carried in barrels, nor in 
other vessels, which would let the con- 
tents splash over on to the streets. The 
witness said he hadasteelcart. ‘‘Some 
of my men called my attention to a hole 
in the cover—Mr. Faxon did not—and 
I had the cover fixed.’’ 

Mr, alleged _ statement, 
**You’re fuller than any cesspool ever 
was,’’ witness said, certainly made him 
feel bad. He considered that his own 
appearance contradicted that statement. 

Mr. Prescott denied that he was in 
certain saloons with any of his witness- 
es last night. 

On redirect examination Mr. Prescott 
said: ‘*The letters of Andrew Milne 
were written to the city scavenger, I 
think, though they might have been to 
me. It was no part of my business to 
go round and find what cesspools needed 
cleaning.’? He said he never knowing- 
ly made an overcharge. ‘There have 
been errors, but they were correcte 
right away after my attention was 
called to them.’’? He had never had 
any trouble with Mrs. Hayes. 

Mr. Prescott said he used barrels 
built especially for the carrying of ref- 
use. Hedid not know any of them 
leaked. 

Willie G. Chubbuck of Quincy, a fur- 
niture mover, testified he had known 
both the plaintiff and Mr. Faxon about 
23 years. On or about July 20, 1902, he 
saw them at a Quincy auction sale, and 
heard Mr, Faxon say to Mr. Prescott: 
‘““What are you doing down here?” 
Prescott said: ‘I don’t know as it’s 
any of your business.’’ Faxon retorted, 
witness stated: ‘‘By — you're fuller 
than any cesspool ever thought of be- 
ing!’ 

Herbert T. Whitman, in the civil en- 
gineering and real estate business, cor- 
roborated Chubbuck, and said Mr. 
Faxon tuld Mr. Prescott he (Prescott) 
was not doing his work satisfactorily. 
In the house, witness said, Faxon told 
Prescott he was ‘robbing the public,” 
and that he went to a cesspéol, took 
one load and charged for several. Wit- 
ness did not hear Faxon tell Prescott 
he was fuller than any cesspool. In 
July, 1902, witness asserted, Mr. Faxon 
said words to the effect that Prescott 
was incompetent of administering the 
business of city scavenger, 

Charles F, Knowlton, commissioner 
of public works, testified that during 
the last of July or tirst of August 1902 
he met Mr, Faxon in front of the 
Adams building, and the latter said 
that the dumps were not handled®prop- 
erly, were in a filthy conditionand that 
Prescott was incompetent. Witness 
said Mr, Faxon used words substantially 
to the effect that Prescott was main- 
taining a nuisance,

Andrew A. Meyer, investment broker ; 


and ex-Councilman, testified that he 
had been advised to be cautious with 
Prescott; Mr. Faxon told him he was a 
heavy drinking man.

Doi si 
and serviettes are sixteen inches 
square, of coarse unbleached Russian 
crash. They are a pretty fad for a 
country house wild rose anes OF. 
cording to a Good Housekeeping wr S 
er, who tells how they are made. The 
Bquare mat is used in the center, and 
on it are placed the epergne and vases 

yild roses. 

es is in solid Kensington 
work in blendings of rose pinks, from 
the most delicate shades in the blooms 
to the deepest, with foliage in the 
shades of olive and with its leaflets in 
the palest. The stems are shaded, be- 
ginning nearest the blooms with the 
lightest and graduating into the deep- 
est olives, with here and there a touch 
of brown, with the same reddish 
brown used for the thorns. The buds 
are of the deepest shades of pink with 
raised stuffed calyx; the centers are of

greenish yellow, orange and deep pink 
mixed in French knot stitch. Solid 
Kensington shaded work is used in the 
stitchery throughout the design and is 
sometimes called long and short stitch 
in gradation of color, for the stitches 
are not of equal length, but are worked 
into one another or between them. 
The worker adapts, as a matter of 
course, the length of the stitch to the 
work to be done, directing it also ac- 
cording to the form to be expressed, 
and so arrives almost before she is 
aware of it (by way of satin stitch) at 
what is called plumage stitch. If this 
work is wrought entirely on an em- 
broidery frame it can be done in split 
stitch, in which the needle is brought 
up through the foregoing stitch and 
splits it. The edges have a_three- 
fourths hem, hemstitched for the cen- 
terpiece, and one-fourth inch for the 
doilies and serviettes, and each varies 
in its arrangement of the wild rose de- 
sign, thrown on carelessly in one cor- 
ner of the small piece and the four cor- 
ners of the large one. All are designed 
to be used on a polished table without

RUSSIA’S HOLY SEA. 


LAKE BAIKAL AS AN OBSTACLE TO 
THE CZAR’S SUCCESS. 


It Cuts the Transsiberian Railway In 
Two Parts—How It Is Crossed In 
Summer and In Winter—Miles of 
Ice a Serious Barrier. 


An interesting phase of the war in 
the far east, both to military men and 
the public generally, is the enormous | 
task that confronts Russia in main- 
taining the integrity of her line of com | 
munication the continent of 
Asia and Lake Baikal. The conduct 
of military operations, with only a sin- 
gle track of railroad to connect the 
seat of war with the main base of sup- 
plies thousands of miles away, is uw 
precedented in warfare, and it is not 
impossible that the road will prove in- 
sufficient when the pinch comes. 

It is at Lake Baikal, the holy sea, 
that the Russians are at present expe- 
riencing the greatest trouble.

Efforts to recover the bodies of 
the dead and rescue those imprisoned in 
the wreck were begun by the firemen 
immediately after the crash. Owing to 
the enormous mass of metal wreckage 
days may elapse before all the bodies 
are recovered. 

The cause of the disaster generally 
accepted Is the overloading of the floors. 
Foreman Halpin, in charge of the iron- 
workers, stated that there was a large 
quantity of cement and other building 
materia! on the fifth floor, and that on 
the ninth floor were 838 iron beams 
which were to have been used in con- 
floors of the 
building. 


That criminal carelessness is charge- 
able to somebody is shown by the fact 
that the building department had placed 
repeated “violations” against the build- 
ing, the last one being filed yesterday 
at the instance of Inspector French, 
because “the side walls Were more than 


two stories in advance of the front 
walls, and the floor beams were not 
properly bolted and tied.” In spite of 
this and previous warnings, those re- 


sponsible for the construction of the 
building went ahead regardless of con- 
sequences. 

Adjoining the collapsed building on 
the west is the four-story brownstone 
residence of Harold Brown. Some of 
the huge iron beams struck the side of 
the house and stove holes in the wall 
and roof, and dislodged a part of the 
brownstone front, which was thrown to 
the street. The occupants escaped un- 
injured. 

On the east side is a house occupied 
by A. W. Cragie as a school for boys. 
The pupils had gone home to luncheon 
a few minutes before the crash 
curred. Some of the beams struck the 
house, tearing off a portion of the roof 
and smashing holes in the side walls. 

The Hotel Patterson was shaken to 
its foundations and the rear fire 
capes on seven stories were torn from 
their fastenings and all the windows 
on these floors were smashed. The oc- 
cupants of these apartments hastily 
quitted the building. Rev. Dr. Savage 
was ill in his apartments in the front of 
the hotel at the time of the collapse. 

Records of the building department 
show that from the beginning to the end 
there has been a constant contest be- 
tween the building department and the 
Allison Realty company, the contractors 
and owners of the property. Amend- 
ment after amendment to the plans 
were filed, and the engineers of the 
building department time and time 
again disapproved of the suggestions 
made for the betterment both by the 
owners and the architects.

OLD-TIME FRIENDSHIP 


Russia and United States to 
Have “Better Understanding” 

St. Petersburg, March 3.—The Rus- 
sian government earnestly desires the 
conservation of the ancient friendship 
between the United States and the 
empire. The belief is expressed here 
that the two countries are now on the 
eve of a better understanding of the 
points concerning which difference have 
existed.

HARDWOOD FLOORS. 


HARD WOOD OR ITS SIMILITUDE 
IDEAL FOR THE SUMMER HOME. 


Veneecring Is Light and Easily 
Over an Old Floor—Maple Tough 
and Hard Wearing — Other Good 
Woods—Borders and Centers. 


Have a hardwood floor. It is cool, 
clean, therefore healthful, and beauti- 
ful if tastefully planned and well laid. 
In a very practical talk in the Ohio 
Farmer on the making of such floors 
the following occurs: 

When building a house it is best per 
haps to lay the floors of the regular 
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thickness, but when laying them after- 
ward the veneer flooring should be 
used, laying it over the original floor 
without disturbing it. The thickness va- 
ries, the three-eighths inch being most 
commonly used, and it comes in sev- 
eral kinds of natural wood, perfectly 
smooth on the face of the strips and 
tongued and grooved on ends and sides 
so that they can be both end and side 
matched. The widths are from 1% 
inch face upward. Little work is need- 
ed after it is laid, as most of the joints 
will be perfect and at the most only a 
little rubbing with sandpaper is needed 
before the fifiish is applied. The three 
eighths inch veneer is light and easy 
to handle and can be laid by one who 
is not an expert, saving some expense. 
Maple is best for floors which come 
to heavy wear, being tough and show- 
ing little effect of wear if kept shel- 
lacked. If a border is desired some of 
the strips may be stained with walnut 
stain, which comes ready for use, or 
strips of natural wood may be used, 
cherry or beech being especially hand- 
some, White and red oak, either nie 


or quarter sawed, are useful for par 
lors or rooms where only ordinary wear 


comes on the wood. Birch, beech, wal- 
nut, cherry, even mahogany, curly 
birch, birdseye and curly maple, red- 


wood and sycamore are to be had. 

Borders worked in yarious colored 
woods can be purchased if desired, but 
usually the border is made while lay- 
ing the floor, alternating dark and light 
strips to suit the fancy. In fastening 
the veneer the nails are put obliquely 
through the tongue of each strip, which 
holds the new floor firmly to the old one 
without disfiguring it with nail holes, 
and when the floor is laid log cabin 
style it can be so braced that but few 
nails need be put through from the top, 
the last two strips laid being the only 
ones that cannot be fastened other- 
wise. The first cut shows how the 
floor is laid, the center being filled in 
as the border is begun, if desired, or as 
in the second cut. 

For a border for a maple floor, three 
strips of the natural color, then two 
stained strips, two natural color and 
one stained strip are pretty. 

After a maple floor is laid it should 
be given two coats of shellac. As we 
feared that the 
white shellac 
would be tor 
light, we had fi 
inixed with an 
equal amount 
of orange shel- 
lac, which 
stained the floor 
slightly. When 
perfectly dry it 
was rubbed 
over with floor 
wax, which 
comes ready for use, allowed to dry 
for half an hour, then rubbed with a 
weighted brush made especially for 
that use. It must be first rubbed cross 
wise of the grain, then lengthwise til) 
a perfect polish is obtained.

Apples In French Style. 

A very economical dessert for lunch- 
eon is made by baking apples the 
French way, which will be found 2a 
great improvement on the old method 
of baking them whole. This is simply 
to peel, core and quarter tart apples 
Arrange them in a baking dish with 
edges down and the round parts up 
Pack the sections in closely in layers 
until the dish is filled up. Add one 
half cupful of water, sprinkle granu 
lated sugar and ground cinnamon over 
the top. Put tiny bits of butter here 
and there and then bake from half to 
three-quarters of an hour or until a 
golden brown. Test with a fork before 
removing from the oven and serve hot 
with cream. This makes a delicious 
dessert.—Exchange.

Rain- 
drops suspended for a time in the 
snowy region are frozen, and if thrown 
beyond the influence of the incurrent | 
they fall to the ground as soft hail. 
Should they be carried into the vortex uy 
they ascend through the rainy region, 
are coated with moisture, mount to the} 
colder region, where ice is formed, and 
finally fall to the earth. 

This theory satisfactorily accounts 
for hailstorms occurring chiefly in 
summer, as it is only in hot weather 
that these powerful ascending currents 
exist.

ABILITY TO DRINK MILK.

Because of the facts above stat- 
ed the ability to drink milk is a test 
of perfect digestion in nearly all cases. 


An Eccentric Bishop.

How Eels Spawn. 

Eels spawn like other fishes. Fo.

Ina 
few hours there will spring from them 
an infinite quantity of eels.” 


Two Differently Translated Brethren

Army and Navy Reserves In 


European Russia Called Out 


JAPS FAST ADVANCING 


Force of Twenty-Five Hundred 
Strong Has Pushed tothe Yalu 
River, While Seizure of Possiet 
Bay,

London, March 5.—Little change in 
the far eastern situation is reported. 


{It is apparent that the Japanese are 


busily engaged in transporting their 
forces into Korea and this work is be- 
ing facilitated by the enforced inactiv- 
Ity of the navy. 

The 


Japanese official who has charge 


of Japan's financial and commercial in- 
terests in England declares that his gov- 
ernment foresaw the possibility of coal 
being declared contraband of war, and 
that it has been collecting large stores 
of Welsh steam coal for years, so that 
today it hus a supply sufiicient for the 
needs of the navy for years to come. 

An order bas been issued calling out 


more reserves in European Russia, both 
army and navy, and it is suggested that 
the whole Russian army will be mobi- 
lized if necessary. 

As near as can be gathered from the 
dispatches from the far east, the situa- 
tion in the theatre of war is somewhat 
as follows: Japan has several large 
forces in Korea. The main army, with 
Seoul as a base, is moving north toward 
the Yalu. The advance guard o/ this 
army is in Ping Yang, which is being 
fortified. The Russians say there are 
6000 Japanese there. On the east, the 
Japanese are in force at Wonsan, from 
which there is a road to Ping Yang. 
Farther to the north, on the east coast 
of Korea, the Japanese have landed a 
force 2500 strong, part cavalry, which 
has been pushed into Maofurchan, at 
the northern apex of the curve of the 


Yalu river, and astride the Mukden- 
Viadivostok and MHarbin-Kirin-Wiju 
roads, which meet here. Still farther to 
the north the Japanese have seized 
Possiet Bay, in Russian territory, 70 
miles southwest of Viadivostok, threat- 
ening that city and theTailroad behind 
it. 

On the west of the theatre of war the 
Japanese have the Russian fleet sealed 
up in Port Arthur, and thei fleets and | 
transports are hovering about both sides

the port of Vladivostok to prevent the |! 
Russian fleet from escaping, seize the | 
railroad in the rear of the city and then | 
to move an army along the line of the | 
railroad toward Harbin. ‘This moye | 
would compel the R ians to withdraw | 
their troops up the line of the Port Ar- 
thur-Harbin road for the protection of | 
the latter city. It is assumed that the | 
Japanese, leaving enough men to hold 
the Port Arthur garrison in check, 
would slowly follow the Russians 
northward. The main army | 


also would advance over the Yalu. 

All this will not be accomplished 
without fighting. Itis not expected that 
the ezar’s stubborn fighters will give 
up even these advance posts without 
striking a blow. The Russian soldier if | 
well handled is a splendid fighter, but | 
he lacks dash and individual initiative. 
The Japanese are alert and masters of | 
tactics and strategy. The meeting of 
these two types will make an interesting | 
study for students of the art of war.

This condition might have 
been avoided by the payment of some $2,000 or less of interest 
money, yearly. All who have any influence in giving toour High 
School scholars ample, healthful, and suitable rooms should see 
that this is done. The city can have no more urgent need in any 
other direction. No greater problem confronts Quincy, or its 
servants, the City Council and the School Committee, than this 
one of school accommodations. Whatever other public interest 
may suffer, the reasonable demand of the times is that our boys 
and girls be better instructed than ever before. It is hardly 
necessary to say that to best accomplish this, school houses, 
ample and healthful are needed. 


(2) SCHOOL EXPENSES 


During these times of great material prosperity and of lavish 
expenditures in country, state and town, it becomes every public 
servant to consider carefully the responsibility laid upon him in 
the spending of public money. 

As to the cost of conducting our schools, the following

This table shows that whereas the cost per pupil in the 
schools of Quincy has decreased from year to year,—being $24.17 
in 1893 and $21.45 in 1903,— in the7state, the tendency has been 
for the cost per pupil to inerease, and it has actually risen from 

23.88 in 1894 to $27.30 in 1903. It shows further that in 
Quincy a smaller percentage of the city’s appropriation is being 
used for the support of schools, while the reverse is true in the 
state. Consequently, the other departments must be expending 
a larger proportion of the city’s money than formerly. Whether 
this is cause for congratulation may be questioned, but the fact 
remains and should receive the careful consideration of those in 
charge of the city’s finances. 


(3. THE EFFICIENCY OF THE SCHOOLS 


as affected by the personal attention of parents to the work 
of their children. There is very little reason or intention to 
enlarge on this thought. 

Parents, when you think that your children are not doing in 
school as well as they ought, or when you hear something in 
regard to the school which you fear is not as it should be, you 
can do no greater good to your children and to the school, than 
by personally investigating. You may thus, not only influence 
your children to do better and their teachers to take more 
interest in them but you may find, as has often been the case, 
that the reported grievances were unfounded. 

Having called attention to the three topics of this report, it 
is fitting to add in conclusion that good work is being done in 
the schools of Quincy; that there is great effort on the part of 
the teachers, inspired by the untiring and well-directed zeal of 
the Superintendent, Mr. Parlin, to foster what Horace Mann 
says should be heard in every school,—“the hum of business ;” 
and to graduate boys and girls of good character, and with right 
aims in life. 

May Superintendent and Teachers receive the co-operation 
of us all! 

The above report was presented by a special committee 
consisting of Dr. Record, Dr. Hallowell and Chairman Porter, 
and was adopted as the annual report of the School Committee, 
Tuesday, December twenty-ninth, 1903.

| ONE THE ALLEGED HEAD 


Believed to Be Implicated In 


Scheme to Flood the Country 
With Most Perfect Counterfeit 


Bank Notes Ever Seen 


Boston, March 7.—By the arrests of 
three men and one woman, two charged 
with counterfeiting and two charged 
with passing counterfeit money, and 
the conviction of “Dr.” Fred B. Wilson 
and Edward B. Wiggin, on the counter- 
feiting charge, the United States secret 
say they have rounded 
up the cleyerest gang in this line that 
has ever been known in New England. 
The detection, apprehension and final 
arrests of those said to be implicated 
have taken up a period of more than 
six months. The woman is a stenog- 
rapher at police headquarters. 

Those arrested are: Robert Thomp- 
son, alias Dr. J. H. Roberts, practicing 
at 224 Tremont street, and living at 480 
Columbus avenue, charged with coun- 
terfeiting; Mrs. Lena Thompson, his 
wife, charged with counterfeiting; Pat- 
rick Gallag er, a collector, with offices 
on Eliot street, and living at 7 Chester 
place, and Ifyman Cohen, a cab driver, 
whose address is given as 73 Meridian 
street, East Boston, both charged with 
passing counterfeit money. 

They were arraigned before 
missioner Bradlee, all pleading not 
guilty. Thompson, Gallagher and 
Cohen were held in bonds of $10,000, 
which they were unable to furnish, and 
passed the night in the Charles street 
jail. Mrs. Thompson was released in 
the sum of. 500. Their cases were con- 
tinued until next Saturday morning. 

Dr. George S. Hatch, who has offices 
at 133 Tremont streef, it is claimed by 
the secret service men, is implicated in 
the case with the others who have 
been arrested. Hatch would have been 
taken into custody but that he was ar- 
rested by the Boston police on the 
charge of performing a criminal opera- 
tion.

Wearing a stylish Prince Albert coat, 
silk hat and heavy fur lined overcoat 
and swinging a cane, he looks more the 
man of leisure than one wanted for the 
charge on which he is held. He always 
has plenty of ready money and when he 
was searched he had more than $700 on 
his person and all of it was bona fide 
money.

READY TO EVACUATE 


Fall Into Hands of Japanese 

Yin Kow, March 7.—The removal of 
the furniture of the police and military 
quarters at New Chwang, the with- 


drawal of unnecessary rolling stock and 


equipment from the New Chwang rail- 


from the bank indicates an intended } 
evacuation of New Clhwang. The bank 
authorities have arranged to Jeave 
French and German agents in charge of 
their interests. 

Russian private letters disclose the 
fact that in the recent engagements be- 
tween the Yalu river and Ping Yang the 
Russians with superior numbers de- 
feated the Japanese, but lost heavily. 

Refugees arriving here say that Port 
Arthur has not been attacked since 
Feb. 26, but that stores and ammunition 
are still arriving. Work on the mud 
dock, in which it is expected to repair 
the battleship Czarevitch, has been 
abandoned for the past ba iree days, the 
foreign engineer being unable to raise 
the Retvizan, quitting eat Arthur to- 
gether with the only other Anglo- 
Saxon there. 

That considerable damage within the 
fortifications has been caused by the 
Japanese fire from Pigeon Bay 1s cor- 
roborated and the defenses on that side 
are being strengthened by barbed wire 
entanglements and additional artillery. 


The Situation In Korea 

London, March 7.—The Daily Mail's 
Che Foo correspondent describes a visit 
which he made to Chenampo. He says 
the country thence to Ping Yang is im- 
passable, owing to the thaw. ‘The vil- 
lages are deserted and horses and pro- 
visions cannot be obtained, everything 
having been bought up by the Japanese. 

“IT am informed,” says the corre- 
spondent, “that there will be no advance 
until 100,000 men have been con- 
ecentrated at Ping Yang. It is thawing 
inland and the waterways have great- 
ly helped the transportation arrange- 
ments. The Japanese are busy at 
every suiteble landing place and are 
buying all suitable craft along the 
coast. 

“Cossacks are keeping a sharp watch 
on the Japanese movements.” 


Looking Toward United States 

Paris, March 7.—The correspondent 
of The Matin at Tokio says that ata

Outpost to Meet Japs 

St. Petersburg, March 7.—Advices 
from Vladivostok say that the 2500 
Japanese troops who landed at Plaksin 
bay are advancing toward Musan with 
the intention of ultimately reaching 
Hunchun (on the left bank of the Tu- 
men river, about 100 miles west of 
Viedivostok) and threatening the Rus- 
sian flank. In order to checkmate this 
move the Russian outpost, 1500 strong, 
which crossed the Tumen, is advancing 
to occupy Koyryong, on the Tumen, a 
walled city commanding the trails along 
which the Japanese must pass.

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CUT OFF BY JAPS 
Squadron Which Left Vladiy 
stok May Meet With Disaster 

London, March 8.—The Japanese le- 
gation here has received no official in- 
formation regarding the bombardment 
of Vladivostok. It is believed at the 
legation, however, that the Japanese 
are now between the Russian cruiser 
squadron and Vladivostok, and there is 
reason to believe that the Kussian 
squadron is in the vicinity of Possiet 
Bay. 

Russian official dispatches do not 
mention his squadron and this fact 
leads color to the belief that the Jap- 
anese warships have shut it out of 
Viadivostok. 

It is pointed out at the legation that 
if this is true the Russian vessels are 
in a critical position, and hence they 
must run the gauntlet of the Japanese 
squadron off Vladivostok or the Japan- 
ese squadron off Port Arthur before 
reaching a Russian port. 


Alexieff’s Report 
Petersburg, March 8.—Viceroy 
Alexieff Las telegraphed the ezar from 
Mukden, under date of March 7, as fol- 
lows: 

“The commandant at Vladivostok re- 
ports that yesterday’s bombardment re- 
sulted in no serious damage to the port. 
The fortress did not return the enemy’s 
fire. 

“Today at midday the enemy again 
entered Ussuri Bay and approached the 
point from which they bombarded the 
harbor on March 6. They left again, 
making for the open sea.”

Chunchus Are Anti-Russian 

Tien Tsin, March 8.—A resident of 
Tien Tsin has had an interview with 
Chang, chief of the bandits called 
“Chunchus.” According to this man, 
Chang commands 2000 men, who are 
well drilled, splendidly mounted and 
armed with mauser rifles and magazine 
pistols. Chang holds the brevet rank 
of general. His principles are decidedly 
anti-Russian, 


Thirteen Russian Ships Injured 
Paris, March 8.—The Matin publishes 
a dispatch from Tokio saying the Jap- 
anese havy department has announced 
that 13 Russian warships, representing 
a total of 94,000 tons, have received in- 
juries since the opening of hostilities, 


News by Way of Paris 

Paris, March 8.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Echo De Paris 
says Prince Louis Bonaparte has been 
given the command of a brigade of Cos- 
sacks. He will start for the far east 
on Thursday. 

“By March 17 there will be 217,000 
Russian troops in Manchuria,” the cor- 
respondent continues. “This informa- 
tion was given me by a military author- 
ity and shows that the transport system 
is working perfectly.” 

French Sympathy For Russia 

Paris, March 8.—The municipal coun- 
cil has voted to send an address to the 
municipality of St. Petersburg, express- 


ing its sympathy with Russia in the 
war. The Socialist members of the 


Paris council abstained from voting. 


Hurry Order to British Warships 

Victoria, B. C., March 8.—Cipher dis- 
patches received by the naval authori- 
ties at Esquimalt from the British ad- 
tmiralty order the Grafton 
(flagship) and Bonaventure, now in 
Central or South American waters, to

Poles Hope Japs Will Win 

Chicago, March 8.—The first official 
expression of the Polish people of 
America upon the attitude of the Polish 
nation throughout the world in the 
Russo- Japanese conflict is made in an 
address issued by officials of organiza- 
tions embodying the largest portion of 
all the Polish organizations in the 
United States. The resolutions express 
“hearty sympathy and admiration for 
the great and knightly Japanese 
nation.” 

No Red Cross Congress 

Washington, March 8.—Because of 
the preseut war between Russia and 
Japan the gathering of the congress of 
the Geneva Red Cross at Berne, which 
was to have taken place next May, has 
been indefinitely postponed. The post- 
ponement is believed to be due to the 
difficulty of framing such rules as are 
desired in the heat of passion aroused 
by the war and to the failure of one of 
the principal European powers to re- 
spond to the invitation to attend. 


Nurse Took Poison 

New York, March 8.—Chloral and 
morphine poisoning are given as the 
cause of death in Roosevelt hospital last 
night of Anna M. Strahan, 26 years old, 
formerly of Vineyard Even, Mass., a 
nurse and governess. The police put her 
under arrest on a charge of attempting 
suicide when she was removed to the 
hospital. Miss Strahan came here two 
years ago. 


Thirty-Five Years on Bench 

Trenton, March 8—Justice Van- 
Syckel of the supreme court has ten- 
fered his resignation to Governor 
Murphy, to take effect at once. Van- 
Syckel, who is 74 years old, about two 
weeks ago was reappointed, after hav- 
ing served 35 years as a supreme court 
justice. The condition of his health is 
yven as the cause.

{AN OHIO LYNGHING| 


Many Hundred Men Invade Jai) 
and Get Murderer 


GIVEN UP BY OFFICIALS 


Shot to Death and Body Then 
@Strung From a Telegraph Pole, 
Back 


Forth From Force of Bullets 


Where It Swung and 


Springfield, O., March 8.—A mob of 
600 men gathered at the county jail 
last night with the avowed purpose of 
lynehing Richard Dixon, a negro, who 
shot Policeman Charles Collis on Sun- 
day. Sheriff Routzahn appeared on the 
jail steps and pleaded with the mob to 
disperse. His appeal was ineffectual 
and he was compeiled to go within. 

At 10:30 the mob melted rapidly and 
it was the general opinion that no fur- 
ther attempts would be made to force 
an entrance to the jail. Small groups ot 
men, however, could be seen in the 
shadows of the court house, two adja- 
cent livery stables and several dwelling 
houses. At 10:45 the police were sat- 
isfied that there was nothing more to 
fear and they went witb other officials 
and newspaper men in and out of the 
jail. Shortly before 11 o’clock a diver- 
sion Was made by a small crowd moy- 
ing from the east doors around to the 
south entrance. The police followed 
and a feint was made at jostling them 
off the steps leading up to the south 
entrance. The crowd at this point kept 
growing, while yells of “Hold the po- 
lice,” “Smash the doors,” “Lynch the 
nigger’ were made, interspersed with 
revolver shots. 

All this time a party with a heavy 
railway iron was beating at the east 
door, which shortly yielded to the bat- 
tering-ram, as did the Inner lattice iron 
doors. The mob then surged through 
the east door, overpowered the sheriff, 
turnkey and handful of deputies and 
began the assault on the iron turnstile 
leading to the cells. The police from 
the south door were called inside to help 
keep the mob from the cells and in five 
minutes the south door had shared the 
fate of the east one. 

In an incredibly short time the jail 
was filled by a mob of 250 men, with 
all the entrances and yard gates 
blocked by fully 1500 men, thus making 
it impossible to prevent access to the 
negro. The heavy iron partition leading 
to the cells resisted the mob effectually 
until cold chisels and sledge hammers 
arrived. The padlock to the turnstile 
was broken and the mob soon filled the 
corridors leading to the cells. 

Seeing that further resistance was 
useless and to avoid the killing of in- 
nocent prisoners, the authorities con- 
sented to the demand of the mob forthe 
right man. He was dragged from the 
cell to the jail door and thence down 
the stone steps to the paved court in the 
jail yard. Fearing an attempt on the 
part of the police to rescue him, the 
leaders formed a hollow square. Some 
one knocked the negro to the ground 
and those near him fell back four or five 
feet. Nine shots were fired into his 
prostrate body and, satisfied that he 
was dead, a dozen men seized the life- 
less body and, with a triumphant cheer, 
the mob surged into Coltinbia street 
and marched to Fountain avenue, ona 
of the principal thoroughfares in the 
town. 

From here they marched south to the 
intersection of Main street and a rope 
was tied around Dixon's neck. Two 
men climbed a telegraph pole and 
threw the rope over the topmost cross- 
tie and drew the body about 18 feet 
above the street. The fusillade then be- 
gan and for 30 minutes the body was 
kept swaying back and forth from the 
force of the rain of bullets which was 
poured in on it.

wild with delight. 

Throughout it all perfect good order 
was maintuined and everyone seemed 


in the best of humor, joking with his | 
nearest neighbor while reloading his 
revolver.

reading of a book than to have the reading result in unpleasant 
memories and a firm resolution never to look at it again. 

The first two years of the course in literature should be 
given to reading for intellectual food and enjoyment, for the 
purpose of creating an appetite and developing a taste. The 
pupils should be led to read so as to get at the spirit and mean- 
ing of the author —the heart of the book — without the creep- 
ing, critical, dissecting process. Literary anatomy is out of place 
here. The pupils at this age need the scenes and characters, 
the life and feeling, the humor and pathos, the real kernel and 
substance of the book, the very elements the author labored 
hardest to put into it; and these are not found by constantly 
chewing the husks of language. The first thing to teach the 
boys and girls is how to read a book so as to get at its thought 
and life, and at the same time help them to become intelligent 
and interested readers of wholesome books ; afterwards, when 
they have some knowledge of literature, some standards for com- 
parison and judgment, we may more reasonably try to make 
them literary critics. A sound literary taste and judgment, 
however, are acquired by reading much sound literature rather 
than by tearing a small amount of such literature to pieces. 
We very much doubt that teachers of English use in their 
private reading the methods they often require of pupils at 
at school. 

During the first two years, at least, there should be much 
more reading and much less dissecting. An ample list of books 
adapted to the minds of the pupils, carefully selected from the 
different classes of literature and including some translations of 
foreign classics, should be arranged for them and then they 
should read ; read some in class, read others at home and discuss 
in class, read carefully parts of some and all of a 
few a second time, memorizing short extracts of special beauty 
ut above all the introduction of the pupils to 
the world’s classics should be enjoyable and not a “grind.” 

Few persons, even adults, enjoy reading the best literature. 
Their taste has been vitiated and they have been made _ intellect- 
ually lazy by reading weak, scrappy or sensational literature. 
If one’s reading be weak, his thought is weak and commonplace, 
his mental tissue is flabby; if it be scrappy, he becomes in- 
capable of sustained thought, of following a course of close 
reasoning or the development of a theme; if sensational, he 


them 


or strength. 


becomes mentally passive, he can neither think without. stimu- 
lation, nor enjoy the companionship of great books. A great 
book requires an active mind and then it strengthens thought, 
broadens the imagination, deepens the feelings, nourishes the 
soul and enriches the life. When one has learned to enjoy good 
literature he has not only secured as lifelong friends some of the 
world’s greatest minds at their best, but he has acquired a taste 
which finds literary trash offensive. 

During the last two years of the course, after the pupils 
have some knowledge and appreciation of literature, more at- 
tention may be given to the means employed by masters gf the 
art to produce literary effect, but this should be for the purpose 
of bringing into clearer light the beauty of conception, the 
strength of expression, the vividness of description, the delicacy 
of feeling, or the harmony with nature and with right ethical 
standards. It should not degenerate into mere language study 
and verbal analysis, for this would be like studying a picture by 
examining the paint and inspecting the canvas. 

It cannot reasonably be expected that high school pupils 
will exhaust the meaning or fully appreciate the merits of a 
masterpiece, or that they will get as much out of it as the 
teacher who has studied it for years. In working with them, it 
is not wise to keep halting and trying to squeeze the last idea or 
emotion out of the language. By being extremely analytical 
and critical in minor parts the pupils lose much of the unity, 
strength and beauty of the whole. 

The college requirements and examinations are responsible 
for much of the abuse of literature in the high schools. Litera- 
ture suffers because too much time is given to study about litera- 
ture. The work smells too much of the laboratory. Even the 
biography of the author ,is no more essential to the study and 
enjoyment of his writings than the biography of the architect or 
composer is to the enjoyment of a cathedral or a symphony. 
The authors of some of the best literature in the world are abso- 
It is well to 
learn about an author’s life and work, but such study should not 
be confounded with a study of literature. 


lutely unknown and yet it lives and we enjoy it. 


A third and very important part of the work in English 
is composition. The prime requisite for good writing is 
a good subject—one adapted to the writer because he 
has an interest in it and knows semething about it. When 
one has something to say —is full of his subject — writing 
is made comparatively Even beginners enjoy it and 
take pride in the exercise of a new power and in the 
practice of a new art. But to write upon a subject when 
one has nothing to say is much like trying to pump water 
from a dry well—much labor and little to show for it. A more 
effective plan for wasting time and energy and for discouraging 
writing could hardly be devised. In no way ean the teacher 
remove as many difficulties and promote as rapid improvement 
in composition as by the careful assignment of subjects. An 
excellent subject for one member of a class may be a very poor 
one for the rest, and few subjects are equally good for all. 
Generally too many class subjects and too few individual sub- 
jects are assigned. Too many subjects are based directly upon 
the literature being read, and too few upon the life and experi- 
ence of the pupils themselves. The pupils can easily be led to 
suggest to the teacher subjects in which they are interested. 
They may not be abstract or classic themes but they will be 
subjects about which the pupils have something to say and to 
which is attached the special interest of proprietorship. It is 
their own and a part of themselves. Such subjects have the 
additional advantage of throwing side lights upon the real life 
and thought of the writer. 

Having selected a subject the pupil should think it earefully 
over and decide how he will develop it. At first it may be well 
for him to make an outline of the main thought o 
paragraphs, but he should not be required pa adn aie 
line until the glow of interest in the subject has begun to fade. 
The prepartion of the outline should serve the triple purpose of 
kindling interest, of stimulating thought and of setting that 
thought in orderly arrangement. When he is full of the subject 
and wants to write. the pupil should write with one precept in 
mind, which is to try to express his thoughts correctly, clearly 
concisely and forcibly. 

No effort should be made to get the pupil to imitate in his

writing the style of anyone. Style is an individual quality and 
is acquired by writing and speaking rather than by reading. 
The individuality of the pupil should be respected. Some 
teachers persist in recasting compositions apparently because the 
pupil does not express his thoughts as they would. So long as 
the writer uses good English and has ideas to express he should 
not only be allowed but encouraged to express them in his own 
style. ‘Imitation of style whether in writing or speaking is the 
acknowledgment of inferiority. Originality is the offspring of 
individuality and is altogether too rare and too promising a child 
to be neglected.

"Names of Animals.

Chief Mormon Apostle Expects 


to Continue So to Live 


» 


HE NAMES FIVE OTHERS 


Admits That Smoot Knew That 
His Had 
Plurality of Wives--Answers 
Not Liked by His Adherents 


Associate Apostles 


Washington, Mareh 9.—The senate 


| committee on privileges and elections, 


in the investigation of the protests 


against Senator Smoot, brought out a 
variety of testimony of which the most 
sensational was that given by Francis 
M. Lyman, president of the 12 apostles 
of the Mormon church, and the man 
chosen to be the successor of President 
Smith. His admissions were similar to 
those previously made by Mr. Smith 
pertaining to the church government. 
He is more free of speech than the 
president of the church and his testi- 
mony, though not materially differing, 
caused several of the apostles present 
to shake their heads at the witness for 
the purpose of compelling more dis- 
cretion in answering questions. Mr. 
Lyman is angularly built; his face is 
covered with a growth of bushy, ~red 
whiskers, and his speech is blunt. 

“Are you a polygamist?” Mr. Tayler 
asked, and Lyman replied frankly, 
“Ves? 

He said that he had had three wives 
and that of them two are still living. 
By his second wife, to whom he was 
married in 1884, he had had five chil- 
Mr. 
Lyman said he had been one of the sign- 
ers of the prayer for amnesty, pledging 
himself to all that it contained. He did 
not, however, recall just what it did 
contain. 

“Did you think it would be right to 
abstain from polygamous cohabita- 
tion?” This was not answered directly 
at the time. Several questions by mem- 


| bers of the committee followed in rapid 


succession and Lyman admitted in re- 
sponse to them that he knew that in 
living in polygamy he was disobeying 
both the law of the land and the rule 
of the church. He also said in reply 
to one of these questions that he was 
not only living in polygamous cohabita- 
tion, but that he expected to continue 
so to live. 

Mr. Lyman said .he became an 
apostle in 1880, and that Smoot became 
an apostle in1900. He said Smoot had 
never reproved him for living in polyg- 
amy either in public or in the apostolic 
raeetings. 

“If Iam thought worthy I will suc- 
ceed to the presidency of the Mormon 
ehureh if I survive President Smith,” 
said Lyman in answer to a question. 
Mr. Lyman said that he is the presiding 
officer of the 12 apostles. The names of 
John H. Smith, George Teasdale, Heber 
J. Grant, John W. Taytor and Mr. Mer- 
rill were given as apostles who are con- 
ceded to be polygamists, 

“Senator Smoot has attended the 
meetings of the apostles,” said Lyman, 
“and has taken part In the exercises at 
the weekly meetings.” The witness 
said he had never introduced any of his 
wives to Smoot. 

Senator Pettus inquired concerning 
the authority given to Smoot to become 
a candidate for senator and Lyman said 
consent, under a rule of the church, 
must have been given by President 
Smith. 

“Did Senator Smoot know you were 
living with plural wives?’ was asked. 

Mr. Lyman answered that Smoot 
did not know, as he never had met any 
one of his wives. He said that the 
people in general in Utah knew, but 
that he did not think Smoot had any 
knowledge of the fact. i 

Chairman Burrows insisted on know- 
ing, if the people of Utah knew in regard 
to his life, why Smoot could not know 
just as well. The witness responded 
several times that the people must have 
known, but that Smoot did not, where- 
upon Mr. Hoar demanded to know what 
the witness meant by such answers. 
The witness then said that Smoot prob- 
ably knew just as much about the ques- 
tion as the people in general. 

After much effort a statement was 
obtained from the witness that he 
thought Smoot was acquainted with 
the general reputation and accepted re- 
port that Lyman was living in polyg- 
amous cohabitation with his wives. 

Chairman Burrows asked Mr. Lyman 


‘in regard to the reorganized church ot 


Latter Day Saints, at Lamon, Ia., of 
which a son of Joseph Smith, the 
prophet, is the head, and Lyman gave 
his ideas of the differences between the 
two organizations. He was asked if the 


reorganized church did not denounce 
polygamy and answered, “they de. 


nounce it so hard that it almost pro- 
vokes us to defend it.” ‘ 

Senator Dubois asked if the reor- 
ganized church teaches absolute obedi- 
ence to its leaders and was informed by 
Lyman that he understood the church 
was not very strenuous in that regard. 

Toward the close of Lyman’s testi- 
mony Counsel Tayler said that it had 
been shown one of the religions was 
composed of peaceable, law-abiding citt- 
gens, While the other is a menace to 
society and good government, and that 
“In the latter Senator Smoot is 
woven into the organization that 
hold he cannot be extricated 
cutting himself entirely.” 

Four witnesses were on the 
during the day. They were Mrs. Ken- 
nedy, her mother, Mrs. Matthews, 
Charles Merrill, the son of Apostle 
Merrill, and Lyman.

Greeks In Fatal Dispute In 
Presence of Their Sisters 

Taunton, Mass, March 9.—Pantelis 
Calzritinos shot and killed Constantine 
Clipouras, his most intimate friend, fol- 
lowing a dispute last night. Calzritinos 
escaped. Both men are Greeks and 
mill employes. 

Both men were employed at the 
Whittenton mills and occupied rooms in 
the third floor of one of the nearby 
tenements at Whittenton, each having a 
sister to keep house for them. From 
what the police could gather from Sis- 
ters of the two men the men had been 
out during the early part of the even- 
ing and returned about 8 o'clock. The 


women could not say what was the 
cause of the dispute. All that they 
knew was that Calzritinos shot his 


friend and then ran out of the house. 
Clipouras staggered into the adjoining 
room and fel] dead on the floor. 

The women were so dazed and fright- 
ened that they failed to notify anyone 
for two hours, and it was some time 
after that before the police could obtain 
the name and a description of the fu- 
gitive. 


Injunction Against Strikers 

Providence, March 9.—The supreme 
court has granted a preliminary injunc- 
tion again«t the strikers at the Dunn 
Worsted mills in Woonsocket, restrain- 
ing them from picketing near the fac- 
tories of the company or attempting to 
induce workmen to leave their positions. 
The injunction will stand until a final 
hearing on the bill. The strike begun 
six weeks ago because of the introduc- 
tion of the two-loom system on mer- 
eerized goods. Disorders of various 
sorts have resulted every time the 
strike-breakers appeared outside of the 
mill gates. 


Large Gift to Episcopalians 

Cambridge, Mass., March 9.—The will 
of Mary S. Walker of Waltham, in 
which provision was made for the erec- 
tion of a bishop's church or Episcopal 
cathedral in Boston and real and per- 
sonal property to the value of $1,150,- 
000 was disposed of, was allowed in the 
Middlesex probate court by Judge Me- 
Intire. The will and four codicils were 
presented by E. R. Morse, who was 
named as executor. 


Insurance Company Enjoined 

Boston, March 9.—A temporary in- 
junction has been issued by the supreme 
court of Massachusetts restraining the 
Atlas Mutual Fire Insurance company 
of Boston from carrying on business, 
pending a hearing Friday. It Is al- 
leged that many losses incurred at the 
Baltimore and Rochester fires have left 
the company in such a condition as to 
require the intervention of the state. 


Boston, March 9.--The Mooanam, 
from the banks, has one of the largest 
fares and holds the record for bringing 
the biggest quantity of cod that has 
come in on any single yessel in a long 
time.

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Mob Applies Torch to Negro 
District of Springfield, O. 


SHERIFF GETS WARNING 


Negroes Threaten to Dynamite 
Jail In Revenge For Lynching 
--Citizens Anxiously Awaitine 
Arrival of Troops 


Springfield, O., March 9.—Threats 
throughout the day and last night to 
burn the levee, the negro district of the 
city, confirmed Mayor Bowlus in his 
belief that more trouble was brewing 

, and he asked Governor Herrick for 
troops. Two companies have been 
promised to reinforce the two local 
companies, 

Lute last night a crowd of about 2000 
men assembled along the railroad 
tracks. Two hundred negroes were 
clustered together in the levee district 
near the place called Honky Tonk. The 
negroes were quiet, while the other 
crowd was poisterous. During the 
afternoon threats were heard that the 
leyee would be burned, the negroes be- 
ing determined to avenge the lynching 
of Dixon. ~ 

At 11:20 o'clock the threat of the mob 
was finally made good, and a volume of 
flame Was seen to shoot up from the 
reur of a place occupied by Lee ‘Thomas, 
a suloonkeeper. Preceding the firing 
of the building the mob, at a distance of 
100 feet, shot at the front of the build- 
ing for half an hour, but it is not known 
whether any of the occupants had re- 
mained in the building, and if they did, 
whether any fatalities resulted from the 
shooting. . 

The fire spread both ways from 
Thomas’ place. The mob would not 
tolerate any effort of the department to 
put out the fire in the levee district, but 
offered no resistance in the attempts to 
confine the fire to the buildings along 
Washington street, known as the levee. 
These buildings are delapidated frame 
structures, raszeying from one to three 


stories. They are for the most part 
saloons, dwelling and small rooming 


houses. 

It is understood that the negroes are 
highly incensed at Sheriff Routzahn for 
not using greater force in protecting 
Dixon. Sheriff Routzahn had been 
warned that the instant the toreh was 
applied in Washington street he bad 
better remove his family from the jail, 


as that institution was to be imme- 
diately dynamited. 
While the eastern portion of the 


levee is doomed, it is thought that the 
department will be able to confine the 
contiagration to the region east of 
Spring street. 

Members of the mob openly declare 
that when their work in the eastern 
levee district is completed they will 
transfer their efforts to that portion 
west of the Big Four station and the 
Arcade hotel. This portion of West 
Washington street is also known as the 
levee and the buildings are similar to 
those in the eastern portion. 

Among the places in the west levee 
district are a number that are resorts 
for negroes, and in one of them Dixon 
shot Collis. 

The arrival of the out-of-town militia 
alone can save these places, and a 
trainload of troops from several towns 
between here and Cincinnati are anx- 
iously awaited. Apparently the negroes 
all over the elty are becoming intimi- 
dated and their boasts made in the 
earlier part of the evening are no longer 
heard. Mayor Bowlus is in constant 
communication with Governor Her- 
rick, the latter fully realizing the im- 
portance of the situation. 


Troops Are Ordered Out 

Columbus, O., March 9.—Upon urgent 
representations from Mayor Bowlus of 
Springfield that a race war is imminent, 
ns a result of the lynching of Dixon, 
Governor Herrick last night ordered 
eight companies of state militia to that 
city to preserve order. Adjutant Gen- 
eral Crutchfield at once arranged for 
the mobilization of the troops. Be- 
sides the two companies at Springfield, 
companies at Urbana, Dayton, Xenia, 
Miamisburg and Piqua were called out. 

Governor Herrick’s first order to 
Mayor Bowlus was to issue a proclama- 
tion ordering the closing of all saloons, 
Next he ordered the colored members 
of Company A, Ninth battalion, to rest 
on the arms in the armory and see that 
none of the guns were stolen, 


Troops Protect Texas Negroes 

Houston, March 9.—As the result of 
the shooting of C. H. Lee, and his son, 
James Lee, the military company at 
Thompson was last night ordered to 
Wragley to protect Richard Smith and 
Richard Merife, two negroes, charged 
with the shooting. The kinsmen of the 
Lees are gathering there from all the 
surrounding country. The people at 
Wragley are about evenly divided be- 
tween whites an and negroes, 


Three Years” For Counterfeiters 

Boston, March 9.—Judge Aldrich of 
the United States circuit court sen- 
tenced Benjamin Farber and Harry 
Stein, accused of counterfeiting, to the 
reformatory at Concord for three years. 
They were part of the gang arrested 
at Revere, and were arrested in New 
York. 

Two Cabinet Officers Sick 

Washington, March 9.—Postmaster 
General Payne has been detained at 
home for several days by a severe at- 
tack of gout. Secretary Wilson is con- 
fined to his home with the erib.

Russian Squadron Has but One 
Harbor Available 

St. Petersburg, March 9.—The where- 

abouts of Captain Reitzenstein’s Vladi- 

vostok squadron is carefully guarded 

by the military authorities, but there 


is a strong impression here that when 
the seven Japanese warships appeared 
off the harbor Sunday and Monday the 
Russian squadron was outside, perhaps 
down the coast, co-operating with the 
Russian land force near the mouth of 
the Tumen river. 

If the Russians were outside and the 
Japanese definitely ascertained that 
fact, a big sea fight is probably im- 
minent, as it is considered certain that 
the Japanese in that case will le on 
and off Vladivostok, to prevent the Rus- 
sians return, giving battle if the Rus- 
sians are caught in the open sea. All 
the harbors along the coast in which the 
Russians might seek refuge are frozen 
and the squadron must eventually be 
forced to return to Vladivostok for coal. 

Although the Japanese squadron is 
superior in numbers and guns, consist- 
ing of a battleship and four armored 
cruisers and two unarmored cruisers, 
the four armdfed cruisers under Cap- 
tain Reitzénstein are among the finest 
vessels in the Russian navy, constitut- 
ing as sister ships a homogenous fight- 
ing unit, and experts here are uot cer- 
tain that they could not take the meas- 
ure of Rear Admiral Uriu’s ships, 


Chinese May Fight Russians 

London, March 9.—The question of 
Chinese bandits has become so serious 
that in all probability the Chinese 
troops will soon be fighting the Rus- 
sians. The bands, who are numerous 
and well armed, are really beyond the 
contro! of the Chinese government, but 
Russia threatens to hold the latter re- 
sponsible. It is generally believed that 
a large proportion of the Chinese troops 
wish to side with the bandits and fight 
Russia. 


A Warning From Russia 

Pekin, March 9.—M. Lessar, the Rus- 
sian minister at Pekin, has notified the 
Chinese government that unless it puts 
a stop to the depredations of mounted 
bandits who are cutting telegraph lines 
and destroying railway property in 
Manchuria the declaration of the neu- 
trality of China will be nullified. 


Makaroff Assumes Command 
Port Arthur, March 9.—Vice Admiral 
Makaroff, who takes command of the 
Russian Pacitic fleet, arrived here last 


evening and hoisted his flag on the 
cruiser Askold. He was given a tri- 
umphant reception by the people. He 


has already inspected Port Dalny and 
Talienwan. 


Japan May Borrow Abroad 

Tokio, March 9.—The Japanese goy- 
ernment, it is said, is considering the 
advisability of seeking to secure imme- 
diately a loan in America and Europe. 
Although it is estimated that enough 
bonds can be sold at home to provide 
sufficient money to prosecute the war 
for at least a year and a half, and al- 
though many Japanese statesmen and 
financiers believe that Japan is capable 
of waging war to a conclusion without 
borrowing a single cent abroad and 
have, in a spirit of national pride, coun- 
selled that no foreign loan be sought, 
yet it is felt that there may arise in 


a year or two a contingency when 
money may be seriously needed. It is 


thought that it would be better to place 
a loan now, if possible, rather than at- 
tempt to do so in a future crisis when 
money may be badly needed. 


Moving From Vladivostok 

Vladivostok, March 9.—The military 
commandant here has ordered al] for- 
eigners to have their passports vized 
by the local government and com- 
mercial agents of their respective 
countries. Most of the residents of 
Viadivostok are sending their families 
into the interior. The prices of food- 
stuffs are becoming exorbitant. 


Nurses For Japanese Army 

Seattle, March 9.—Forty American 
nurses in charge of Dr. Anita N. Mc- 
Gee, president of the Spanish-American 
War Nurses’ association, sailed from 
here last evening for Japan. Upon ar- 
rival in Japan, they expect to be as- 
signed to duty with one of the divisions 
of the Japanese army. 


Russia Withdraws From Fair 

St. Louis, March 9.—The framework 
for the Russian national pavilion at the 
World's fair was torn down on receipt 
af a cablegram from St. Petersburg by 
Contractor LeCouer, who has been in 
charge of the work. Work on the 
framework of the pavilion was well 
under way. The cablegram was from 
the department of the interior, briefly 
ordering such work as had been com- 
pleted to be torn down, 


Bank Cashier Admits Forgery 
New York, March 9.—Charles F. 
Broach, former cashier of the Equitable 
National bank, pleaded guilty to for- 
gery in the second degree and was held 
until Friday for sentence. Broach 
raised a certificate of stock in the bank 
from ohne share to 90 and hypothecated 
it with an official of the Northport Na- 
tional bank. 


Cruiser’s Boiler Tube Burst 

Algiers, March 9.—The French cruis- 
er D’Assas burst a boiler tube as she 
was starting for the far east in company 
with four torpedo boat destroyers. 
Four men were severely scalded and the 
truiser was | obliged 1 to return to port.

Port Arthur fleet is able to get out of 
the obstructed entrance to that harbor, 
the Japanese have turned their atten- 
tion to the so-called Vladivostok fleet. 
If they can pen it up in Vladivostok 
harbor well and good. If they have 
succeeded in catching the fleet out of 
the harbor and can find and destroy it 
on the high seas so much the better 
from the Japanese point of view. 

With this last remnantof Russian sea 
power in the far east disposed of Japan 
would be free to move her armies at 
will. If she could land a_ sufficiently 
large army, break the railroad, isolate 
Viadivostok, and then advance up the 
line toward Harbin, at the same time 
forcing the Yalu, she could compel the 
retirement of the entire right wing of 
the Russian forces in Manchuria north 
toward Harbin. 

The sending of Marquis Ito on a mis- 
sion to Korea is egarded here as the 
most significant news of the day, and is 
believed to indicate a virtual protec- 
torate over Korea, which will become 
the Japanese military base and source 
of supplies. 

Marquis Ito enjoys great prestige. 
He visited the Emperor of Korea in 
1888 and since then he has been held 
in the highest esteem by the emperor, 
who often consulted with him. 

It is reported from Shanghai that 
Viceroy Alexieff is preparing to remove 
his headquarters to Harbin, after hay- 
ing in vain ordered the Tartar general 
to dismiss the Chinese garrison at 
Mukden. 

In Shanghai it is believed that the 
Japanese will attempt the seizure of 
New Chwang as soon as the ice clears. 

A correspondent of The Daily Ex- 
press at Shanghai asserts that the Rus- 
sians are throwing up a continuous line 
of earthworks from Kaiping to Liao 
Yang. 

The Che Foo correspondent of The 
Daily Express reports that a large Jap- 
hnese fleet has been seen proceeding in 
the direction of New Chwang. 

Among other unconfirmed reports it 
is said at Yin Kow that the Japanese 
have advanced to Feng Hoang Cheng 
(in Manchuria, about 40 miles north- 
west of Wiju). 

It is also reported that news has 
reached Osaka, Japan, of an engage- 
ment between Japanese and Russians 
at a point 100 miles from Viadivostok, 
in which the Russians fled, 


Ito’s Mission Causes Surprise 

Tokio, March 9—The forthcoming 
visit of Marquis Ito as a special am- 
bassador from the Emperor of Japan to 
the Emperor of Korea claims general 
attention, it being a great surprise. In 
official circles it is insisted that the ob- 
ject of Marquis Ito’s visit to Korea is 
hot politically important,

recommendations which will be useful 
in the adoption of a policy for the 
future.

MOUNTAINS !N JAPAN. 


They Rival In Panorama the Scenery 
of Switzerland, 

On every side of us, from our feet 
to the golden distance far away, the 
wotld stretched mountains, peak upon 
peak as thick as junks in a Chinese 
harbor and range beyond range inex- 
haustible. No sounds of mortal life 
came up inside the rock, while the 
river, gentian blue, wound silent in 
transparent pools below. The pano- 
rama in Japan on a splendid su_1mer 
day is impossible to describe to an 
English reader who has not been in 
the east, for such a one will read be- 
tween the lines the local color in which 
he was bred instead of the wholly dif- 
ferent atmosphere that heightens the 
charm of the picture there, the bril- 
liant luminous air which invests our 
eye with telescopic power and brings 
the whole landscape to our feet, while 
a soft suspicion of silky haze seems 
to float a halo round each foliage hid- 
den hill. Switzerland, too, is a moun- 
tain world, but small compared with 
this, the entire content from Inns- 
bruck to Geneva only one-fourth the 
length of this single island of Japan, 
a thousand miles of continuous ro- 
mance.

TOBACCO LEAVES. 


The First Europeans Who Saw Them 
Used For Smoking. 

The first Europeans who saw tobacco 
smoked were two men whom Columbus 
dispatched on an embassy immediate- 
ly after the discovery of the island of 
Cuba. The names of these envoys, 
worthy of memory by the smoker, were 
Roderigo de Jerez and Luis de Torres, 
the latter a Christianized Jew of spe- 
cial proficiency in Arabic and Hebrew. 
Six days were allowed to these two 
worthies in which to accomplish their 
mission, but after penetrating inland 
for some twelve leagues and stopping 
at a village of a thousand inhabitants 
they rejoined Columbus on Nov. 6, 1492, 
and recounted the several wonders 
which had fallen under their notice. 

It was on their way back to the 
Spanish caravels, accompanied by 
three natives, that they first saw smok- 
ing practiced. Several of the aborigines 
were making use of dried tobacco 
leaves, which they formed into a long 
roll, ighted and put in their mouths, 
swallowing and puffing out the smoke. 
These primitive and gigantic cigars the 
natives called tabacos, a name since 
transferred from its original application 
to the plunt itself.

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Death of William Stevens Is 
Unexplained. 


He Made No Outcry of 
Any Kind. 


The House Lighting Current Not Re- 
garded as Dangerous. 


The death of William Stevens Satur- 
day noon, as a result of an electric 
shock received while handling an 
ordinary electric light globe, has raised 
the question if danger lurks in the 
wires and fixtures used in the house 
lighting system. 

The current used on the lighting 
wires is what is knownas an alternating 
current, and is the most dangerous, 
The voltage of the outside wires is very 
heavy, and much too pewerful for house 
lighting. The current is reduced by 
means of transformers, so that the cur- 
rent that enters houses is supposed to 
be but 104 volts. 

A current of this -strength is far 
from being dangerous. While a person 
might receive a shock from the inside 
wires it would not ordinarily be strong 
enough to do any injury to a person. 
Another safeguard is the fuse which is 
placed on the house circuit just out- 
side the building. 

These fuses are set to burn out and 
break the circuit when the current goes 
above a certain number of amperes 
which is the strength of the current. 

With these safeguards it is a ques- 
tion what caused a current strong 
enough to kill a man to pass these safe- 
guards and enter the building. 

The only theory is that there must 
have been a short circuit somewhere, 
either in the transformer or the fuse 
box. Just what the trouble was, 
Medical Examiner Jones will endeavor 
to find out. 

At the shop of Messrs. Clark Saturday 
afternoon the correct version of the sad 
affair was learned. 

It appears that the men returned to 
work at1o’clock. Mr, Stevéns was at 
work at a forge. In order to give him- 
self better light he tied a string to the 
cord leading to the lamp, intending to 
suspend it over his work. With the 
string in one hand, he grasped the globe 
in his right band, and received the 
deadly shock, 

He made no outcry of any kind. It 
was butshortly, after when fellow work- 
men noticed him leaning against the 
wall with the globe held firmly in his 
hand, In an instanta workman saw 
that something was wrong, and he 
knocked the globe from Stevens hand, 
As he did so Stevens dropped like a log. 

Word was sent to Dr. McLennan who 
lives near by, but when he arrived 
the unfortunate man was dead. On his 
right hand where he held the lampa 
hole had been burned large enough to 
put a finger in. 

When Medical Examiner Jones arrived, 
he telephoned the Electric Light Com- 
mission at Boston, but as it was Satur- 
day they could not be reached. He was 
also unable to reach Supt. Austin of 
the Electric Light Company at that 
time. Later, however, he visited the 
premises and made an examination of 
the wires.

Harbor, Which Wrought Havoc 
Tokio, March 14.—Official and _pri- 
yate reports both indicate that Vice Ad- 
miral Togo’s fourth attack on Port Ar- 
thur, on March 10, was the most effec- 
tive since the first assault of a month 
ago. . One Russian torpedo boat de- 
stroyer was sunk and several Russian 
torpedo boat destroyers seriously dain- 
aged. 

The fortifications and city were sub- 
jected to a heavy bombardment lust- 
ing nearly four hours. Naval bombard- 


ments of land works have generally 
been ineffective, yet the peculiar topo- 


graphical conditions of Port Arthur 
make immunity from serious loss from 
bombardment almost impossible. 

Vice Admiral Togo’s torpedo flotilla 
opened the action by boldly steaming 
in under the batteries and successfully 
placing a number of mechanical mines 
at the mouth of the harbor. Following 
that there was a desperate bow to bow 
encounter between the torpedo boat 
destroyers, in which the Japanese ap- 
pear to have scored a clean victory. 
Then followed a long range duel be- 
tween the cruisers, ending in the re- 
tirement of the Novik and Bayan, the 
only Russians engaged. 

The closing action was the bombard- 
ment of the inner harbor by the Jap- 
anese battleships. The latter took a 
position southwest of Port Arthur and 
There were 
24 12-inch guns in the squadron of six 
battleships and each gun fired five 
rounds, m ng a total of 120 projectiles 
that were fired at the city. 

The bombardment was deliberate 
and carefully planned. In order to aid 
in perfecting the firing, Togo stationed 


the cruisers in a position due east of 


the entrance to the harbor and ata right 
angle to the battleships. The cruisers 
observed the range and effect of the fir- 
ing and reported the results and sug- 
gestions by wireless telegraphy. These 
observations and reports greatly aided 
the gunners in their effo to make 
every shot count. 

Vice Admiral Togo was unable to 
definitely learn the results of the 
bombardment, but later reports indi- 
eate that much destruction was caused 
in the city, where a serles of fires broke 
out. There also was damage to bat- 
teries. 

Captain Asai, commanding the _ flo- 
tilla of torpedo boat destroyers which 
engaged the Russian destroyers, is the 
hero of the attack. He had only three 
destroyers, but attacked the six Russian 
destroyers, ordering his craft to close 
in with the enemy. He steamed so 
to the enemy’s destroyers that 
they almost touched and a most des- 
perate conflict ensued, from which the 
Russians retired badly disabled, 

Engineer Minamisawa -of the de- 
stroyer Kasumi received a small wound. 
The engineer participated in the first 
torpedo attack on Port Arthur as well 
as in the attempt to bottle up the har- 
bor by sinking commercial steamers. 
He was commended both times for 
gallantry. 

The Japanese flotilla which sunk the 
mines at the mouth of the harbor later 
engaged two Russian destroyers. This 
flotilla was commanded by Com- 
mariner Tsuchiya. 

Vice Admiral Togo’s object in send- 
ing cruisers to Talien Wan bay was to 
encompass the destruction of a signal 
station mine depot at Samshantao. 
This object was achieved and the build- 
ings were demolished. 

Rear Admirals Dewa and Uriu par- 
ticipated in the operations under Togo, 
the details of which operations had only 
just become known in Japan, and the 
news created intense enthusiasm. Togo 
is permanently numbered among the 
heroes of the empire. 

The latest reports place the Japanese 
loss at 9 killed, 5 seriously wounded and 
17 slightly hurt. The Japanese fleet 
was not damaged in the fighting.

WERE BADLY SCARED 


Passengers on Sinking Ferry- 
Aoat In a Wild Scramble 

Boston, March 14.—While on the pas- 
sage from this city to Chelsea late last 
night the ferryboat City of Boston 
struck a water-logged scew. The shock 
of the collision threw the passengers 
from their feet and a panic ensued. 
Captain Phelps attempted to quiet the 
passengers, assuring them that no harm 
had been done, but just at that moment 
the engineer and fireman came on deck 
with the announcement that the bow 
of the ferryboat was smashed in and 
that the boat was sinking. 

Captain Phelps immediately ordered 
full speed ahead, and steered his craft 
towards a mud flat. By the time the 
ferryboat grounded on the flat her deck 
was awash and the passengers were in 
a state of terror. 

Meanwhile the whistle had been sum- 
moning assistance, and when the flat 
was reached one of the Massachusetts 
Humane society's lifeboats was along- 
side and a few of the women and chil- 
dren were taken off. A few minutes 
later the police boat Watchman came 
up and the many passengers, with life 
preservers strapped about them, fought 
wildly to board her. All were finally 
removed safely, none having sustained 
anything more serious than slight 
bruises. 


Counterfeiter In the Toils 


Boston, March 14.—Albert Roth, ar- 
rested here on the charge of swindling 
postage stamp dealers and collectors, 
has been identified by Secret Service 
Agent Murphy as R. P. H. Wolle, a 
counterfeiter well known to the secret 
service bureau. After meeting Agent 
Murphy the prisoner admitted that he 
was Wolle. Wolle’s presence in this 
vicinity is attributed to an alleged 
bogus collection of stamps, which, if 
genuine, would reach a yalue of $10,- 
000. Local stamp dealers claim that he 
tried to swindle them by representing 
these as rare specimens. 


& {Unique Procedure 

Pawtucket, R. I., March 14.—A depu- 
ty sheriff attached an electrie car in the 
middle of a street here as it lay before 
the terminal of the Taunton line. The 
action was taken in a civil suit against 
the Bristol County Street Railway 
company, brought for alleged negli- 
gence in allowing persons to board cars 
marked for Taunton and then obliging 
them to transfer, thus subjecting them 
to such delay that they claim they were 
obliged to proceed by rail. 


Man Found With Throat Cut 

Milford, Mass., March 14.—An un- 
known man, apparently 40 years old, 
was found in an old barn on the swamp 
road from Mendon to Blackstone with 
his throat cut from ear toear. His 
body was froze® stiff and there was 
nothing on his clothes or person to in- 
dicate who he was when the body was 
found. Medical Examiner Clarke says 
that he is not positive whether it is a 
case of suicide or a man has been foully 
dealt with. 


Church Among the Sufferers 

East Douglas, Mass., March 14.—Fire 
totally destroyed the Central block, the 
Methodist churéh, and ruined Me- 
chanics’ block before it was extin- 
guished, entailing a loss of $50,000, and 
practically, wiping out the business 
section of the town. At one time nine 
buildings were burning at fhe same 
time. Only heavy water pressure ser- 
vice from a woolen mill saved the cen- 
tral part of the town from destruction. 


Many Printers Lost Jobs 

Boston, March 14.—At a meeting of 
the striking book and job printers Sun- 
day the settlement of the strike ar- 
ranged by union officials Thursday was 
ratified, and today those who left work 
seven weeks ago applied individually 
for their former positions. At the 
present time 250 men and women are 
out, and of this number probably not 
more than half get their old places back.

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THE QUINCY HIGH SCHOOL. 


|Headmaster Reports Overcrowded Building Is 


Working Irreparable Injury to the Pupils. 


The annual report of Charles F. Harper, the headmaster of the High 


school, to the Superintendent of School, is of particular interest at this 
time, and the Ledger gives it in full: 


Mr. Frank E. Parlin, Superintendent of Schools ; 


It gives me pleasure to submit, in accordance with custom, 
the following report of the Quincey High Schvol for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1903. 

The year has been marked by an earnest effort on the part 
of the pupils and of the teachers to maintain a high grade of 
scholarship under difficult conditions. The loss of seven 
teachers and the use of many substitutes during the fall term of 
1902, seriously weakened the discipline and eeinnel the daily 
attendance during the earlier part of the year. Since that time, 
however, the spirit of good deportment and of hard work has 
perv aded the school, producing commendable results. 

An interesting as well as pleasing indication of the desire 
for more education inspired by the school is seen in the increased 
number of those who enter for a business certificate and remain 
to graduate, of those who return for graduate work, and of those 
who enter college. During the past five years, two hundred and 
forty-eight diploms Ss and one hundred and eighty-seven 
certificates have been awarded as follows: 


1898-99, 41 diplomas and 42 certificates. 
1899-00, 46 ks “41 rs 
1900-01, 49 as “42 ee 
1901-02, 52 “ ¢. 133 
1902-03, 60 é 20 € 


Besides a large number who are taking work in the various 
schools for domestic science, physical culture and elocution, 
there are forty-three graduates of this school attending higher 


institutions of learning. They are distributed as follows: Bos- 
ton College, one; Boston University, nine; Brown, two; Mount 


Holyoke, one; Radcliffe, four; 
Dartmouth, one; 
Simmons, eight; 


Harvard, five; Wellesley, two; 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, four; 
and Bridgewater Normal School, six. 

The quality of the work at the High School has always com- 
pared favorably with that done in other cities. The preparation 
for college, for business and for other pursuits has met with ap- 
proval; but the overcrowded buildings and the lack of recitation 
rooms are working irreparable injury to the pupils. A school of 
six hundred pupils ought to have, at the least, seventeen recita- 
tion rooms, one large study hall or several large classrooms, and 
adrawing room. In the old and new buildings together, there 
are but eleven recitation rooms, two laboratories, one study hall 
and one drawing room—seven rooms less than are required. It 
will be noted that a gymnasium, assembly hall, library and rooms 
for manual training and domestic science are not included; and 
yet, all of these are considered necessary in giving a well rounded 
secondary education. To meet this lack of recitation rooms, as 
has been stated in previous reports, corridors, entries and other 
makeshifts have been pressed into service. These are un- 
hygienic, because they are unventilated, poorly heated, and 
mproperly lighted. One of the chief purposes of the recitation 
is to develop in the pupil the power to think. If the conditions 
of the recitation oblige him to waste attention in trying to over- 
come physical discomfort, then undivided interest, close applica- 
tion and clear thought are impossible, the quality of his work is 
impaired and the quantity reduced. The school continues to 
increase rapidly in numbers. The average rate of growth, dur- 
ing the past five years, has been thirty-seven. At present, the 
total enrolment is sixty-three and the average daily attendance 
fifty-three larger than last year. All of these facts, as well as 
those previously stated, prove that the need for adequate accom- 
modations should receive immediate consideration and that ad- 
ditional room should be provided before the opening of another 
school year. 

The science department has been developed and broadened 
during the past four years. Seven courses, each extending over 
forty weeks, are now offered. They are known as science I, 
II-A, II-B, III-A, II-B, [V-A and IV-B. The Roman numeral 
indicates the year when the course is first open to the pupils. 

Science I may be taken by any pupils of the school. During 

he fall and winter, the subjects are physiology and hygiene. 
The pupils are taught the functions of the organs of the body, 
the laws of health, the application of these laws to daily life, 
and first aid in common accidents and emergencies. In the 
spring the functions of flowering plants are studied, together with 
their adaptation to surroundings, and their uses to man. The 
structure and modifications are examined and the stages in de- 
velopment shown by drawings. 

Science II-A, biology, follows in the second year and takes 
up the anatomy, physiology and hygiene of both animals and 
plants. The general purpose of the course is: first, to arouse 
interest in the work by studying and comparing the more simple 
and less conspicuous forms; second, to study certain divisions 
for finer relations and for changes in development, working from 
simple to complex forms; and third, to study animals and plants 
in their relations to man. Although no regular textbook is used, 
reference books are consulted frequently throughout the course. 
The following outline shows in part the specimens studied : 


1.—AnimaL Forms: 
1. Protozoa: amoeba and vorticella. 
2. Mesozoa: volvox. 


3. Metazoa: 


a. Porifera: sponge. 
b. Hydrozoa: hydroid. 
c. Actinozoa: coral and sea-anemone. 


d. Echinodermata: starfish, seaurchin, and sand- 
dollar. 
Vermes: earthworm.

POLYGAMY PROOF 


Judge Hiles of Utah Sees It In 
‘“‘New Crops of Children” 


———- 


GROWS MORE FLAGRANT 


Declaration That Polygamy Has 
Been More Openly, Practicea 
Since Utah Became a State-- 
Plural Marriages Since 1892 


Washington, March 14—That Reed 
Smoot could not have been elected to 
the United States senate without hav- 
ing first been chosen as an apostle of 
the Mormon church and that, after he 
Was so chosen, he could not have been 
defeated, was asserted by Judge Ogden 
Hiles, assistant United States attorney 


from 1886 to 1890, and later a judge of 
the district court of Utah, who was a 
withess in the Smoot case before the 
committee on privileges and elections. 

He told an interesting story of the 
prosecutions and said the first cessation 
in the flagrant practice of polygamous 
cohabitation came after the passage of 
the Edmunds-Tucker act making 
adultery a crime and prescribing heavy 
penalties for violations. Up to that 
time the people went to jail or paid fines, 
declaring it preferable to obey the laws 
of God rather than the laws of man. 
The heavy fines for subsequent prose- 
cutions for adultery, he said, brought a 
change of view. Many of those prose- 
cuted were poor and unable to pay the 
fines and then they accepted the offer 
of the courts to waive punishment if 
promise was given not to continue to 
violate the laws. 

Judge Hiles covered much 
ground gone over in the testimony of 
Mr. Critchlow, but in regard to the ces- 
sation of prosecution, until after the 
manifesto of 1890, he added many inter- 
esting details. He said there was a dis- 
position not to prosecute cases when 
the law generally was obeyed, but that 
after the manifesto it was seen that the 
Mormons had returned to their old prac- 
tices. He said this was evident from 
the “‘new crops of children” from polyg- 
amous families which continued to 
s_ring up.

The witness said his basis for believ- 
ing that polygamy was more flagrant 
since Utah was admitted as a state was 
that more polygamous children were 
being born, and that polygamists drive 
through the streets more openly than 
before. Witness sald he believed that 
such polygamous marriages had taken 
place since the manifesto. Counsel for 
the defense pressed for the names of 
the persons, but the committee decided 
that the witness need not disclose them 

Mr. Tayler said they had a great deal 
of evidence to offer that plural mar- 
riages had taken place since the mani- 
festo. 

An interesting feature of Judge Hile: 
testimony was his declaration that for- 
mer United States Senator Rawlins was 
still a Mormon, even though he stood 
out against the church on the matter of 
interference in politics. Attorney Van 
Cott took the witness to task for the 
statement and the colloquy enlivened 
the close of the day's hearing. 

Chairman Burrows adjourned the 
session subject to call. It is expected 
there will be a number of witnesses 
here within a week or 10 days.

Science II-A is an elementary course in physics offered to 
all pupils except members of the entering class. The subject 
readily divides into three parts: first, mass-physics, treating of 
matter and energy, from which the pupils learn the properties of 
matter, the laws of motion and the effect of gravitation upon 
falling bodies; second, molecular-physics or heat; and third, 
aether-physics, under which are included light, electricity and 
magnetism. Individual experiments are performed, simple 
problems solved, mechanical applications of the laws made and 
natural phenomena explained. 

Science III-A follows in the third year and is open to pupils 
who have shown special aptitude for science II-A or who are 
preparing for higher institutions. It is an advanced course in 
physics, consisting largely of experimental and mathematical 
work. The experiments require careful manipulation of sensi- 
tive apparatus, and close observation for long periods of time ; 
while a thorough knowledge of the physical laws, together with 
the ability to think clearly are demanded by the mathematical 
problems. 

Science III-B, chemistry, is offered in the third year. It 
deals with the atom, instead of the mass, and requires some 
knowledge of the physical laws. A careful study is made of the 
common inorganic elements, botli metallic and non-metallic, and 
of their compounds. A few of the more prominent organic com- 
pounds are included in the work. The fundamental laws of 
chemical action, electrolytic dissociation and mass-action are ex- 
plained and simple examples in stoichiometry solved. The 
laboratory work is mainly qualitative and deals with the prepar- 
ation and testing of the properties of the elements and their 
compounds. 

Science IV-B follows in the fourth year and is open to pupils 
who have showed the ability to undertake advanced work in 
chemistry. The analytical reactions of the salts are tested, the 
metalic elements are divided into groups, and a system of sep- 
arating the metals into groups worked out. The pupil is also 
taught how to determine the metallic and non-metallic parts in 
unknown salts and to find the composition of various alloys. 

Science IV-A, physiography, is open to members of the 
senior class. In this course, the structure, physical features and 
climate of the various parts of the earth are studied and the 
action of the forces which change the surface and make it suitable 
for the home of man, are discussed. The properties which dis- 
tinguish rocks and minerals and make them useful and valuable 
are learned bya study of specimens. Field lessons are conducted 
to examine structures in natural positions, to study the work of 
destruction due to atmospheric and other forces, and to note the 
deposition of various materials by the agency of water. <A brief 
study of historica: geology is made. 

Science I, II-B, and [V-A are conducted under great dis 
advantages. The work ought to be done in a laboratory equipped 


~ with special desks for the pupils, with apparatus for growing 


and watching the growth of animal and plant forms, and with 
cabinets for specimens and instruments. At present, it is nec- 
essary to use a recitation room fitted with ordinary desks’ and 
with no place for the storage of specimens and instruments. In 
the near future, a well-equipped biological laboratory ought 
to be provided for the school. 

A school garden, where practical application of the study of 
plants could be made, would improve the work in science I and 
II-B. Only a small piece of land and very simple tools would 
be required to teach the principles underlying the growth of 
plants, and the elements needed in the soil and air. Sucha 
garden would awaken a greater appreciation of the value of 
plants to man from an economic as well as from an aesthetic point 
of view. 

The purchase of two or three additional compound micro- 
scopes, of a stereopticon and of a three or four-inch telescope 
would prove helpful and valuable in broadening further the work 
of the whole science department. 

Many pupils who attend school eat little or no breakfast- 
The reasons they give for not eating are: first, the early hour of 
opening ; Second, the distance to school; third, failure to wake 
in time ; fourth, lack of appetite; and fifth, habit. Some bring 
a lunch to be eaten during the recess; others go to neighboring 
stores to buy cake, pastry and candy ; while a few wait until they 
return home in the afternoon before eating. The physical con- 
dition of such pupils does not fit them for prolonged mental effort. 
Much of the poor school work is due directly to improperly or 
poorly nourished bodies. In many cities, some competent person, 
under the direction of the school authorities, serves a lunch at 
the intermission. A small price amounting toa few cents to 
cover the cost, is charged each pupil. On different days are 
served such dishes as creamed fish or chicken, eggs, soups, sand- 
wiches, crackers, light puddings, fruits, cocoa and milk. Such 
lunches are easily assimilated and do not require much blood for 
the processes of digestion. This does not prevent pupils bringing 
lunches from home nor does it compel them to purchase at school. 
It simply provides an opportunity, for those who wish, to buy a 
lunch at a very reasonable price. If it seems wise to take action 
in this matter, the counter and corridor in the basement can be 
used for this purpose. 

During the past few years, about half of each entering class 
has taken Latin, while the remainder has omitted language study 
other than English. For this reason, it seemed best to offer a 
second foreign language, French, as an elective. The large num- 
ber who chose the subject in September, has proved the wisdom 
of the action; for, in addition to the usual number who took 
Latin, about thirty per cent elected Freuch, making nearly eighty 
per cent of the freshman class studying both English and a 
foreign language. 

For several years the school has received the benefit of the 
Rock Island Fund, the money having been expended for ref- 

erence books. It would be of great help to the pupils, if some 
room in the building could be set aside where these books could 
be collected together for reference work. Under the present 
system, they are scattered throughout the rooms of the building 


under the care of the teachers of the various departments and 
they are available only to the pupils of those depertments. 
If a reading room or library were provided, the pupils could is 
it during study periods for reference work and supplementary 
reading and learn how to consult books. It would be wise in the 
addition to the building, to provide a reading room. . 
The school has received several valuable gifts during 
the year. The Class of 1903 followed the example of its pre- 
decessor and showed its appreviation of the educational advan- 
tages it had enjoyed by the generous gift of two beautiful 
pictures, handsomely framed. They were ‘The Emperor 
Augustus of Rome and The Theseum at Athens. The 
Golden Rod Managers of the Graduate Class of 1902 also 
generously presented the school with two framed pictures, 
The Colosseum at. Rome and The Acropolis at Athens. 
An illustrated History and Origin of the Stars and Stripes in 
an ornamented frame was received from the ladies’ of Paul 
Revere Relief Corps No. 103. The school is also indebted to Mr. 
F. A. Skinner fora large photograph of the Football Team of 
1902 and to Mr. H. O. von Schuckmann for a facsimile of the 
Declaration of Independence.

The Four Varieties That Are Washed 


Out of the Earth, 
Why should the sea be salt when the 
Iekes an‘ river, are fresh? This is 


f question that comparatively few peo- 
ple stop to think about. They recognize 
the fact, but do not take the trouble to 
reason about it. 


There are four salts in sea water— 
sodium chloride (common salt), mag- 
nesium, potassium and c: -ium. These 


are minerals and are was.ied out of the 
rocks of the earth by the streams and 
carried to the sea in a state of solution. 

The water of the sea is being con- 
stantly evaporated, and it comes to the 
land as rain, snow, hail or sleet. But 
this evaporation leaves the salt in the 
sea, and the streams are all the 
time carrying more salt there the quan- 
tity is constantly increasing, but so 
gradually that it is not noticed in the 
water. 

It has been estimated that if all the 
salt were obtained out of the waters 
of the sea there would be enough to 
cover the continent of North America 
to a depth of half a mile. 

In some parts of the world the salt 
used by the people is all obtained from 
sea water, but uot where there are salt 
mines or salt springs, for the quality 
of that obtained from them is much su- 
perior to that yielded by sea water.

There is no more 
laudable ambition for promoters than 
to secure for the children of all the peo- 
ple the best ‘that favored children can 
have.—Journal of Education. 


PATRIOTISM OF ANTS. 


She Insects Always Willigg to Die 
For Their Commune, 

Many times and in many ways the 
devotion of ants to their commune has 
been tested. The rule is well nigh in- 
variable of instant and absolute self 
abnegation and surrender of personal 
ease and appetite, life and limb to the 
public welfare. The posting of senti- 
nels at gateways is customary, and 
they are apt to know first the ap- 
proach of danger. With heads and 
quivering antenns protruded from the 
opening, these city watchmen not only 
dispatch within news of threatening 
peril, but rush out with utter abandon 
to face the foe. With ants patriotism 
is not “second nature;” it is instinc- 
tive, inborn, seemingly as strong in the 
callow antling as in the veteran brave. 

lt must be confessed, however, that 
it is rigidly exclusive. Racial catho- 
licity is not an emmetorian virtue. 
Ants are without that elastic hospital- 
ity which embraces and assimilates all 
foreigners. Even the slave makers 
hold their domestic auxiliaries strictly 
distinct. 

It may be due to overmastering pa- 
triotism that one fails to discover indi- 
vidual benevolence in ants. Friend- 
ships and personal affection in the Iim- 
ited and specialized sense familiar 
among domestic animals are as yet un- 
known. And thus it is with other so- 
cial insects.—H. C. “icCook in Har- 
per’s Magazine.

Head of Tammany Still Op- 
posed to Parker Boom 


HILL MEN’S SUGGESTION 


Would Compromise by Having 
Delegates Uninstructed, but 
Want Resolutions Adopted 
Declaring Parker the Choice 


New York, March 15.—Published re- 
ports to the effect that Charles F. 
Murphy has abandoned bis fight for an 
uninstructed delegation to the St. Louis 


convention and will agree to instruc- 
tions for Parker are officially denied at 
Tammany hall. Murphy is still at At- 
lantic City, but he sent word to his 
lieutenants that he would fight to a 
finish any attempt to instruct by the 
state convention, even if he were con- 
vinced that he would be defeated. 
Frank A. O'Donnell, president of the tax 
department, who is usually Murphy’s 
spokesman, said: 

“Mr. Murphy may not have a ma- 
jority in the state convention, but he 
will be a powerful figure at St. Louis. 
Representing as be does the great ma- 
jority of the Democratic voters of New 
York state, he will insist to the end on 
an uninstructed delegation, and if Hill 
forces through the convention instruc- 
tions for Parker it will be made plain 
to the Democrats of the country that 
Parker is not the first choice cf the 
New York Democracy. The Murphy- 
Hill fight is not over yet by any means, 
Perhaps, before the state convention is 
held next month, Hill and Parker will 
conclude that it is not wise to further 
antagonize Murphy.” 

It is reported on good authority that 
Hill has already sent instructions to 
Murphy that he is willing to make a 
compromise by which the delegates will 
not te instructed, but strong resolu- 
tions will be adopted declaring tuaat 
Parker is the choice of the New York 
Democracy. Hill men say that such a 
compromise might be satisfactory al! 
around, as that would enable Hill to 
earry his point and at the same time 
allow Murphy a victory on the point of 
instructions. 

Murphy has not yet indicated his 
opinion of this program. He may ac- 
cept It if he finds he has no charce to 
control the state convention. His ac- 
ceptance of the compromise would not 
prevent him from declaring when he 
reaches St. Louis that the Parker en- 
dorsement was forced and that Cleve- 
land is the choice of the New York 
Democrats. 

The desertion of ex-Senator Edward 
Murphy of Troy, Richard Croker’s old 
ally, has greatly lessened T'ammany’s 
chance of controlling the state conyen- 
tion. Charles F. Murphy may make 
other combinations by April 18, but just 
now it looks as if he cannot secure a 
majority of the delegates unless peace 
is patched up between him and Senator 
McCarren, the Brooklyn leader. Mur- 
phy has made no move so far to bring 
about peace. 


“Cleveland Like Roosevelt” 

New York, March 15.—Robert B. 
Roosevelt, President Roosevelt's uncle, 
a life-long Democrat and former minis- 
ter to Holland, in an interview, gives 
the reasons why he believes Grover 
Cleveland should be nominated by the 
Democrats. Mr. Roosevelt is a Demo- 
crat of the old school. “I am not faking 
any part in the preliminary discussion 
about Democratic candidates, because 
my neplew is to be in the race,” said 
Mr. Roosevelt. “I cannot help saying, 
however, a8 a matter of practical! 
political truth, that Mr. Cleveland is a 
wonderfully strong man and would 
make the strongest kind of a candidate. 

“He is very much like my nephew, 
the president—both patriotic, both im- 
pulsive and both absolutely indifferent 
to their own political fortunes when the 
right is concerned. Both are decisive, 
outspoken and, courageous, and, as I 
said, impulsive. Why, Mr. Cievefand is 
every bit impulsive as my nephew—look 
at his Venezuela message. He had that 
strong quality of courage which the 
American people admire and which did 
not count polittal consequence when he 
know he was right. He threw away his 
election in 1892 on the tariff. That is 
the kind of a man the people like. Mr. 
Cleveland and President Roosevelt are 
excellent friends, and respect each 
other very highly. It would makean in- 
teresting race were they to be pitted 
against each other this fall,”

general announces himself indirectly as 
a candidate for the nomination for 
president, subject to that party. Ata 
Prohibition banquet held in Franklin 
McCalmont proposed Miles as a candi- 
date and read an extract from the |et- 
ter, in which the general is quoted as 
faying: “It remains with my friends 
to say what services I shall render fur- 
ther tomy country.”

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NON-MORMONS AROUSED 


Take Exceptions to Statements 
Made by President Smith 

Salt Lake City, March 15.—Non- 
Mormons, who are indignant at the 
testimony of President Smith before the 
Smoot investigating committee at 
Washington, met last night for the pur- 
pose of forming a party opposed to 
Mormons. A protest against the state- 
ments of Smith was unanimously 
adopted. The protest, as signed by 200 
persons, will be forwarced to Senator 


Burrows, chairman of the senato%al 
investigating committee, and copies 


will be circulated for further signature 
in Utah and adjoining states. 

Resolutions adopted declare that law- 
abiding citizens repudiate the state- 
ment of President Smith that his of- 
fense in living in polygamous relations 
is condoned; that, on the contrary, the 
disclosures made by him at Washing- 
ton were nowhere received with greater 
amazement, indignation and disgust 
than in Utah; that it has been hereto- 
fore impossible to get at the real faets 
of the situation, owing to the wall of 
secrecy with which polygamists have 
surrounded themselves and their con- 
stant practice of failing to comply with 
the law in reporting births. 


Firebugs’ Lives In Danger 

Americus, Ga., Mareh 15.—Judge 
Littlejohn ordered the Americus light 
infantry to proceed to Preston last 
night to protect Henry Morgan and 
Sidney Harrell from lynching at the 
hands of infuriated citizens. Morgan 


is charged with burning the town of 
Preston. It is said he has confessed 


and has implicated Harrell. The sol- 
diers secured the two men and brought 
them here for safe keeping. Both are 
white. 


Opposed to Negro Education 

Jackson, Miss., March 15.—Governor 
Vardaman sent to the house his veto of 
the bill appropriating $2200 for the sup- 
port of the Holly Springs Normal 
school, a negro institution. The gov- 
ernor, in his veto message, states thut 
negro education is not the best thing for 
the negroes. He advanced this view 
during his campaign for governfr. <A 
stiff fight will be made to pass the bill 
over the governor's veto. 


Cannon’s Poetical Comment 

Washington, March 15.—While Rep- 
resentative W. A. Smith was nominat- 
ing Speaker Cannon for the presidency 
in the house on Friday, Mr. Cannon's 
county convention was endorsing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. This endorsement has 
reached the speaker and he has for- 
warded it to the White House with his 
compliments and this memorandum: 
‘If I was so soon to be done for, what 
was I begun for?’ 


Indictments In Shafer Murder 

Bedford, Ind., March 15.—A_ grand 
jury has returned two indictments 
against James MeDonald, in connection 
with the murder of Sarah Schafer. One 
indictment charges murder, while the 
other charges statutory assault. Mc- 
Donald, who is in Bloomington, Ind., 
says he is not guilty and expresses his 
willingness to return to Bedford to 
plead to the indictments, 


Duel to the Death 

Meridian, Miss., March 15.—As the re- 
sult of a shooting, Dr. W. W. Jones 
and Roy Eshe,a planter, are dead. 
Frank Burnett, brother-in-law of Eshe, 
was mortally wounded. It is charged 
that Jones circulated stories about one 
of the Eshe family. Both Jones and 
Eshe drew revolvers when they met. 
When Burnett came up to intercede he 
was shot by Jones, 


Cruiser Went Ashore In Fog 

Pensacola, Fla., March 15.—The 
cruiser Montgomery, which ran into 
Munroe’s Point during a dense fog, was 
floated last night and an examination 
revealed the fact that she was not in- 
jured. The accident is attributed to the 
fact that the navigator could not see 50 
yards ahead, owing to the fog. 


Hearst Men Run Convention 

Urbana, O., March 15.—Henry Mc- 
Cracken was nominated for congress by 
the Democrats of the Eighth district. 
The delegates to the national conyen- 
tion were not instructed. Friends of 
W.R. Hearst controlled the convention. 
The Kansas City platform was re- 
affirmed by a vote of 111 to 83.

SUPREME COURT DECISION 


Four of Nine Justices Dissent 
Outright, While One of Major- 
ity Thinks Previous Anii-Trust 


Decisions Much Too Sweeping 


Washington, March id.—In the 


United States supreme court, an opin- 


ion was delivered in the merger case of 


the Northern Securities company vs. 
the United States, in favor of the gov- 
ernment’s contention that the merger 
Was illegal. The opinion of the court 
was handed down by Justice Harlan 
and it upheld the decree of the circuit 
court for the district of Minnesota in 
every particular. Four of the justices 
dissented from the tive constituting the 
majority. 

The division in the court was due to 
a difference of opinion us to the right 
of the federal control of state corpora- 
tions. The majority opinion pro- 
ceeded on the theory that congress has 
a right under the constitution to con- 
trol inter-state Yommerce, no matter by 
whom conducted, while the minority or 
dissenting opinion was based on the 
theory that in the present case the ef- 
fort is to regulate the owne rship of rail- 
road stocks by state corporations and 
that such ownership is not interstate 
trattic. 

Justice Harlan delivered the opinion. 
The justic@read his opinion from a 
printed copy, which covered 30 pages, 
aud consumed about an hour and a 
quarter in its delivery. 


Very soon after Justice Harlan had 
concluded his presentation of the case 
it became evident that the court had 
divided on the questions at issue, and as 
other opinions were announced it de- 
veloped that there not only had been a 
very close shave for the government, 
but that Justice Brewer, who cast his 
vote with the majority, entertained 
opinions of his own, which fact ren- 
dered the division all the more marked 
and interest'ng. 

While he concurred in the result, 
Justice Brewer announced, in an inde- 
pendent opinion of his own, that he held 
the view that previous anti-trust de- 
cisions had been more sweeping than 
Was justified. Four of the nine jus- 
tices, Chief Justice Fuller and Justices 
White, Peckham and Holmes, dis 
sented outright. The opinions of Jus- 
tices Harlan and White were long, 
while those of Justices Brewer and 
Holmes were comparatively brief. All 
told, the court consumed 2 3-4 hours in 
disposing of the case. 

The fact was noted by several per- 
sons that the argument in the case was 
begun Dec. 14, just three months pre- 
vious to the decision. For so im- 
portant a case this is considered a yery 
brief interim between the arguments 
and the decision. 

The case just decided was brought 
by the United States against the North- 
ern Securities company, a corporation 
of New Jersey; the Great Northern 
Railway company, a corporation of 
Minnesota; the Northern Pacific Rail- 
Way company, a corporation of Wis- 
consin; James J. Hill, a_ citizen of 
Minnesota; and William P. Clough, D. 
Willis James, John S. Kennedy, J. 
Pierpont Morgan, Robert Bacon, George 
F. Baker and Daniel Lamont, citizens of 
New York. 

Its general object was to enforce, as 
against the defendants, the provisions 
of the statute of July 2, 1890, commonly 
known as the anti-trust act, and en- 
titled “‘An act to protect trade and com- 
merce against unlawful restraint and 
monopolies,” 


Judge Thayer’s Comment 

St. Louis, March 15.—Judge Thayer 
of the United States circuit court, whose 
opinion in the Northern Securities case 
was aflirmed by the United States su- 
preme court, said: “From what I have 
seen of the decision it appears that all 
the points I made in my decision have 
been affirmed. Justice Harlan holds 
that the Northern Securities company is 
clearly a combination in restraint of 
trade and that itis an attempt to 
monopolize interstate traffic. The great 
question in this case was whether cor- 
‘porations could be organized that have 
no business of their own, save to act 
as a holding company for other corpora- 
tions and to be formed solely for that 
purpose. It is obvious that if this could 
be done, one corporation could be 
formed to control all the industrial 
plants of the United States. The de- 
cision of the supreme court is final. 
Motions for a re-hearing are made in 
this court, but never granted, espe- 
cially in a case like this, whic ,has 
been most carefully gone over time and 
egain.” 


Further Litigation Predicted 

St. Paul, March 15.—The govern 
ment’s victory in the Northern Securi- 
ties case does not end the litigation. 
Where still remains on the docket an ap- 
peal of the state of Minnesota from the 
Pecision of Judge Lochrer. Attorneys 
familiar with the litigation say that 
the case will have to be decided with- 
out reference to the federal decision. 
It may be thrown out for lack of juris- 
Wiction. There are different principles 
of law involved, however, and the at- 
torneys for the state hope they can se- 
ture a decision of their case on its

Halifax, March 15.—No tidings have 
yet been received of the overdue steam- 
er Pro Patria. 
ager of the Plant Steamship 
agent at Halifax for the Pro Patria, 
gave out the following statement last 
bight: 

“The steamer is now 15 days 
from St. Pierre, while the voyage 
Ginarily is only two days. The 
Patria carries a crew of 30 men, and 
I do not think that she has more than 
20 passengers aboard. I have no doubt 
that the steamer was in the ice, as the 
coast line was blocked as far south as 
Sable island. Even on the last trip the 
Pro Patria made to Halifax she lost 
some of her propellor blades in the ice.

tery of Four Years’ Standing 
Chicago, March 14.—Gustavy Marx, 

one of the three car barn bandits now 
under sentence of death, declared in a 
| confession made last evening that he 
was one of three men who held up 
{the Chicago and Nortuwestern express 
| train at Tower four years ago. The 
crime, which has passed into history as 
one of the most desperate ever com- 
initted in or about Chicago, has never 
| been fastened upon any one of the many 
| suspects arrested, and the identity of 
the bandits has remained a mystery to 
the police until now. 

Marx says both his confede’ es in 
the crime are dead and refv +s ive 
their names. One of the m, he decla. s, 
| “died with his boots on.” The railway 
| authorities admitted a loss of $102,000 
by the robbery. Marx says the robbers 
secured only $8000, the rest of the 
money having been destroyed by the ex-

A GROWING TREE, 


Two Things That Nature Invariably 
Does to Protect It, 

Nature invariably does two things 
when she tries to grow a tree—she 
protects the bark from hottest sun- 
shine and the roots from severe 
changes of temperature. Both these 
points are almost invariably overlook- 
ed by man. Observe a maple or elm 
or birch as it shoots from the ground. 
Its sides are clothed all the way with 
small twigs unless removed by knife 
or browsing. Any tree starting in an 
open lot is thus protected from the 
sun. Otherwise the extreme heat will 
rupture cells, and the bark will dry 
and split. As far as possible there 
must be equal development of cells on 
all sides of the tree. But care of the 
roots is even more important. 

The feeding of a tree is at unequal 
depths, but most of it is near the sur- 
fe. If the sun be allowed to strike 
directly on the soil the finer rootlets 
that do the foraging are destroyed, 
and extreme droughts will affect the 
roots for a foot in depth. What is 
worse, the extreme changes of tem- 
perature also affect the tree and suck 
its life away. In some cases such 
conditions are produced as encourage 
the development of fungi or other ene- 
mies to plant life. Nature guards 
against this by laying down each au- 
tumn a layer of leaves to mulch her 
forests or solitary pets.

THE DINING ROOM. 


{t Should Be Clean and Bright, 
Good Ventilation, 


The first essentials for an “ideal din- 
ing room” are cleanliness, sunshine and 
good ventilation. Having these, the 
rest will follow in more or less attrac- 
tive form. The memory of morning 
sunshine at the breakfast table pro- 
motes cheer throughout the day, and 
the family that has it is blessed. To 
come into a well! aired, sunshiny, sweet, 
cleanly dining room is indeed a boon, 
and it comes quite within the reach of 
most people if they will insist upon 
having it. . 

Let there be absolute cleanliness of 
floor, rug, windows, draperies, furni- 
ture and all appointments, the furni- 
ture appropriate to the room and the 
room used for no other purpose than 
its direct object. The paper should be 
decorative and harmonious with the 


woods. There should be one or two 
pictures at the most, preferably por- 
traits. The draperies should be neu- 


tral and simple in design. Great care 
should be taken that they do not ex- 
clude light. No one wants to eat ina 
dark dining room, day or night. The 
chairs, table, sideboard, serving table, 
should be of solid wood, with good de- 
sign in color and style appropriate to 
the rest of the room. Better econo- 
mize in almost any other way than 
with cheap furniture. 

Let the table be always set with the 
greatest care and precision, a pleasure 
to all who sit at it, following out the 
main idea of the whole room — that 
cleanliness and simplicity are better 
than dirt and. elegance—New York 
Tribune.

A GREAT litISH GOUP 


Balfour Ministry Beaten In the 


House of Commons 


PLANS CAREFULLY LAID 


Government Won on Crucial 
Vote After Hustling For Ab- 
sentees and Will Not Resign-- 
Conservatives Caught Napping 


London, March 16.—Premier Bal- 
four’s government was defeated in 
the house of commons by the combined 
Liberal and Nationalist vote, due to the 
prohibition by Chief Secretary for Lre- 


land Windham of teaching of Gaelfe in 
the junior grades of the Irish nationalist 
schools. Premier Balfour, though de- 
feated by a majerity of 11, on this ques- 
tion, does not regurd the yote as one of 
want of contidence and he will not re- 
sign on this account. 

The failure of the government to 
carry the house with it on a question 
of purely administrative policy in its 
Irish department is generally admitted 
to greatly weaken its already waning 
prestige with the country. 

“Those terrible Irish,” as they are 
described for the moment by the Union- 
ists, were entirely responsible for Bal- 
four’s defeat. On the question of 
Catholic education, Monday night the 
Nationalists had voted with the Union- 
ist goverument, but even while so doing 
they were planning the downfall of the 
Conservatives. 

When the house of commons met at 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
metropolis was steeped in its usual 
‘murky tranquility. Scattered through- 
out the clubs, hotels and restaurants, 
the Unionist commoners languldly dis- 
cussed the war news and everything 
else except politics. All thought that 
the Irish members would take up the 
whole of the afternoon with a verbose 
discussion of a question of but little in- 
terest except to the speakers them- 
selves. In this serenity of the luncheon 
hour hordes of newspaper boys sud- 
denly appeared yelling “The govern- 
ment defeated.” 

The early afternoon papers only gave 
the figures of the yoting on division and 
readers were left to guess whether or 
not the government had resigned. <A 
wild rush was made for the house of 
commons and many elderly members 
ran half a mile or more, while others 
drove recklessly to Westminster. 

Within the house of commons itself 
strange scenes were being enacted. An 
unusually ghort list of questions had 
brought on the business of the day 
nearly half an hour ahead of the usual 
time. Then Icnguidly the house re- 
solved itself into committee of supply to 
discuss the vote for Irish education, 
which had already been debated. John 
Redmond made a complaint about the 
prohibition of Gaelic in the schools, but 
instead of a long speech which it would 
seem he had prepared, the Irish leader 
said only a few words. 

Mr. Wyndham replied with equal 
brevity, and it was evident he was say- 
ing himself for a string of protests from 
other Irish members. No one rose to 
reply to Wyndham, the Irish party for 
once utilizing silence as its deadliest 
weapon. Redmond had said there were 
to be no speeches and though the rank 
and file of the Nationalists did not know 
the reason, not having been admitted to 
the secret plans set on foot the pre- 
vious evening by their leader and chief 
whip, Sir Thomas Esmonde, they 
obeyed implicitly. Discipline _ tri- 
umphed and not one word came from 
the Irish benches. The Liberals, too, 
sat silent, though they were ignorant 
of the projected coup and without a 
reply a division was inevitable. Only 
then did Wyndham and the government 
whips realize how deliberately they 
had been outwitted. 

John Redmond and Esmonde had 
planned the division for 3 o'clock and 
the bells clanged out through the house 
at 2:55. In desperation the government 
whips sent messengers in cabs and with 
telegrams and to tha telephones, but 
without avail, for when the tellers of 
the vote returned the clerk of the 
house handed Esmonde the coveted 
little slip of paper which 1s given to the 
winning side. 

In a second the members who had 
crowded In realized that the govern- 
ment had been beaten and then there 
arose such cheers as Westminster bas 
not heard for many aday. Several 
times Esmonde tried to read out the 
figures, but his voice was drowned in 
the uproar. Finally there was 


. com- 
parative quiet, and Esmonde read: 
“Ayes, 141; noes, 130." The govern- 


ment was defated by ll votes. At this 
the storm of cheering broke out afresh. 

A rush to the lobby folléwed and the 
members animatedly discussed whether 
or not Balfour would resign. ‘The 
premier, however, quickly set these 
foubts at rest by saying that he saw 
no reason for such action. Thanks to 
the prolonged exuberance of the Irish 
cheers and the hectoring of Balfour, the 
government whips got the chance of 
summoning their absent supporters, 
and when, about 10 minutes later, Red- 
mond moved to report progress on the 
ground that the government had not a 
majority able to transact the business 
of the country, the government secured 
the narrow majority of 25. 

If the division had occurred a .ew 
minutes earlier the government in- 
evitably would have been defeated and 
rompelled to resign. To avert this, old 
men who had not run for many a year 
cathe rushing into the house, painfully 
out of breath. 
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BOSTON’S DRUNKARDS 


Ministers Think the Estimate of} 
29,000 Is Too Low 

Boston, March 16.—Several of the 
ministers of Boston, commenting ah, 
the statement of Judge Emmons, chatr- 
man of the police commission, to the ef- 
fect that the city of Boston contains 
29,000 drunkards, tell how the army of 
Boston drunkards could be reduced by 
closing all saloons. Judge Emmons’ 
definition of a drunkard is sub- 
stantially a person who, through in- 
dulgence of intoxicants, has lost control 
of himself physically and mentally. 

Rey. A. C. Dixon of the Ruggles 
Street Baptist church said: “I believe 
that 59,000 would not number the 
drunkards in this city.” 

Rey. V. A. Cooper, head of the Little 
Wanderers’ home: “I suppose Judge 
Emmons gets his figures—29,000—from 
police books. But, of course, these do 
not include the many thousands who 
drink to excess and never get into the 
toils of the police.” 

Rey. W. C. Rhoades: “If Judge Em- 
mons’ 29,000 drunks refer to persons 
arrested in greater Boston, as I sup 
pose they do, that makes it only one 
person in 40.” 

Rey. H. W. Ewing, pastor of the 
Winthrop Street Methodist Episcopal 
church: “If the figures refer to the 
city proper, they show a terrible con- 
dition of affairs.” 


Aged Woman Badly Burned 

North Adams, Mass., March 16.—Dur- 
ing a fire in a three-story apartment 
house on North Main street Mrs. Mary 
A. Shea, 70 years old, was terribly 
burned. She will probably die. Mrs. 
Danforth, who resides on the second 
floor of the building, smelled smoke 
and going upstairs entered an unoc- 
cupied room, the door, which works 
with a spring lock, closing upon her. 
Her screams brought assistance, but 
not until she was overcome by smoke. 
The material loss amounted to $8000. 


Promise of' Good Sugar Season 

Chester, Vt., March 16.—Simultane- 
ously with the first fall of “sugar 
snow” several sugar orchards were 
tapped. These are unusually early 
orchards, but the breaking of roads in- 
to the lots has become general. Sugar 
makers predict that the season will be 
a good one from the fact that the 
ground is frozen hard and that there is 
an unusually large amount of snow 
among the trees. Last year was a poor 
one for the farmers. 


Tufts Girls In Male Attire 

Medford, Mass., March 16—The 
Tufts college coeds proclaimed their 
independence last night by giving a big 
dance and shutting the men out com- 
pletely. Nearly 100 of the fair col- 
legians gathered and fully one-half of 
them were clad in masculine attire, for 
while they could dispensg with the men 
themselves they had tolkeep up ap- 
pearances. 


From One Prison to Another 

Boston, March 16.—Convicted of rob- 
bing and assaulting Charles Kruming 
in a house at the South End in Janu- 
ary, 1901, Smooth Harris, a negro, was 
sentenced to a term of from 9 to 12 
years in state prison. He had just 
completed a three-year sentence in the 
Concord, N. H., state prison. 


O’Connor’s Mind Unbalanced 

Boston, March 16.—Dennis O’Connor, 
who was indicted last week by the 
Suffolk county grand jury on the charge 
of murder, has been committed fo the 
insane asylum at Danvers as an insane 
person. It was alleged that O'Connor 
shot his brother James.- 


Must Be Tried For Peonage 

Savannah, Ga., March 16.—Judge 
Speer, in the United States court, over- 
ruled demurrers in the peonage cases 
against ex-Sheriff McClellan and At- 
torney Crawley of Ware county and or- 
dered the cases to trial. The demur- 
rers denied the jurisdiction of the fed- 
eral court and asserted the competence 
of the state courts to take any needed 
action. Judge Speer’s decision di- 
rected that the defendants be brought 
forward to plead and stand trial.

Strikers Resort to Violence 
New York, March 16.—Five hundred 
members of the Housewreckers and 
Second-hand Building Material Hand- 
lers’ union went on strike against three 
companies, dealing in second-hand 
building materials. The companies re- 
fused to renew their signatures to the 
agreement with the union signed last 
year. Several times yesterday trucks 
in charge of non-union men were at- 


tacked and the men dragged from them 
and beaten. 


Smith’s Wives Hold Reunion 

Salt Lake City, March 16.—A family 
reunion signalized the return to Salt 
Lake of Joseph F. Smith, president of 
the Mormon church. Smith went to the 
Bee Hive house, where he held a recep- 
tion of his five wives and 82 of -his 42 
children, After this formal greeting 
the president visited the homes of his 
wives, whither the women and the 
younger children had preceded him, 


Fortifications Bill Passed 

Washington, March 16.—The senate 
passed the fortification appropriation 
bill after a three hours’ discussion of 
the amendment authorizing the pur- 
chase of an experimental torpedo boat 
and the provision for the purenase of 
sites for defense works in the Hawalian 
islands. The torpedo boat provision 
was stubbornly fought, but the amend- 
ment was retained.

OUR INCREASEIN WEALTH 


Though It Grows Faster Than 
Expenditures the Cost of Ed- 

Military Naval 

Armament Makes Inroads

Washington, March 16.—Mr. Burton 
of Ohio delivered a carefully prepared 
Speech in the house on the subject of 
increases in national expenditure. He 
pointed out the steady growth of the ex- 
Penses of all civilized states, and 
showed that a marked tendency in this 
direction began in about 1830, but that 
the Increase bas been especially not- 


able in the last 20 years. Comparison 
of the expenses in the different coun- 
tries since 1880 showed that those of 
France had shown the least increase. 
The United States, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia and Germany, in the order named, 
bad shown the largest increases. It 
Was pointed out, however, that a mere 
comparison of aggregate totals was un- 
satisfactory and even illusory, because 
of the difference in the methods of 
bookkeeping and in the seope of na- 
tional undertakings. 

Mr. Burton called attention to gov- 
ernment ownership of railways in con- 
tinental Europe, and also to the dif- 
ferent scope of local and national ac- 
tivities there and here. The contrast 
between the United States and France 
in this respect is very marked. About 
60 percent of taxation in France is ap- 
plied towards expenses of the central 
government; in the United States only 
30 percent is so applied. 

Among the causes of the great in- 
creuse Were enumerated higher cost of 
personal services, but more especially 


Inilitary and naval armament, which 
shows on a peace footing, a great 
growth in the last 25 years. Nowhere 


has the increase for the army and navy 
been more marked than here, this cost 
being four times in 1902 what it was in 
1880. Expenses for internal develop- 
ment are not increasing as rapidly in the 
respective countries as those which per- 
tain to preparations for war. 

Mr. Burton, however, noted asa 
tendency on the other side that no single 
item of expenditure is increasing more 
rapidly in cost than education He also 
said that national expenditures, while 
increasing rapidly, and much faster 
than population, are not outrunning the 
growth in wealth, as officially esti- 
mated. The expenses of the United 
States government in 1890 and 1900 
were less, in proportion to the country’s 
wealth, than in 1850. This, however, 
should not be accepted as an excuse for 
extravagance. 

In touching upon the possible defects 
of our financial system, Mr. Burton 
dwelt on the fact that for many years 
the treasury department has had to do 
with surpluses rather than deficits, but 
that the time may be approaching 
when, witb the increase of expenditure, 
different conditions may exist and other 
means of taxation must be employed. 
He compared our financial machinery 
with that of other countries, alluding 
to the lack of co-operation between 
those departments of the legislative 
branch which furnish the revenue, and 
those which bring in appropriation 
bills; also the dispersion of appropria- 
tion bills among divers coimmittees, 
which was likely, he said, to swell the 
expenses of their own department, 
without due regard to the comparative 
needs of the whole service. 

Mr. Burton warned his hearers 
against extravagance, saying: “We 
cannot allow ourselves to be excused 
for extravagances by the enormous in- 
crease in the wealth of the country.” 
He urged the adoption of a policy of 
conservatism and of the utmost care, 
citing the large sums annually appro- 
priated for pensions. Mr. Burton said 
he was in hearty sympathy with the 
idea and remarked that no one will 
hesitate to pass aby measure which 
gives due reward to the soldiers of the 
Civil war in their old age, “but,” he 
continued, “the question arises under 
what rule should this appropriation be 
made.” He inquired if congress was 
willing to establish in this country the 
standard that for patriotism, for de- 
votion to country the chief reward mnst

Journey Through Korea 
Chemulpo, March 16—The United 
States cruiser Cincinnati has returned 
here from Chinnampo with a number 
of American refugees from the Amer- 


ican company’s mine at Unsan and mis- 
sions in that vicinity. he party con- 
sists of three men and 22 women and 
children, All are well. They praise 
the kindness of the officers of the Cin- 
cinnati, who gave up their cabins to 
them. 

The refugees travelled from Unsan to 
Chinnampo in carts bearing American 
flags and were escorted as far as Ping 
Yang by a band from the mines. They 
were unmolested. Near Anju they met 
two small groups of Cossacks. During 
the party’s stay at Ping Yang the Jap- 
anese officials requested them to wear 
badges bearing the American colors, in 
order that they might be allowed to 
leave and enter the town freely. The 
party was stopped five times by Japan- 
ese soldiers, of whom the party saw 
great numbers along the road to the 
coast. The Japanese treated them very 
courteously. 

An American miner returning from 
the mines at Unsan was arrested north 
of Ping Ying by the Japanese on sus- 
picion of being a Russian spy. He was 
released when his identity was es- 
tablished. 


Waiting to Join Squadron 

St. Petersburg, March 16.—Lieu- 
tenant McCully, United States naval 
attache with the Russian navy, has ar- 
rived here. He will remain in this city 
until facilities are afforded him to join 
the Russian squadron. Lieutenant 
Commander Smith, naval attache of the 
United States embassies at Paris and 
St. Petersburg, wil: return to Paris 
March 19. 


Wouldn't Fight For Russia 

New York, March 16.—Steamer Blue- 
cher, from Hamburg, brought 1765 
steerage passengers, the majority of 
whom were refugees from Russia, who 
fled the country to avoid serving in the 


army. Many of them gave accounts of 
their escape across the Russian 
frontier. 


Two Victims of Starvation 

Philadelphia, March 16.—Mary Far- 
rell, aged 61, was found dead, and her 
sister, Mrs. Bridget Kennedy, 65 years 
old, was found demented in an un- 
furnished frame house here, the result, 
according to the police, of starvation.

Says Republicans Stand on a! 
Distinct Foreign Policy 

New York, March 16.—Former Sec- 
retary of War Root was the guest of 
honor last night at a dinner given by 
the Republican club of the city of New 
York. Responding to the greeting of 
President Stern, he said that he thought 
it was “time for us to turn our atten- 
tion from the surface question of party 
organization to the great issues of the 
conflict that lies before us and getaway 
from the chickenfeed of political 
gossip.” 

Mr. Root said the Democrats might 
attack the coal commission, the North- 
ern Securities merger, official wrong- 
doing in the postoffice, or might bob up 
on the other end as ultra reformers and 
attack the Republican party as the 
party of capital. 

“Why should we care when they are 
so evenly balanced between those who 
wish to attack us on the ground that 
we have been too fair to labor or too 
fair to capital?

San Francisco, March 16.—Judge 
Morrow has decided that Cashier Cole 
of the mint in this city is not re- 
sponsible for the defalcation of ex-As- 
sistant Cashier Dimmick, who is now 
serving a seven years’ sentence for em- 
bezzlement. The government sued Cole 
for $30,000, the amount taken by Dim- 
mick. Cole contended that he was not 
an officer of the United States, but was 
employed by the superintendent of the 
mint and was accountable to him only. 


Drawing the Line on Liquor 


Albany, March 16.—Prohibition of 
the sale of liquor by department stores 
is favored by the anti-Saloon league in 
a bill now in hands of Assemblyman 
Newcomb. Superintendent Russell of 
the league says the evil of such sale 
is much greater than is generally known 
and that large numbers of women shop-

Manly Wisdom on the Management 
of a Soapstone Griddle. 

The soapstone griddle is one of the 
easiest of griddles to manage and one 
no housekseper should be without it 
she desires to surpass in the art of 

griddlecakes. 

Many housekeepers have heard of the 
difficulties attendant upon a soapstone 
griddle and thus have been discouraged 
from buying one, but these difficulties 
are purely imaginary. Once you know 
how to manage your griddle you will 
never eat the grease soaked, heavy 
things you once called cakes. 

Now, the secret of the soapstone 
griddle is to have it hot, not what you 
may call hot, but really hot. 

Put the griddle inside of your stove 
or range the this pre- 
caution that you may not forget it in 
the rush of the morning meals, so that 
it will get the very first heat your fire 
gives out. 

When you need your oven for baking 
put the griddle on top of the stove. 

By the time you are ready to cook 
cakes you will have a griddle that will 
cook immediately and will be light and 
spongy. 

Above all things do not grease your 
griddle. Therein lies its charm. 

Soapstone being porous, the grease 
soaks in, and the mess you will make 
of the whole business will indeed be 
discouraging, 

If your griddle has already become 
soaked by uninterested 
cook or through your own ignorance 
take a chisel and scrape off the upper 
surface. 

The soapstone, being soft, will move 
easily; afterward wash thoroughly, 
and you have restored your griddle to 
its pristine glory. 

The price often holds one back from 
buying whet one considers a luxury, 
but the saving of fat which must be 
used on other will in time 
pay for the soapstone one, and the de- 
liciousness of the cakes will reward 
you time after time for any sacrilice 
made to obtain it.

The lamp should be filled every 
morning to wit in inch of the top 
the wick trimmed and the burner and 
outside of the lamp wiped carefully 
with a soft cloth kept for that purpose 
and the shade and chimney cleaned, 
the wick cut perfectly straight and the 
corners rounded.

TOWN MEETING. 


The Business Transacted by the 
Voters of Braintree. 


At the adjourned annual town meet- 
ing held in Braintree Monday evening, 
Hon. B. Herbert Woodsum was elected 
moderator and articles 2, 3, 4 and five 
were cousidered in fifteen minutes, 
appropriating $29,680. After that one 
hour and a half was given up to oratory 
under article six which read as follows: 

To see if the Town will vote to erecta new 
school building in Precinct One and raise and 
appropriate a sum ef money for the same. 

Under article 2, ‘*to choose all officers 
except those elected by ballot,’’ J. 
Marcus Arnold, Charles G. Sheppard, 
Milford F. Woodsum, Edward M. 
Wight and Edward W. Hobart were 
elected surveyors of wood and weighers 
of hay; Herbert W. Borden, Charles O. 
Miller and George H. Holbrook, sur- 
veyors of lumber. 

Voted to instruct the Selectmen to 
appoint one measurer of leather, one 
pound keeper and three field drivers. 

Voted that G. H. Arnold, G. D. Willis, 
Will W. Mahew, C, H. Hobart, A. S. 
Morrison, R. S. Arnold and B, F. Dyer 
constitute the school fund committee. 

The following votes were adopted 
under article three. 

Voted that for the purpose of procur- 
ing a temporary loan to and for the use 
of the town of Braintree in anticipation 
of taxes of the present municipal year, 
the town treasurer is hereby authorized 
and directed to borrow from time to 
time, with the approval of a majority 
of the board of Selectman, a sum or 
sums of money uot exceeding in the 
aggregate $75,000, aud to execute and 
deliver the note or notes of the town 
therefor payable within one year from 
thé time the loan is made. _ Any debt 
or debts incurred by a loan or loans to 
the town under this vote shall be paid 
from the taxes of the present municipal 
year. 

V oted that the town treasurer be and 
is hereby made custodian of all moneys 
of the several departments of the town 
and of all the securities of the several 
sinking funds of the town. The board 
of water commissioners is hereby in- 
structed to elect the treasurer of the 
town, treasurer of the water depart- 
ment. The selectmen are hereby in- 
structed to require from the treasurer, 
such a bond, as in their judgment is 
necessary for the safety of such moneys 
and securities. That the town pay for 
said bond and that the treasurer be 
held harmless on his bond from any loss 
from the failure of any national bank 
in which the funds of the town may be 
on deposit, with the approval of the 
board of selectmen. 

Voted to appropriate the sum of $105 
for treasurer’s bond. 

Under article five the following 
appropriations were made: 

Pay of teachers, in addition to dog 
tax and school fund, estimated $1,150, 
$19,250. 

Superintendent of Schools, $1,500. 

Janitors, $2,280. 

Text books and Supplies, $1,800. 

Incidentals for Schools, $550. 

Schoo) house repairs, etc., $1,000. 

Fuel, $1,700. 

Conveyance of Pupils, $1,200. 

Repairs of furnaces, Monatiquot 
Building, $400.

Fine Work of the Secret Service In 
Running Them Down.

THE WORD “CHAPEL.” 


It Comes From Latin and Originally 
Meant Cope or Canopy. 

The word “chapel” comes from the 
low Latin capella, a cope or canopy, 
and was applied to a recess or chapel 
attached to the altar. 

Used originally of the place where 
the cappa or cope of St. Martin was 
preserved, the word came in the eighth 
century to signify any sanctuary where 
holy relies were kept and thence a con- 
secrated building connected with a 
church or cathedral. At this period 
also domestic oratories and places of 
worship for such corporate bodies as 
colleges began to be called chapels. 

Apart from its present day meaning, 
as applied to any place of worship 
which is not a parish church, such as a 
chapel of ease or a nonconformist 
chapel, the word denotes the ecclesi- 
astical staff of a sovereign, the sacred 
office recited by the pope with his 
household and the working staff of a 
printing office, because the first ong in 
England was set up by Caxton in 
Westminster abbey. 


Navy Yard Visitors. 


Rear Admiral Mortimor L. Jobnson, 
commandant of the Charlestown Navy 
Yard, has issued a general order, says 
a Boston paper, to the effect that pediers 
and hawkers must keep out of the yard 
at all times. and in future visitors will 
receive no more passes allowing them 
admission to the workshops or to any 
of the ships which are lying at the yard 
out of commission. This order was is- 
sued because the privilege of visiting 
the shops had become a nuisance and 
interfered greatly with the order in the 
shops, Visitors will be allowed to 
roam around the yard, visit the Consti- 
tution and museum, and look at the 
other ships from the docks, but the 
shops will be closed to all. This order 
went into effect the other day, and 
since that time over 100 requests for 
passes have been refused by the exec- 
utive officer, Capt. Snow.

STARK LOSES COMMAND 


Vice Admiral’s Removal Re- 
ported to Be Due to “Illness” 

St. Petersburg, March 17.—Official 
orders have been published relieving 
Vice Admiral Stark from the command 
of the Port Arthur division of the navy, 
ostensibly on, account of illness. No 
successor will be appointed, Vice Ad- 
misal Makaroff having determined to 
gerve as squadron commander as well 
as commander-in-chief of the entire 
Russian naval force in the far east. 

Captain Sohchensnovitch, command- 
er of the battleship Retvizan, has been 
decorated with the cross of St. George 
for repelling the last Japanese fire- 
ship. 


Japs Keeping Close Watch 

Tokio, March 17.—Tokio is unad- 
vised regarding the naval plans and 
movements of the Russians and is in 
doubt whether the remnant of their fleet 
is still at Port Arthur or is en route 
to Vladivostok. A telegram reached 
the navy department last evening say- 
ing that seven Russian ships have been 
reported as passing Fort Lazareff. The 
report did not give the character of the 
ships or the direction in which they 
were sailing. It is anticipated that the 
Japanese wilil speedily determine the 
whereabouts and intentions of the 
Russians. 


Japanese Military Situation 
Paris, March 17.—The Tokio corre 
respondent of The Matin sends the fol- 
lewing information concerning the Jap- 
anese military situation up to March 
10: “The first army of 70,000 troops 
under General Kuroki occupies north- 
ern Korea. The brigade landed at 
Gensan forms part of a second army of 
similar strength. The mobilization of 
the latter has been completed and the 
troops will sail shortly for an unknown 
destination. Tha mobilization of a 
¢ third army begen on March 7.’ 


Russia’s Warning to Korea 

Seoul, March 17.—The Korean super- 
intendent of trade at Kong Hung, on 
the Tumen river, has received a note 
from the general in command at Viadl- 
vostok, saying that, since Korea has 
joined Japan, Russia considers Korea 
as belligerent and wil] act accordingly. 
Two thousand Korean troops now at 
Seoul will be sent to the north next 
week. 


Baltic Squadron Plans 

Paris, March 17.—The Echo De Paris 
publishes a dispatch from its St. Peters- 
burg correspondent which says that the 
idea of the Russian Baltic squadron go- 
ing to the far east by the northeast 
passage has been given up as too risky. 
The fleet will probably start in July and 
go by way of the Cape of Good Hope. 


Was Stubbornly Contested 

Washington, March 17.—The senate 
committee on public lands, after a con- 
test extending over two years, In which 
an attempt was made to repeal all of 
the general land laws of the country, 
has authorized a favorable report on 
Senator Quarles’ bill to repeal the tim- 
ber and stone act. The bill has a pro- 
vision authorizing the secretary of the 
interior to seli at public sale or other- 
wise the right to cut timber on govern- 
ment lands. The moneys derived from 
the sale of these rights are to be cov- 
ered into the reclamation fund for ir- 
rigation purooses

RUSSIANS ARE 
GROSSING YALU 


Report to That Effect In Lon- 
don Is Not Confirmed 


RUMORS OF EVACUATION 


May Be Safely Stated That Japan 
Must Fight to Secure Port Ar- 
thur or Other Places In Man- 
churia--Capture of Dalny a 
Necessary Preliminary, Which 

4 Would Make New Chwang 
Untenable--Mistranslation of 
Russian Term Responsible For 
Story of Japs’ Poisoned Swords 


London, March 17.—No further news 
of the progress of hostilities in the far 
east has been received here. There is 
much interest manifested in the report 
that the Russian main advance is cross- 
ing the Yalu, but this is not yet con- 
firmed, and, according to The Daily 
Chronicle’s Ping, Yang correspondent, 
all the Russian troops have left north 


Korea, 20,000 of them being concen- 
trated at Kulien Cheng, north of the 
Yalu river, in Manchuria. 

The Daily ‘Telegraph’s Sebastopol 
correspondent says it is semi-officially 
announced that Russia has abandoned 
as impracticable the idea of sending her 
Baltic squadron to the far east by the 
way of Behring straits. 

A Port Arthur dispatch says that Ad- 
miral Wittsoeft has been appointed 
chief of Viceroy Alexieff’s naval staff 
and has gone to Mukden. 

It is perfectly sefe to disregard for 
the present any rumor that the Rus- 
sians have abandoned either Port Ar- 
thur, Dalny or New Chwang. There 
is no manner of doubt that Russia in- 
tends to hold Port Arthur to the last 
gasp. ° It is asserted by military ex- 
perts everywhere that Japan, for mili- 
tary and sentimental reasons, will en- 
deavor to take the stronghold by assault 
by sea and land, though why they 
should offer such a sacrifice of blood 
until menaced by a large Russian war 
fleet from European waters is not ap- 
parent, when they can accomplish the 
same purpose merely by isolating the 
place. 

But if Japan does intend to take Port 
Arthur, Dalny and Ta-lien-wan Bay 
are the natural bases for such an at- 
tack, as they were in the last war. The 
Russians, of course, realize this, and 
have strengthened the place immensely. 
Indeed, the Port Arthur defenses ex- 
tend tothe bay. Therefore Dalny will 
not be evacuated until after a flerce 
fight. And it is only when Dalny is 
taken, or the key is turned on Port Ar- 
thur north of Dalny, that New Chwang 
would furnish a good base for the Jap- 
anese advance on Mukden. Hence 
New Chwang will remain Russian until 
that time. 

An attack on the railroad north of 
Port Arthur, at Dalny or elsewhere, is 
unlikely until the forward movement of 
Japanese troops is under way from the 
Ping-yang-Wonsan line in Korea to- 
ward the Yalu. Russia is holding New 
Chwang and Port Arthur on the right 
of her Ine, the Yalu valley in the centre, 
and the approaches to Possiet bay and 
Viadivostok on her left Russia mry 
abandon this position or that, as the 
exigencies of the campaign demand, o 
Japan may change the line of advance 
to meet new dispositions of the Russian 
army, but any change likely to come 
soon will not alter the situation on the 
Liao-Tung peninsular. 

The Vei-lim river named in the dis- 
patch from St. Petersburg discussing 
the movements of the Japanese in Ko- 
rea is apparently the Wol-Lim of the 
best maps—the eastern branch of the 
Chhong Chhon river, which flows west, 
nearby Anju, which is just south of the 
main stream, Pak-chon, as given on 
the maps, is not on either of these rivy- 
ers, and the map does not put it on the 
Pak-chon, still farther to the west. The 
identity of the town in the despatch and 
the maps seems settled, and its distance 
from Anju is correctly given. 

A St. Petersburg dispatch says 
that the talk of “pyroxilin” (poisoned) 
swords having been left behind by the 
fleeing Japanese is based on the mis- 
translation of a Russian technical 
term. General Hilinski, clef-of-staff 
to Viceroy Alexieff, in a telegram said 
that pyroxilin had been found in the 
form of small torpedoes, which the 
Japanese intended to be scattered upon 
the road over which the Russians were 


| expected to pass in order that the ex. 


plosions resulting from the impact of 
the horses’ hoofs might cause a stam- 
pede. These torpedoes were dish-shaped 
und six inches in diameter. As theroad 
between Anju and Ping Yang isa very 
narrow one, the hoofs of the horses of 
the Russian cavalry and artillery and 
the wheels of the wagons would be 
certain to explode the torpedoes, result- 
ing in the bolting of the horses and the 
causing of great confusion. 


Russians on Fighting Ground 

Seoul, March 17.—The Japanese have 
ascertained definitely that a strong 
force of Russian artillery is on the 
north bank of the Yalu river and that 
earthworks have been thrown up. Ad- 
vices from Chon Ju, a town northwest 
of Anju, say that the people are in a 
state of panic, owing to the treatment 
of women and the seizing of grain by}

OSTRICH FEATHERS. 


How to Clean Them at Home and 
Have Them Nice and Fluffy. 

“Hardly any woman who owns an 0s- 
trich feather thinks ef washing it at 
home,” Henry D. Surbled tells me. 
“She believes the cleaning of the feath- 
er involves some intricate and delicate 
process and is withal such a delicate 
matter that it can only be accomplished 
by a professional cleaner. But, if she 
only knew it, cleaning an ostrich feath- 
er is not any more difficult than clean- 
ing a bit of lace. All there is to it is 
the knowing how, and that it what I'll 
tell you. 

“A suds of soap and lukewarm water 
must be prepared, and then the soiled 
feather should be dipped into it and 
drawn through the hands a few times, 
as often as necessary, until the feather 
appears clean. Under no circumstances 
should it be allowed to remain in the 
soapy water. Just dip it in and thep 
draw it through the hand to squeeze 
the water and soap from it before dip- 
ping it in again. If it is very dirty it 
ought to be washed in two suds; then 
when the cleaning process is over it 
must be rinsed through several bowls 
of clear, cold water, the rinsing method 
being the same as the cleaning, dipping 
the feather in the water and then 
drawing it through the hand. 

“When it is thoroughly rinsed it must 
be drawn through the hand repeatedly 
until it is about dry; then it should be 
placed on the thigh and slapped with 
the hand to bring it out fluffy. That is 
the whole operation. The fluffing of 
the feather may require a little prac- 
tice, and it would be well to clean a 
poor feather before taking a more ex- 
pensive one through this course of home 
cleaning in order that the necessary 
dexterity, a thing that readily comes to 
one, may be obtained.”—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

OLD AGE INFIRMITY 


Pension Bureau Places It at 
Sixty-Two Years 


ADVANTAGE ALL ROUND 


Veterans Saved Expense of Time 
and Transportation Incidental 
to Examination--Order Could 


Not Have Been Issued Sooner 


Washington, March 17.—Commis- 
sioner of Pensions Ware, with the ap- 
proval of Secretary Hitchcock, has 
promulgated the most important pen- 
sion ruling that has been issued ina 
long time. It directs that beginning 
April 13 next, if there is no contrary 
evidence and all other legal require- 
ments have been met, claimants for 
pension under the general act of June 
27, 1890, who are over 62 years old, 
shall be considered as disabled one- 
half in ability to perform manual labor 
and shall be entitled to $6 a month; 
over 65 years to $8; over 68 years to 
70 to $.2, the usual al- 
lowances at higher rates (not exceed- 
ing $12) . continuing for disabilities 
other than age. 

This order will take effect April 13, 
and shall not be deemed retroactive. 
The former rules of this office fixed the 
minimum and maximum at §5 years 
and 75 years respectively. 

After stating that the rules fixing the — 
and the minimum at 65 years had long 
been in force, Commissioner Ware said: 
“The act of congress passed in Janu- 
ary, 1887, and approved by President 
Cleveland, put all the’ Mexican war 
veterans on the pension roll 39 years 
exactly after the end of the Mexican 
war. It would seem that if 39 years 
after the expiration of service a Mex- 
ican war soldier was entitled to a pen- 
sion at 62 years, and no other requisite 
for drawing a pension should exist ex- 
cept age, that to soldiers of the Civil 


war, who fought vastly more and 
longer, at least as good as rule ought 


to apply. 

“The Mexican war limit of 62 years 

was probably brought about by the 
well known ariay limit of 62 years at 
which officers are retired. There seems 
to be a general concensus of opinion 
that at G2 years the disabilities of old 
age have set in. The order could not 
have been issued earlier because it is 
only now that the 89 years fixed by the 
congressional] limit has been reached. 
The Civil war ended April 18, 1865. 

“There is an advantage and saving 
to the government in the use of this 
order, because every old soldier who 
has reached the age or 62 years is able 
to prove almost without possibility of 
doubt that he is one-half disabled from 
earning his support by manual labor. 
This being so, it seems unwise to puta 
soldier to the expense of time and 
transportation to go to a place where a 
medical board can examine him to find 
out that fact, and on the other hand, it 
seems unnecessary for the govern- 
ment to keep boards established and 
then pay $6 for the examination of a 
soldier when the result of the examina-

The career of Miss Hattie Saunders, | 
as she called herself, was brief, but full} 
of incident, and the way she happened | 


to become an inmate of the prison I 
Was connected with was a fair sample 
of the adventures she engaged in. 


The “job” for which the woman w as | 


convicted and sentenced was carried | 
out in London. She invented excuses 
‘to go to the office of a wealthy broker 
several times and to have him call on 
her at least twice. He was a widower, 
but was soon to be married again. One 
day she demanded $5,000 of him, and 
he stood up and defied her to do her 
worst. She was angered over his defi- 
ant attitude and made the mistake of 
taking him into court. The woman he 
was to be married to at once broke the 
engagement, and he was the subject of 
public and private scandal. 

This made him thirst for revenge. 
He won his case, but he set private de- 
tectives at work, 2nd in the course of 
time the girl was traced clear back to 
the home from which she had run 
away. Then he caused her arrest and 
unmasked her in court, and pretty soon 
the doors of a prison closed on her on 
a three year sentence. At her trial a 
prominent divine testified: 

“I was favorably impressed with her 
appearance. I never saw a more truth- 
ful, honest face. Her voice charmed 
me. She was very shy and diffident, 
and all my sympathies were aroused. 
I received her in my study, as I did all 
others. She was there for about twen- 
ty minutes and told me a story that 
was false from beginning to end, but 
which I implicitly believed at the time. 
When she rose to go, she demanded 
$500 of me, threatening to go before a 
judge and swear out a warrant for me 
if I did not hand it over. She was 
cool and calm, and, while admitting 
my innocence, she argued that I could 
not afford to be dragged into court and 
scandalized. The result was that I 
gave her the money.” 

Prison officials are not easily be- 
guiled, but I must admit that Miss 
Saunders pulled the wool over our eyes 
in great shape. She hadn't been with 
us two weeks before we began to look 
upon her as a martyr. She won the 
heart of the matran in a month, and 
within three she was being treated 
more as a guest than a prisoner. Our 
prison was open to the public several 
hours each day, and everybody who 
came wanted to see “the beautiful 
prisoner.” In one month six different 
men offered to marry her in case she 
could get a pardon, and nine-tenths of 
the female visitors gave her their sym- 
pathies. The prison doctor, the chap- 
lain, the warden and a guard were all 
“soft” on her at the same time, and 
yet all of them were old prison offi- 
cials and married men. 

The matron had a sister living about 
half a mile from the prison. After 
Miss Saunders had been with us for 
five or six months this sister was taken 
ill, and the matron would go over after 
breakfast and after supper. One even- 
ing I was coming up from the village 
in a buggy and encountered the wo- 
man on the highway. We nodded to 
each other, Sut after I had passed on 
it struck me that the female, whose 
weight was 160 pounds, had suddenly 
lost flesh. I turned to look and then 
became certain that some one had bor- 
rowed her clothes. Whirling the bug- 
gy around, I overtook her, and, be- 
hold, it was Miss Saunders! 

I took her back to prison and made 
an investigation, and it did not sur- 
prise me overmuch to learn that the 
matron was in the plot. She believed 
the girl innocent and was willing to 
help her get away. The political situ- 
ation was rather ticklish just then, and 
so the facts were kept from the pub- 
lic. A month later the commissioner 
from London dropped in and inquired 
for Miss Saunders. He had been ap- 
pealed to by a score of outsiders who 
did not believe her guilty. The ma- 
tron and myself were present at the 
interview. The commissioner had the 
record of her trial, and he started in 
without a doubt of her guilt, but two 
hours later he was very much be 
fogged. 

The prisoner not only explained away 
the points bearing hardest against her 
but accused the broker so circumstan- 
tially that it seemed to be a case where 
he had evoked the law to carry out a 
private spite. She spoke without halt: 
ing or hesitating. She scemed to an- 
ticipate every question and have an 
answer ready. It was not her words 
alone, but she knew just where te 
fetch a smile and where to shed a tear, 
and at times she looked so sad and 
heartbroken that you wanted to pat 
her on the head and tell her to put on 
her hat and walk out. It may be a 
mean thing to give the commissioner 
away, bué I’ll bet boots to buttons that 
he was a bit stuck on our prisoner 
when he left the institution. 

I don’t know how things would have 
turned out in the matter of securing a 
new trial or a pardon had not some 
thing occurred to render further pro 
ceedings useless, The doctor's wife 
was an almost daily caller at the pris 
on, and of course she had the run of 
the place. She was greatly interested 
in Miss Saunders, but not foolish 
enough to help her to escape. It 
amounted to the same thing, however.

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Duke of Cambridge Long Held 
the Stage In England 


HONORABLE WAR RECORD 


Had Prejudiced Opposition to 
Modernization of Army, and 
Was Ousted Upon Refusal to 


Retire at Request of Queen 


London, March 18.—In the house of

| Bannerman, referred to the death of 
the Duke of Cambridge, joined in 
eulogizing the duke’s devotion to the 
service of his country, and expressed 
in behalf of the house sympathy for the 
royal family. 

The duke died peacefully in his Lon- 
don residence, Gloucester house. He 
suffered another recurrence of the 

| hemorrhage of the stomach, bringing

failed to rally. King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra had been constant 
visitors to the sick room, while the 
duke’s sons, Admiral and Colonel Fitz 
were almost incessantly at his

bedside. 

The title of Duke of Cambridge died 
with the late duke, as his sons were born 
of a morgantic marriage, and his death 
also places at the disposal of the king 
a field marshal’s baton‘as well as an 
| Order of the Garter. 

George William Frederick Charles, 
second Duke of Cambridge, was one of 
the most conspicuous and popular fig- 
ures in English life. He was born 
March 26, 1819, in Germany at Hanover, 
of which kingdom his father, the late 
Duke of Cambridge, was viceroy at the 
time for his father, King George III. 
Indeed, he spent almost his entire youth 
at Hanover, as his father continued to 
hold the vieeroyalty of Hanover until 
the accession of Queen Victoria brought 
about the separation of Hanover from 
the possessions of the English crown. 

The duke was first cousin to Queen 
Victoria, nearly of her age and s0 
closely connected with her in the pub- 
lic interest and goodwill that a mar- 
riage between them would have been 
immensely popular. 

He entered the army in 1837, shortly 
| after Queen Victoria’s accession to the 
| throne, and became a major general in 
| 1845, lieutenant general in 1854, gen-

from active service the duke was hon- 
ored with the special appointment of 
chief personal aide-de-camp to the 
queen. In July, 1856, the duke was ap- 
pointed commander-in-chief of the Brit- 
ish army, holding that place until No- 
vember, 1895, when he was succeeded 
by Lord Wolseley, the first profes- 
sional soldier to hold the position. 

The duke, who was a Conservative, 
objected on principle to all reforms, and 
in consequence of this became such an 
insuperable obstacle to all attempts to 
bring the English army up to date that 
it was determined, after he bad been 
at its head for nearly 40 years, to get 
rid of him. This, however, was a mat- 
ter of no little difficulty. He absolutely 
refused to take any hints, and when the 
intervention of the queen lerself was 
invoked and she urged him to retire on 
the ground that advancing years and 
long service rendered it advisable that 
he should stop work and spend the re- 
mainder of his days in well-earned re- 
pose, he cleverly replied that being of 
the same age as her majesty, he could 
not dream of shirking his work as long 
as she remained at the helm, and that 
he considered himself in duty bound to 
remain at his post until she helself saw 
fit to abdicate. The duke was eventu- 
ally disposed of through clever man- 
agement by the Salisbury government, 
which disregarded the queen's known 
wish to have the command of the army

The duke married, morganatically, 


Louise Farebrother, an Irish actress of 
great beauty, with whom his life was 
very happy. The marriage was legally 
invalid because it had not recefved the

that it would not only have placed the 
actress’ children in the line of succes- 
sion to the throne of Great Britain, but 
likewise to the crowns of Hanover and

Of the latter, Rear Admiral 
FitzGeorge and Colonel FitzGeorge are 
well known. Mrs. FitzGeorge, as the 
duke’s wife was known, died in 1890.

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F REDUCED TWO OUNCES 


Smaller Loaves of Bread For 
Consumers at the Hub 
Boston, March 18.—The Master Bak- 
ers’ association last night yoted to re- 
duce the size of loaves of bread by at 
least two ounces to the pound. The 


new sized loaf will be produced on 
Monday. ‘The bakers say that the re- 
duction in the size of the loaf will not 
make up for the increased price of flour. 
Not for 20 years bave the bakers in 
this city taken similar action. 

In order to escape infraction of the 
law a 14-ounce loaf will be hereafter 
known as a half-pound instead of a 
pound loaf. Loaves sold at other prices 
will be reduced in proportion, the two- 
ounce reduction on the 5-cent loaf stand- 
ing as a scale rate to be charged against 
the consumers. 

G. A. Sanderson, who was delegated 
to give the results of the master bak- 
ers’ conference to the press, said that 
the working men and their families 
would not suffer through this reduction 
in the weight of bread. ‘They will buy 
just as much bread because it will be 
necessary for their living, and the de- 
crease of two ounces on the 5-cent loaf 
will be hardly appreciable to them, but 
means a tremendous saving to the bak- 
ers of the city.” 

It was also said by Sanderson that 
the increase of bakers’ wages un- 
der the agreement made last May, 
which was to hold for a year, has 
placed the master bakers in a position 
where they had to seek this means 
of securing an equitable profit for 
themselves. 

Giants of Coastwise Fleet 

Boston, March 18.—With the arrival 
today of schooner George W. Wells 
there are assembled in Boston harbor 
seven and four six-masted schooners, 
The vessels ure the Thomas W. Law- 
son, 4914 tons; the Eleanor A. Percy, 
3062; G. W. Wells, 2793; Addie M. Law- 
rence, 2695, and the William L. Doug- 
las, 2470, a total of 15,384 tons net. 
Such a fleet of large schooners have 
never before floated at one time in any 
harbor in the world. 


Feared Losing Her Money

years, Miss Amanda Church died in her 
little hut near here. She was 80 years 
old and was supposed to be very rich. 
E. M. Clossey, a former Winsted law- 
yer, was sent to state prison several 
years ago in an attempt to get Miss 
Church's money through a bogus will 
drawn up by him. Since then she hid 
her money and was in constant fear of 
being robbed.

a bullet wound in his head. Nearby 
was a revolver and the police say that 
there is no question but that he com- 
mitted suicide. When his clothing was 
searched $30 was found and there was 
also a gold watch and chain, and about 
40 cartridges.

REALIZES DANGER 


China Will Not Become Em. 
broiled In Far East War 


TO BE STRICTLY NEUTRAL | 


Will Be No Grounds For Slight- 
est Cause of Complaint--Twen- 
ty Thousand Men to Prevent} 


Either Side Entering Territory 


St. Petersburg,

Mareh 18.—Uunited 
McCormick has

memorandum containing the assurance 
received United States Minister 
Conger from the Chinese authorities at 
Pekin pledging the neutrality of China 
While the neutral territory is respected 
by the belligerents. Satisfaction is ex- 
pressed here at this new assurance of 
China’s neutrality. The Russians deny 
that they have any intention of going 
west of the Liao region. The railroad 
from Pekin west of the river from New 
Ckwang and to Sin Min Tin Russia 
considers neutral territory and beyond

the sphere of operations unless the 
Japanese invade it. 
The Chinese legation here states 


most positively that the government at 
Pekin intends not only to observe the 
strictest neutrality during the war be- 
tween Russia and Japan, but that the 


government thoroughly realizes the 
danger threatening the integrity of the 
Celestial empire in case it should be- 


come embroiled in the conflict. 

“We are well aware,” said a member 
of the legation, “that the eyes of other 
powers sre watching our every move- 
ment and we know also what is being 
said about a general uprising against 
foreigners should we take sides with 
Japan; but there will be no chance what- 
ever for,our giving the slightest ground 
for con¥iaint. China can only play 
one role during the war, namely, that of 
absolute quiescence. I will not detiy 
that there is some pro-Japanese feel- 
ing among my countrymen, but there 
is also a good deal of pro-Russian feel- 
ing. One neutralizes the other. 

“I know nothing officially,” continued 
the diplomat, “concerning China’s new 
neutrality undertaking with the United 
States, but the reports are doubtless 
correct. We are not carrying on nego- 
tiations with the Russian government 
here, but I believe that some matters 
are being discussed at Pekin. I 
no reason why the fullest sazreement 


see 


should not be reached with Russia. 
Our position is very clear. We have 
20,000 men guarding our frontier of 
Manchuria. This force is intended 
solely to maintain order to prevent 
either belligerent entering our terri- 
tory. The talk of tae foreign news- 


papers about General Ma making com- 
mon cause with the Japanese is non- 
sense. Should the Japanese attempt a 
landing on the coast, they would be re- 
sisted.” 


Preparing For Emergencies 


New Chwang, March 18.—General 
Linevitch, who was accompanied by 
General Kondratonovitch after a sur- 


vey of New Chwangand its defenses, 
which had been prepared for his inspec- 
tion, has returned to his command at 
Liao Yang. He also visited Kai Chou 
and points affecting the protection of 
the general coast and the holding of the 
weak zone the main line of the 
railroad opposite New Chwang.  Al- 
though disclaiming any apprehension of 
the Japanese landing here, the authori- 
ties are satisfied to have foreigners un- 
derstand that the Russians are pre- 
pared for any local emergency and the 
arrival of an additional battery of 
artillery and also 150 scouts yesterday 
is significant of coming events. 

It is apparent that both civil and 
military strategists and the diplomats 
at Mukden apprehend a collision with 
the Chinese, probably fearing that the 
increasing number of their small bands 
of scouts operating between the Liao 
river and the Great Wall are the surest 
instruments for their entanglement in 
a conflict, particularly as this zone is 
in the nature of a no-man’s land on ac- 
count of having been abandoned by the 
powers and also because the Chinese 
jurisdiction is incompetent. Russians 
able to judge profess to regard General 
Ma’s attitude as dangerous to the peace 
of Russia and China. 


Will Vote For Roosevelt 

Minneapolis, March 18.—The Minne- 
sota state Republican convention to 
select four delegates at large to the na- 
tional convention at Chicago selected 
Senators Nelson and Clapp, Governor 
Van Sant and Thomas Lowry as the 
four delegates. The platform endorses 
the Roosevelt administration and de- 
mands the renomination and election of 
the president. 


Killed and Mutilated Child 

Detroit, March 18—Emil Waltz, 
who has been on trial here for six 
weeks on the charge of murdering 
Alphonse Welmes, aged 4, whose hor- 
ribly mutilated body was found Aug. 
18, was found guilty by a jury and sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life. The 
police claim that Waltz was connected 
with a similar murder of a boy in 
Rockford, Ils. 


To Press Adjournment

ROCKY SPIT WHICH GUARDS THE 
HARBOR OF PORT ARTHUR. 


How the Russian Stronghold In Man- 
churia Is Fortified—Miles of Guns 
Line the Entrance—Capacity of the 
Inner Harbor. 


In the news reports from the seat of 
war in the far east frequent mention 
has been made of the “Tiger's Tail,” 
which perhaps has mystified many who 
are not familiar with the geographical 
features of the great Russian strong- 
hold in Manchuria, Port Arthur, in 
which the Russian fleet has been block- 
aded by the Japanese. 

Port Arthur harbor is formed by an 
oval inlet of the sea about two miles 
long from east to west and a mile from 
north to south. It is surrounded by 
hills, and its sole entrance on the south- 
ern side is by a narrow channel, guard- 
ed at the southwestern end by a couple 
of dangerous reefs. It is well protect- 
ed from storms by a narrow spit of 
rocky land known as the “Tiger's Tail,” 
which runs diagonally across its north- 
ern extremity. 

The high bluffs on each side of the 
narrow entrance are strongly fortified, 
the Golden hill forts on the eastern 
shore having the greatest elevation. 
The main fort on Golden hill is 410 feet 
above sea level, and it is flanked on ei- 
ther by two smaller forts, that 
nearest the channel being 270 feet 
above the water, while its companion 
to the east is 110 higher. On the west 
side of the channel is a large fortifica- 
tion with an elevation of 118 feet, while 
along the shore is a string of smaller 
fortifications reaching up to the “Ti- 
ger’s Tail.” These close to the shore 
command the sea. 

Near the tip of the tail is another big 
fort, the guns of which bave a straight 
sweep down the channel to the entrance 
of the harbor. On the north side of the 
harbor is another string of fortifica- 
tions, while the whole eastern shore 
above Golden hill bristles with guns, 

In one of the forts on the west bank 
is a relic of the Chinese war of 1894-95. 
It is a gun with a perforated shield. 
The hole was made by a Japanese gun 
during the siege which resulted in the 
fall of Port Arthur, until then consid- 
ered impregnable. 

The approach to the harbor and basin 
is very narrow. The width of the en- 


side

trance from Pinnacle rock on the west 
to the shore is barely 350 
yards, while the three fathom channel 
at its narrowest is not more than 500 
feet wide. Within the heads it widens 
out somewhat, and between the end of 
the “Tiger’s Tail” and the entrance to 
the basin there is a width of 430 yards. 
Even this makes it a difficult task for 
any vessel over 300 feet in length to en- 
ter or leave either the harbor or basin. 
This was shown just before the out- 
break of the war, when the Russian 
fleet was mobilized and taken from the 
inner harbor into the roads. The opera- 
tion took the greater part of three days. 

The basin or east port was excavated 
primarily by the Chinese, as was also 
the dry dock cut in its northern side. It 
has an average depth of twenty-one 
feet and can accommodate nearly a doz- 
en large vessels. The western end is 
devoted exclusively to torpedo craft, 
though a dock for these small boats is 
being built an the eastern side. 

The dry dock, repaired and enlarged 
by the Russians, is 452 feet over all, 
870 feet over blocks, 90 feet wide at 
the entrance and has a depth on the sill 

igh water in ordinary springtides 
32 feet. On the “Tiger’s Tail’ are 
placed seven Canet 5.5-inch quick firers 
in an open battery at an elevation of 
not more than ten feet above the wa- 
ter level. 

Ships moored in the inner harbor can 
lie in perfect safety, and it is doubt 
ful if the dock yard could be damaged 
by high angle fire. The works and ar- 
senal lie so closely under the Kwang- 
chin hill that any projectiles so di- 
rected would probably range far into 
the town at the back. 

Port Arthur, or Lushunk’ow, was for- 
merly only a small fishing village until 
Jt was selected by Li Hung Chang, 
ander advice of German engineers, for 
a naval station to defend Peiho and 
Peking. In 1894, however, it was cap- 
tured by the Japanese, and the treaty 
of Simonoseki provided for its cas- 
sion to Japan, with the whole southern 
coast of Manchuria from the Liau river 
to the Yalu, but Russia, France and 
Germany intervened and induced Japan 
to relinquish the territory for the sum

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QUICK DECISION, 


Whe Successful Person Does the 
Right Thing and Does It First. 
Impetuous people are sometimes 

wrong, but impetuous people are not 
always wrong. This is a truism, but 
unless a truism be repeated occasional- 
ly it ceases to be identified and is look- 
ed on by the casual reader as a daring 
flight of fancy. Realy it does not mat- 
ter how quickly one runs if one will 
but make sure that the right turning 
is selected. It is the man who rushes 
away without sparing a moment to 
look up at the signposts who loses his 
way and has to return slowly, with 
an apologetic look upon his face; he it 
is who gives to impetuosity a bad 
name and causes folk to look upon it 
as a defective trait. 

Most of the great things have been 
done by impetuous people while the 
overcautious have been making up 
what they term their minds. There are 
some who never can perform this task 
for themselves. They can take no ac- 
tion without asking advice of every 
person they meet. 

The overcautious are in a never end- 
ing state of astonishment at the fact 
that disaster so seldom occurs. When 
it does happen they are able to say, 
with gloomy content, that they had 
foreseen it all along. Prophets who 
stick to the game are certain to score 
geooner or later. 

What servants think of the indect- 
sion of mistresses would be useful, 
but probably not flattering, to know. 

The impetuous also lend themselves 
to criticism, but for the people who 
dare there is always admiration. 

Impetuosity has cut some of the most 
difficult knots the while cautious folks 
were hurting their fingers in futile at- 
tempts to unravel them.

Delay an Advantage to Russia 


London, March 19.—Again there is 
little news from the far east, with the 
exception of vague rumors of unsuc- 
cessful attempts of the Port Arthurand 
Vladivostok fleets to join hands. 

The Standard’s Tien Tsin corre- 
spondent says that Paul Lessar, Rus- 
sian minister to China, has renewed his 
protest against the dispatch of Chinese 
forces outside the Great Wall, and in- 
timates that unless they are withdrawn 
Russia may be compelled to act on the 
assumption that China is abandoning 
her neutrality in favor of Japan. The 
minister is also reported to have re- 


newed his threat that on the slightest 
movement on China’s part Russian 
troops wil] march on Pekin. It is un- 
derstood that in reply to this, the cor- 
respondent adds, China refused to re- 
eall her troops. 

The New Chwang correspondent of 
The Times cables that there are no Jap- 
anese north of the Yalu river and that 
none of thelr scouts has been seen 
there since the beginning of March. On 
the other hand, the correspondent says, 
the Russians are reported to have 
crossed the Yalu to the south, leaving a 
ginal! force to guard the river. 

All the other dispatches give the lie 
to the stories to the effect that the Rus- 
sians were over the Yalu in force and 
Were moving south. As previously 
pointed out, the Russians are in no con- 
dition at the present moment to assume 
an aggressive campaign into the heart 
of Korea. The latest dispatches say 
that the small forces of Russian troops 
which have been keeping in touch with 
the Japanese advance are falling back 
wherever pressed by the northward 
movement of the enemy. The Japanese 
hold Anju and the line of the Cheng 
Cheng river, 75 miles north of Ping 
Yang, where the main force is con- 
centrating. 

Japan’s delay in striking at Russia’s 
vulnerable points can be explained 
only on the assumption that she has met 
unexpected obstacles to her plan of 
campaign or else that she is sure that 
she has so accurately gauged Russia’s 
ability to move her troops that she can 
afford to be deliberate in her operations.

number of the parents of these children, I found to be anything 
but friendly to the schools; and as I note the attitude of these 
parents, and glance at the home life, I wonder oftentimes, that 
there are not more children classed as truants and non-attendants. 
I can say from experience that the only moral teaching many 
- children receive comes from the school life. Altégether too 
many children are turned loose upon the streets. A vigorous 
enforcement of the law is the only means to cure this condition 
of affairs, and this should be directed more toward the parent 
than the child. A large number of young fellows leave school 
at fourteen years of age, and instead of applying themselves to 
earning a livelihood become loafers. This class is on the in- 
crease in our city, and the law applying to them should be 
enforced. 

My work brings me in close touch with the worthy poor of 
our city, and, through the response of generous citizens and 
means from other sources, I ,have been able to assist a large 
number of families. 

I have mentioned some of the real, live issues in this report 
in the hope that it will arouse the best of our citizens to the 
condition of affairs. This will mean a public opinion that will 
demand the carrying out of the reforms needed. 

I desire here to express my hearty thanks to the superin- 
tendent and principals of the several schools for their many acts 
of kindness toward me in the discharge of my duties.

DISTINCT SHOCKS 


Earthquake Felt at Many Points 
In New England 


FAR NORTH AS ST JOHN 


New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts 


Extended Through Maine, 


| esLasted Several Seconds and 
wi Most Severe In Years 


Boston, March wl.—An earthquake 
this morning caused a tremor through- 
out the entire eastern section of New 
England. Beginning at St. John, the 
seismic yibrations traversed through 
Maine, causisg some damage to build- 
ings in Augusta, Portland and Bangor. 
The shock was felt plainly as tar south 
as Taunton. 

The earthquake shocks are said by 
officials of Harvard astronomical ob- 
servatory to have been the most severe 


experienced in this section of the 
country since the memorable seismic 
disturbance of 1884. 


The vibrations were noticed at 4 
minutes and 10 seconds after 1 o'clock 
and the earth waves were very per- 
ceptible. In the photographic dark 
room of the observatory the water 
tanks, which + 3re nearly filled, were 
shaken to such an extent that a con- 
siderable quantity of water was

A distinct shock of earthquake was 
felt at Waterville, Me. Many persons 
were aroused from their slumbers by 
the swaying of their houses. On the 
main street large brick build{ngs were 
shaken from the cellar to the roof. 

The earthquake struck Augusta, Me., 
at 1:08 o’clock. In the southern part of 
the city there was a terrible jar, lamp 
chimneys being broken and bric-a-brac 
smashed. No very serious damage 
was reported. 

A very perceptible earth tremor was 
felt at Portland, Me. Rockland, Me., 
also reports having felt the vibrations. 


New Brunswick Feels It 
St. John, March 21.—An earthquake 
of considerable force was felt here at 
2 o’clock this morning. Fredericton 
and other points along the Canadian 
Pacific railway have also reported ex- 
periencing the shock.

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Japan Will Fight Until Object 
of War Is Attained 


MIKADO TO THE PEERS 


Absence of Sincerity on Part of 
Russia In Her Peaceful Pro- 
fessions Compelied Appeal to 
Arms--Session of Parliament 


Tokio, March 21.—With stately cere- 
mony, the special session of parliament, 
convened to provide the money needed 
to wage the war against Russia, was 
opened Sunday. The emperor person- 
ally read his address to the peers and 
commoners. For the first time the 


crown prince attended the ceremony. 
He followed big father to an impro- 
vised throne in the peers’ hall and stood 
close to his right side while he read his 
appeal to his subjects. 

When the emperor entered the peers’ 
chamber the members of parliament 
bowed low. The emperor, advancing to 
the front of the platform, bowed to 
them and immediately ascended the 
throne. Premier Katsura advanced to 
the throne and handed the address to 
the emperor. The latter read it, as fol- 
lows: 

“We hereby open the imperial diet 
and address each and all the members 
of the house of peers and the house of 
representatives. We announc® with 
high satisfaction that our relations 
with the treaty powers are steadily 
growing in cordiality and understand- 
ing. Prompted by an earnest desire to 
maintain a permanent peace in tne ex- 
treme east, our government, by our 
command, entered into negotiations 
with Russia, but we regret that, owing 
to an absence of sincerity on the part 
of Russia in her peaceful professions, 
we have been compelled to appeal to 
arms, and having taken that step we 
cannot hesitate until the object of the 
war is attained. 

“Our forces, in the presence of un- 
wonted hardships and privations, are 
now displaying their steadfast loyalty 
and valor, and we hope that all our sub- 
jects will co-operate in perfect unity for 
the enhancement of the glory of the 
empire. 

“We trust that you will, in compli- 
ance with our will, fulfill the duty in- 
cumbent upon you and give cordial con- 
sent to these budgets and bills, which 
are specially urgent tn connection with 
the situation and which we have or- 
dered the ministers of state to lay be- 
fore you.” 

The members remained witk bowed 
heads until the reading was concluded. 
The president of the house of peers 
then advanced to the throne and re- 
celved the address from the emperor. 
The emperor then stepped te the front 
of the platform and bowed, then left 
the chamber and returned to the 
palace. 

In view of the extraordinary reply 
to the throne passed at the opening of 
the last session in December, wherein 
the house of representatives condemned 
the policy of the cabinet, which was de- 
clared to be incompatible with the 
progress of the empire and to be tempo- 
rizing, the house of representatives yes- 
terday appointed a committee to pre- 
pare a response. After the joint ses- 
sion the committee met, prepared and 
presented the following: 

“We, your majesty’s humble ser- 
vants of the house of representatives, 
respectfully express our gratitude for 
your majesty’s gracious action in open- 
ing the imperial diet and for the words 
addressed to us by your majesty. 

“This empire has invarlably en- 
deavored to maintain peace in the far 
east, but Russia, which lacks the 
sincerity to respect peace, has violated 
its treaty with China and its repeated 
declarations to the powers. 

“We are extremely impressed with 
the fact that your majesty has declared 
war. The executive arms at the front 
are repeatedly obtaining victories. 
This is solely due to your imperial 
majesty’s influence; 

“It shall be our constant endeavor to 
bring to the discharge of our legislative 
functions the utmost care and circum- 
spection, so that your maJesty’s august 
instructions may be obeyed and the im- 
portant trust reposed in us by the na- 
tion may be complied with. With pro- 
found respect and humility, the presi- 
dent of the house of representatives, 
Masahisa Matsuda, presents this,” 

The peers will meet today to prepare 
a response to the speech from the 
throne. 


Plague Strikes Johannesburg 

Johannesburg, March 21.—An_ out- 
break of the bubonic plague has oc- 
curred in the Indian coolie section. 
Thirty deaths have occurred since 
Thursday. It was at first supposed that 
the outbreak was one of pneumonia, 
but the nature of the disease is now 
officially admitted. 


Crew of Twenty-Two Drowned 

Dublin, March 21.—The German 
bark Mona collided with the English 
bark Lady Cairns off Dublin bay. The 
Lady Cairns sank ina few minutes. 
Her crew of 22 were drowned. The 
Mona, which was much damaged, was 
assisted to Dublin harbor.

Retains His Title, but Odell 
‘“‘Has Got the Goods’’ 


CONFERENCE A COMEDY 


As Chairman of State Committee 
the Governor Will Remove 
Head of Executive Committee} 
--Depew Likely to Be Zetired | 


New York, March 22.—Govyernor 
Odell started for Albany well satisfied 
with the result of the political gather- 
ing at the Fifth Avenue hotel. Hesaid: 
“The only result of the conference that 
I can see is the unanimous opinion that 
I should take the chairmanship of the 
state committee. My friends have been 
urging me for some time to take the 
place, and Platt’s friends joined in the 
request. As to my agreement to recog- 
nize Platt as the state leader, that is 
simply a repetition of what I have said 
allalong. The senator is quite welcome 
to the title as long as he lives. It was 
also agreed that neither Platt nor I 
should takes sides in district fights. I 
have not taken sides in any instance, 
so I simply agreed to continue my 
present policy. 

“If you will sum up the result of the 
conference, therefore, you will find 
that it amounts to a unanimous decfara- 
tion that I should take the state cbair- 
manship, and I will take it. It will not 
interfere at all with my duties as gov- 
ernor. I may add that if it will please 
Senator Platt to have an announce- 
ment made every month that he is still 
the state leader I won't object at all. 
I have never cared for the title.” 

The governor tried to look serious 
while he was talking, but it was evi- 
dent that he regarded the conference 
as a comedy. That is the way it is re- 
garded by nearly all the Fifth Avenue 
hotel politicians. Edward Lauterbach 
expressed the general sentiment when 


he said: “The governor has got the 
goods, Platt has the title. The governor 


is satisfied; so is Platt; so are we all; 
now let the harmony band begin to 
play.” 

The fact is that the situation {is in no 
way changed. For ayear or more 
Platt has grown restless every month 
and insisted that there should be some 
sort of proclamation that he is the 
state leader. The statement given out 
after the conference was only one of 
these proclamations. All th politicians 
recognize the fact that Odell is the 
real leader of the party in this state 
and it is considered a good joke that 
Platt strengthened Odell’s position by 
getting his friends to call on the gov- 
ernor to take the state chairmanship, 
thus making him the choice of the whole 
organization, and making certaln his ac- 
ceptance of the proposition. 

The governor has decided finally on 
one thing, namely, that William Barnes, 
Jr., chairman of the state executive 
committee, must go. It was Barnes 
who stirred Platt to this latest outbreak. 
3arnes hoped to become state chairman 
himself. It was reported in yesterday’s 
papers that after the conference the 
governor assured Senator Depew pub- 
licly that he was not opposed to his 
(Depew’s) re-election to the United 
States senate. On this point the goy- 
ernor said: “I gave no such assurance. 
When Depew came to me as the repre- 
sentative of the Platt conference and 
made his little speech he said nothing 
about the senatorship and I said noth- 
ing. That report is all wrong.” It may 
be mentioned here that the goyernor 
himself is likely to take Depew’'s place 
in the senate. 


A Sliding Cash Scale 

Havana, March 22._The mayor 
Havana has obtained an agreement 
with some of the employers to pay 
American money to the workmen em- 
ployed in Havana harbor who are now 
receiving their wages in Spanish gold 
and to pay Spanish gold to those who 
are now getting Spanish silver. ‘The 
men are inclined to accept this solution, 
but the more important employers con- 
sider the demands unwarranted.

GREETED BY STUDENTS 


Proof of Esteem In Which Pres- 
ident of Harvard Is Held 

Cambridge, Mass., March 22.—The 
graduates and undergraduates of Har- 
yard university united in observing the 
70th birthday of President Eliot, 
well as the completion of his 35 years 
as head of the university. 

Following the gift by the faculty on 
Sunday of a silver loving cup, the grad- 
uates sent him an engrossed ‘address 
extending congratulations, which was 
presented at a mass meeting of the stu- 
dents of the university in fhe Harvard 
Union, where, at the same time, he was 
informed that the students had  sub- 
scribed $5000 for a portrait of himself 
and Mrs. Eliot, to be hung in the ution. 
In addition, President Eliot received 
congratulatory meassages from per- 
sons prominent in the educational, 
literary, political and business life of 
the world. 

In responding to the address, which 
was headed by President Roosevelt and 
signed by nearly 10,000 Harvard stu- 
dents, President Eliot’s voice faltered, 
and he seemed ata loss for words. Re- 
covering himself, he spoke of the happ!- 
ness of the past two days, of which the 
meeting, he said, was the climax, and 
that he had been overwhelmed by the 
expressions of affection. 

Previous to the presentation of the 
address President Eliot held a recep- 
tion on the platform of the Harvard 
Union, where more than 1000 Harvard 
men, nearly all under-graduates, had 
an opportunity of stasping his hand. 


HE WANTED $750,000 


Persistent Requests of Insane 
Man Land Him In an Asylum 

Taunton, Mass., March 22.—Ernest 
H. Waldron, 22 years old, 


of Dighton, 
was committed to the Taunton insane 
asylum on a complaint of Representa- 
tive Paull of this city, whom he has 
annoyed considerably during the past 
few weeks by requesting his support 
to several radical measures which he 
wished adopted by the legislature. 

Mr. Paull, after listening for some 
time to Waldron’s reyaests to modify 
the law on inheritances and also on a 
claim that the state owed him $500,000, 
complained to the selectmen of Dighton, 
with the result that Waldron was 
placed in charge of one of the town au- 
thorities. He eluded his caretaker and 
appeared at the state house in Boston, 
where he increased his claim to $750,- 
000 and became so insistent that Paull 
called upon the state police and had 
Waldron taken back to Taunton. 

He was examined by Judge Fox as to 
his sanity and after a brief hearing 
was committed to the asylum, 


Many Weavers Disappointed 
New Bedford, Mass.,, March 22.— 
More than 200 of the 500 weavers at the 
Dartmouth Cotton mills who struck 
last month against an obnoxious order 
to scrub floors, were turned away when 
they reported for work. The strikers, 
not having obtained the sanction and 
support of the United Textile Workers 
of America, decided to abandon their 
fight against the big corporation, and 
apply for reinstatement. Agent Lang- 
shaw engaged many non-union weavers 
during the strike and he declined to 
discharge the new employes. All the 
looms at the mills are running, and it is 
understood that none of those now out 
will be re-engaged until vacancies occur. 


Master Bakers Keep Agreement 

Boston, March 22.—Bread has gone up 
by inversion, in accordance with a vote 
of the Master Bakers’ assdéciation. 
What the master bakers seek to accom- 
plish is an increase in their profit, and, 
instead of doing this by charging a 
higher price for an established quan- 
tity of bread, they reduced the quan- 
tity and retained the prevailing price. 
Technically speaking, the bakers are 
no longer selling any “loaves,’ the 
weight of which is determined by law, 
nor half “loaves,” but they call them 
“three-quarters” and “one-quarter” 
loaves, and compromise on the weight. 


Failed For Quarter of a Million 
Bridgeport, Conn., March 22.—At a 
meeting of creditors interested in the 
bankruptcy proceedings of Elmore D. 
Alvord of South Norwalk, counsel for 
the bankrupt stated that the only as- 
sets from which anything seems likely 
to be realized consist of real estate 
worth about $500. Alvord’s liabilities 
are estimated at $250,000. He Is said to 
have been interested in real estate 
ventures which have also led to the 
bankruptey of two other men.

The Chinamen have been in the United 

States for from 10 to 30 years and 

were charged with failure to produce

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ATTITUDE OF CHINA | 


Russia Has Some Doubt as to) 
Professions of Neutrality 

St. Petersburg, March 22—1n govern- | 
ment circles there exists a strong belief | 
that the question as to whether China 
will observe her neutrality undertak-! 
ings will depend largely on the result of | 
the first heavy land fighting. A big 
victory by the Russian army, it is be- | 
lieved, will ensure the acquiescence of | 
the celestial empire, but there are grave | 
fears as to what might happen in the} 
event of a signal Japanese success in 
the early stages of the land operations. 

For the time being the situation ap- 
pears to be satisfactory. The natives | 
inanifest a friendlier disposition than 
they did at the beginning of the war, | 
but the Russians know the Oriental 
character as no other Europeans do. | 
They understand how deep-seated is the 
hatred of foreigners in China, and the} 
only prestige of the Russians is their | 
strong arm, 

The recent naval success of the Jap- 
anese has not greatly impressed he 
Chinese, but if the Russians should 
sustain a really disastrous defeat on 
land the Chinese might suddenly be 
aroused, whether wita the connivance 
or even with the consent of the Japan- 
ese, against Russia, and perhaps against 
all foreigners. . 

Russia's present plans are based 6n 
the appreciation of the supreme im- 
portance of the first land battle, and no 
fighting on a large scale will take place, 
if it possibly can be avoided, until the 
Russians feel morally certain that they 
can deal the enemy a crushing blow. 


Not Courting Decisive Fight 

St. Petersburg, March 22,.—General 
Zhilinski’s official confirmation of the 
report that the Russian outposts aban- 
doned Anju upon the approach of the 
Japanese in force causes no surprise 
here, as such action is in perfect accord 
with the Russian plan of campaign. 
The Russian skirmishers are thrown 
forward solely for the purpose of har- 
rassing and worrying the Japanese out- 
posts, falling back as the main body of 
the enemy moves forward until the 
strong positions at the Yalu river are 
reached. The nature of the 50 miles 
of country between Anju and the Yalu 
river renders the movement of a large 
force very difficult. There may be 
some lively skirmishing as the Japanese 
advance progresses, but the Russians 
are resolved to avoid a decisive engage- 


| ment until certain of a victory. 


Easter Eggs For Fighters 


St. Petersburg, March 22.—A train 
conveying the Easter souvenirs pre- 


pared by Grand Duchess Constantine 
for the Russian sailors has left for the 
far east. On board was a_ special 
basket containing 18 eggs sent by the 
empress for distribution among the

The weather was hazy and 
it was impossible to distinguish objects 
at sea. A credible report has reached 
here that two cruisers and five gunboats 
were off Kin Chow. 


American Officer Held Up 

Seoul, March 22.—The Japanese have 
stopped Brigadier General Allen, for- 
merly chief of the Philippine constabu- 
lary and now United States military 
observer with the Japanese army, at 
Ping Yang, requesting him not to pro- 
ceed nearer their outposts. 


Red Cross Trains Delayed 
Irkutsk, Siberia, March 22.—Eighteen 
trains bearing goods of the Red Cross 
society have been held up to allow mili- 
tary trains to go through. It is estti- 
mated that 4000 men are reaching 
Manchuria daily. 


Deals Regarding Morocco 

Madrid, March 22.—The foreign min- 
ister confirms the statement that nego- 
tiations are proceeding between Great 
Britain and France with a yiew to the 
conclusion of a treaty concerning Mo- 
rocco, and says that an agreement will 
also be made with Spain which will be 
favorable to Spanish interests in Mo- 
rocco. 


Great Acquisition of Y MC A 
New York, March 22.—What is‘ be- 


lieved to be the largest and best 
equipped Y. M. C. A. building in the 
world was dedicated last night in 


Twenty-Third street. The building cost 
$860,000 and is planned to take care of 
60,000 men. It will require $60,000 a 
year to maintain the building. 


Cooper In Command

RECIPROCITY. 


President Mellen of N.Y.N.H. & 
H. R. R. Urges It with Canada. 


The recent official reorganization of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford | 
Railroad Company, as a result of which 
that property was handed over to the 
care of practical railroad men, has at- 
tracted much attention in financial and | 
railroad circles. For tbe greater part 
of its life a provincial corporation, 
managed with extreme conservatism, a 
is today giving signs of taking its piace} 
among the progressive roads of the) 
country. | 

This is due in a large degree to the 
selection of a man for president who is 
by training a railroad expert, Charles 
S. Mellen. Mr. Mellen, is a man of 
iron constitution. As he has stated in 

public speech, he has never seen the 
time when he has had more to do than 
he could take care of. He is not a man 
of many words. If he has emotions, 
they do not appear inthe course of a 
conversation which turns about the 
policy of the road. Offhand questions 


he wards off. He wants to see the 
question before him, where be a 
study it with the imperturbability 


which he would show if it wasa new 
device for coupling trains. Reduced to 
writing, it confronts him as a proposi- 
tion in railroad mathematics would. 

He holds himself first as the servant 
of the road, but he never leaves out of 
consideration the great public. He 
said in a speech to the business men of 
Hartford, who were auxious to take his 
measure, that the ‘day had gone by 
when a railroad could afford to defy 
public opinion, This remark, made 
in the city where for years the road 
had been active in the pursuit of un- 
popularity, was a revelation of the 
future in store for the public. 

President Mellen has been quick to 
note a falling off in New England trade 
the past winter. He says in a Herald 
interview: 

About Jan. 1 a condition confronted 
me which required immediate action, 
and that condition was avery serious 
falling off in the receipts of the com- 
pany, both from passengers and freight. 

‘‘T waited for some time, hoping the 
falling off would be only temporary, 
that there would be w recovery after the 
severe winther had passed, but after 
waiting about three weeks I found there 
was no apparent recovery in sight and 
was forced to reduce the expenses by 
the discharge of employes and by hold- 
ing up work that had been recommend- 
ed. 

‘‘In such discharges us were made 
the agreements of the company with its 
employes were strictly lived up to and 
every exertion was made to make the 
burden as light as possible. It was 
more for this reason than any other 
that the hours of labor were shortened 
in the shops rather than a discharge of 
men made, as would have been neces- 

sary otherwise. ’’ 

‘Undoubtedly, reciprocal trade rela- 
tions with Canada would increase the 
business of the New England States and 
whatever increases the business of those 
states would improve the general busi- 
ness situation.’ 

President Mellen will be active in the 
development of New England, and bas 
plans to keep the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
R. R, up to date. Among the possibil- 
ities are: an independent terminal in 
New York, and electricity as a motive 
power.

THE BULL’S EYE. 


How the Center of the Target Came 
to Be So Named. 

Why is the target’s bull’s eye so eall- 
ed? 

This is one of many instances in our | 
language where words have gained a 
higher status than that with which 
they started and have been promoted 
from the slang dictionary to the dic- 
tionary of words of respectable and 
current use. 

Bull’s eye is found in the dictionary 
of “The Canting Crew” so far back as 
1690 and was the vulgar word for the 
central ring of the target used as a 
mark for archers, which was colored 
differently from the other rings. This 
may have arisen from the ancient | 
rounded shields, cut out of ox hide and | 
strengthened with a spike or central 
boss for this shield or target; hence | 
target was often used as a mark itself. 

When sheet glass began to be manu- 
factured the thickened part, where the 
tube had been attached, was called the | 
bull’s eye. Then this term was succes- 
sively applied to a lens of glass, espe- | 
cially in a ship’s side, to the lens of 
the lanterm, to the lantern itself and 
finally to the central boss of a target. 
—London Answers. 


RED LETTER DAYS. 


The Origin otnus Designating Not- 
able Occasions, 

The origin of a “red letter day” has | 
been traced back to the third century 
Gregory, bishop of Czsarea, zealous 
for the conversion of pagans, found 
them unwilling to give up their custom 
ary recreations at the festivals of their | 
gods, so, taking a leaf out of their} 
book, he instituted festivals in honor 
of saints and martyrs. 

This example soon led to the institu- 
tion of holy days, now corrupted into 
holidays. In old almanacs all such 
holy days were set forth in red ink, 
the rest being in black; hence the term 
“red letter day” for any notable ocea- | 
sion. 

Others say that the origin of the ex- 
pression {is mych more recent and is} 
due to the fact that saints’ day, the 
5th of November, the king’s birthday 
and aecession and King Charles’ day 
were similarly marked off in red as 
holidays for the Bank of England, ev1I- 
dently in the times of the later Stuarts.

PERSISTENT 
"BOMBARDMENT 


Japanese Repulsed In Another 


Attack on Port Arthur 


A BATTLE AT MIDNIGHT 


Russians Made Aware of Ene- 
my’s Approach by Searchlights 
--Forts and Gunboats Opened 
Fire and Caused Retreat--Japs 
Returned to the Attack and 
Kept It Up For Hours Before 
Departing--Naval Activity at 
Port Arthur Emulated by Jap- 
anese Land Forces In Korea-- 
Losing No Time In Advancing 


St. Petersburg, March 23.—Another 
attack by the Japanese fleet on Port 
Arthur, beginning with operations by 
torpedo boats and ending with a bom- 
bardment by battleships and cruisers, 
took place between midnight of Mon- 
day and yesterday morning. 

The dispatches to the emperor from 
Viceroy Alexieff and private informa- 
tion show that the Russians sustained 
no damage and had only five soldiers 
killed and 10 wounded. Vice Admiral 
Makaroff claims that one of the Japan- 


ese vessels was struck by a shell. 

The emperor received the first mes- 
sage regarding the attack yesterday 
afternoon, but nothing was allowed to 
reach the public until 10 o’clock last 
night. ‘ 

When the first official dispatches were 
received the belief gained ground that 
Vice Admira! Makaroff had put to sea 
and that a naval fight had taken place. 
While this would be in keeping with 
his character as an intrepid officer, 
which is further indicated by his use of 
a protected cruiser as his flagship, it 
Was not in accord with the plans of 
the Russian authorities. Later ad- 
Vices established the fact that the ad 
miral had simply gone with the undam- 
aged portion of his fleet to the outer 
roads, where he could more effectively 
support the batteries and at the same 
time take advantage of any weakness 
which might develop in the enemy’s 
attack. 

All information which has reached St. 
Petersburg shows that the defenders of 
Port Arthur had taken seriously to 
heart the coup of the Japanese torpedo 
boats at the beginning of fhe war and 
were now maintaining a sharp lookout. 
Following is Viceroy Alexieff’s report 
of the bombardment to the emperor: 

“Lieutenant General Stoessel reports 
that at midnight of March 21 Japanese 
torpedo boats were discovered by our 
searchlights. Our guardships and fort 
batteries opened fire upon them, the 
firing lasting for 20 minutes. At 4 
o’clock in the morning the attack was 
renewed. 

“At 8:30 o'clock in the morning four 
of the enemy’s ships appeared from the 
south, followed by the whole squadron 
of 11 ships and eight torpedo boats. 
Our squadron left the roadstead to meet 
the enemy. At 9 o'clock the enemy's 
battleships opened fire on Liaotishin, 
after which they took up a position be- 
hind the rocky eminence of Liaotishin 
and bombarded Port Arthur.” 

MW later dispatch from Viceroy Alex- 
jeff recelved by the emperor says: 

“According to a supplementary re- 
port from Lieutenant General Stoessel, 
the enemy’s fleet consisted of six battle 
ships and 12 cruisers. About 9 o'clock 
in the morning the fleet divided, the 
battleships and torpedo boats taking up 
a position between Liaotishin and Golu- 
binaia bay (Pigeon bay), while the cruis- 
ers formed up in two divisions to the 
south and southeast of Port Arthur. 

“At 0:20 the battleship Retvizan 
opened fire over the crest of Liaotishin 
against the enemy’s battleships, which 
replied by firing on the town. Mean- 
while our fleet formed in line in the 
outer rondstead. About 11 o’clock in 
the morning the cannonade slackened 
and the Japanese fleet, reuniting, drew 
off slowly to the southeast and at 12:30 
had disappeared. 

“During the bombardment five sol- 
diers were killed and nine were 
wounded. One soldier on the shore was 
bruised.” 

Another telegram from Viceroy Alex- 
ieff to the emperor gives Vice Admiral 
Makaroff’s report as follows: 

“At midnight of March 21 two of the 
enemy’s torpedo boats approached the 
outer roadstead, but were discovered 
by the searchlights of the batteries and

fired upon by the rorts ana 
gunboats Bobe and Otvajny. 
were obliged to retire. . 

“A second attack was made at 4 
o’clock in the morning by three torpedo 
boats, which also were repulsed. At 
daybreak three detachments of the 
enemy’s fleet, consisting of six battle- 
slips, six armored cruisers, six second 
and third-class cruisers and eight tor- 
pedo boats, approached from all sides 

“At 7 o'clock our squadron com- 
menced to leave the inner harbor, the 
cruisers leading, with the Askold, flying 
my flag, at their head, the battleships 
following. 

“The enemy’s battleships approached 
Liaotishin and fired 100 shells from 
their 12-inch guns at Port Arthur and 
108 shells at the environs of the town 
Ouw shell fired at a range of 80 


sables, were we!! placed. About 10 
eclock a Japanese battleship was 
struck by a shei! and retired. 

“We lost no men during the bombard- 
ment, which ceased at 11 o’clock, when 
the enemy’s ships reassembled and, 
after passing along the outer roadstead, 
drew off without attacking our fleet.”

Vice Admiral Togo’s activity at Port 

Arthur is being emulated by the com- 
Gander of the Japanese forces in Korea. 
The report of General Mistchenkow 
shows that the Japanese erected earth- 
works near Anju, which are being held 
by a Japanese Givision until the re 
mainder of the first army corps comes 
up from Ping Yang, about 40 miles 
away. The advance of the Japanese 
shows that they are losing no time and 
that they are more rapid than the Rus- 
sians expected. Nevertheless, the 
fortifications of Anju show the Japan- 
ese operations are accompanied by all 
proper military precautions. 
_ So far as the Russians are con: 
cerned they have no intention of attack- 
ing Anju, but the province of the 5000 
or 6000 cavalrymen under General 
Mistchenkow wi.: be to harrass and re- 
tard the Japanese in every way pos- 
sible. The authorities here believe 
that it will be only a matter of a short 
time now when the active land opera- 
tions begin, but at first these will take 
the form of skirmishes, as the main 
Russian force remains in occupation of 
strategical points on the Yalu river. 


Interceding For Japanese 
Washington, March 23.—It is said at 
the state departiuent that instructions 
have been sent ts Ambassador McCor- 
mick, at St. Petersburg, te call the at- 
tention of the Kussian government to 
the condition of ‘apanese in Siberia, in 
the hepe thet tht coverument will do 
ali in ite pe #4 them to re- 
turn to Japan. “Minister Vakabira, at 
whose request the instructions were 
sent, informed the state department 
that there were between 40 and 50 Jap- 

anese In Siberia, not 40,000, as stated. 


Three Conspirators Disposed Of 

Seoul, March 23.—Of 13 Koreans, 
formerly mNitary students in Japan, 
who were accused of conspiring against 
the life of the emperor and crown 
prince, for the purpose of enthroning 
Prince Eulwaa, who is now studying in 
America, three have been executed and 
the others haye been summond to ap- 
pear before a special tribunal. 

Receivers In Sully Offices 

New York, March 23.—Creditors of 
Sully & Co. met last evening to hear 
further reports from the committee of 
five appointed to receive from Sully 
his proposition for a settlement. When 
the committee reported that no addl- 
tiona} proposition had been made by 
Sully the creditors decided to adjourn 
without date. Miller and Taft, the now 
receivers, took formal possession of 
the Sully offices last night. 


Auxiliary Meeting. 

Mrs. George H. Brown of Elm street 
entertained the members of the woman’s 
auxiliary tothe’ Y. M. C. A. at her 
home on Monday afternoon.

UNUSUAL RIGHTS. 


Gov. Bates Prevents Passage of 
Street Railway Bills. 


Again the careful study by Gov. 
Bates of pending legislation at the 
State House has prevented unwise legis- 
lation, which would have caused con- 
siderable kicking in Quincy and other 
cities and towns. 

The Boston Advertiser reports that 
on Tuesday, the senate on motion of 
Sen, Clark, Middlesex, recalled from 
the Governor, senate bills 168 and 169, 
and on motion of the same senator they 
were laid on the table. 

If they had not been recalled they 
would have been vetoed. The ‘‘recall- 
which really 
means executive disapproval. 

The senate was dumfounded to learn 
of the provisions of the bill, which had 
not been very closely studied. It was 
known that ‘‘something was up,’’ how- 
ever, because the Goverr-r had been in 
conference with Atty.-Gen. Parker the 
previous afternoon, and it was plain 
that they had found something out of 
the way. 

It was this: That the two systems, 
running through 90 cities and towns of 
this state, had been given power to put 
their poles on private lands, even the 
finest estates, that bordered on their 
line of route. 

More than this, if the bill had passed 
the other electric lines, the telephone, 
telegraph and electric light companies 
would bave demanded the same privi- 
leges as their right. 

That Gov. Bates and Atty.-Gen. Par- 
ker’s sbrewdness in detecting the un- 
usual privileges granted saved the state 
from a very serious result was generally 
admitted. But what is still a puzzle is 
how the bill got almost to the Governor 
before the fact was noticed, 

The title of each bill is innocent, 
**168, to authorize the Old Colony St. 
Ry. Co. to issue bonds and execute a 
mortgage of its railway, and to locate 
additional pole lines,’’ and 169 to 
authorize the Boston & Northern to do 
the same thing. 

But the meat in the cocoanut is 
found in a few lines in sect. 2 of each 
bill, which practically gives the right 
of eminent domain to each 
along the route, 

The exact wording is:— 

‘*Said company may locate, construct 
and maintain such lines of poles and 
wires upon the routes so fixed, and may 
take by purchase or otherwise the 
necessary land and rights in land there- 
for, and shall file within 60 days of the 
taking of any land or rights therein 
under authority hereof a description 
thereof, signed by its president, sufli- 
ciently accurate for identification, and 
shall pay all damages caused by the 
location and construction of 
electric lines or the taking of any pro- 
perty therefor; and such damages, up- 
on the application of either party ia 
case of failure to agree to the 
amount thereof, shall be assessed, se- 
cured and paid in the manner provided 
by said chap. 111, Revised Laws, relative 
to the assessment, security and pay- 
ment of damages when land is taken 
for railroad purposes. ’’ 

By these lines the corporations are 
clothed with powers never before ¢¢ant- 
ed in this commonwealth, and but for 
Gov. Bates’ careful scrutiny a remark- 
able precedent would have been estab- 
lished.

The most important legislation was 
the passing of a bill authorizing the n- 
suar government to borrow from $8, 
000,000 to. $4,000,000 on four percent 
bonds, to be sold at not less than par, 
for general improvement purposes.

Governor Hunt for the 
first time exercised his veto power, and 
disapproved a bill giving municipal offi- 


| cers greater powers, and intended to 


minimize the supervision of the govern- 
or and secretary over municipal affairs. 

The Republicans and Federals united 
in a most creditable manner and unani- 
mously passed a bill, by a rising vote, 
to protect the American flag in Porto 
Rico from desecration by draping the 
same or attaching thereto black ribbons 
and to prevent the carrying of black 
flafigs in the island. This measure was 
suggested in Governor Hunt’s message. 
With the final fall of the gavel in the 
house of delegates the federal party 
passed out of political existence. Ithad 
10 members out of 35 in the house this 
session, but next fall will not oppose 
the Republican party at the polls. 

President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor has just returned 
from an extensive tour of the island, 
having held many conferences with la- 
bor leaders, and fruitlessly used his 
best endeavors to unite the warring la- 
bor factions of Porto Rico under the 
banner of the American Federation. 
The Federacion Regional rejects Gom- 
pers’ proposition, declaring that it can- 
not submit to the leadership of Santiago 
Iglesias, the present insular representa- 
tive of the American Federation, and 
resolving that “the blame for the failure 
to effect the union that is sought rests 
solely and exclusively with Mr. Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, due to his persistence in sup- 
porting his representative in Porto 
Rico.”

Then look when the tide has run far 
out and see the prints of their feet, 
and you will know why the sea ebbs 
and flows.

Lynn Shoe Manufacturers Lock 
Out Their Workmen 


MOVE WAS UNEXPECTED 


« 


Union Men Face Unusual Prop- 
osition In Sympathetic Action 
of Employers--Latter Aided by 
Conditions In Labor Unians 


Lynn, Mass., March 23.—Thirty-three 
Shoe factories entirely or partly closed 
down last night, inaugurating what is 
expected to prove the hardest battle be- 
tween capital and labor which New 
England has ever seen. It isa war for 
which great preparations have been 
made. The only outcome is expected to 
be either the annihilation of the Lynn 
labor unions or their entrenchment in 
supreme power. 

The initial trouble was inconse- 
quential. A dozen or so turned work- 
men did not agree with their employer 
on a new price list. The trouble spread 
until it included the turned workmen in 
the factories of Cushman & Cushman, 
George W. Belonga & Co. and Timson 
& Co. 

But no one thought that it amounted 
to anything, until yesterday the owners 
of 33 factories posted notices stating 
that unless the trouble was settled last 
night no members of the Shoe Workers’ 
Protective union would be employed in 
those 

The ultimatum of the employers came 
like a bombshell. Sympathetic strikes 
they were familiar with, but a sympa- 
thetic lockout was an entirely new 
proposition. All at once the workmen 
saw batteries which had been covered 
disclosed. 

Secretary Supple of the state board of 
arbitration c.me down, and he was told 
by the labor men that they would be 
very glad to submit the whole matter to 
arbitration. 

Mr. Supple then visited the employ- 
ers, Who said they would submit to 
arbitration, but first, the men must re- 
turn to Work. This proposition was re-

It is expected that the Knights of 
Labor bodies will help out the shoe 
workers, while on the other hand, the 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ union, it is 
said, will throw their influence on the 
other side, if they do not openly help 
the manufacturers. 


Assessment to Aid Strikers 

Haverhill, Mass., March 23.—The de- 
mand of the Lyun shoe manufacturers 
that the turned workmen now on strike 
in three factories in that city should 
return to work pending a conference 
was rejected at a mass meeting of the 
Shoemakers’ Protective union, with 
which the turned workmen are affili- 
ated and which has its headquarters in 
this city. The union voted to levy a 10 
percent assessment to assist them.

Baltimore, March 23.—The teleg- 
raphers employed by the Baltimore and 
Obio railroad, nearly 2000 in all, have 
formally presented a demand for in- 
creased pay and a reduction in hours to 
Vice President Potter of that company. 
The meeting is said to have been 
amicable. 

A Beef Trust Investigation 

Washington, March 23.—The depart- 
ment of commerce and labor is making 
an investigation into the operations of 
the so-called “Beef trust.” There will 
be no public hearings and publicity will 
be avoided so far as possible. Whether 
the results of the investigation are to 
be made public at its conclusion will 
depend entirely on President Roosevelt.

Nothing Done by Mormon Prem 
ident In the Smoot Case 
Washington, March 23.—The promise 
made by President Smith of the Mor- 
mon church that he would use his best 
efforts to find the half-dozen Mormon 


Witnesses whom the sergeant-at-arms 
could not has thus far brought no re- 
Sults, and the senate committee on 
privileges and elections is now trying to 
get hold of them through Senator 
Smoot. He has been told by members 
of the committee that if the charge is 
proved that these Mormon witnesses 
are deliberately dodging their subpoe- 
nas, it will greatly prejudice the re- 
spondent’s cause. It is doubtful if any 
effort to hold Smoot accountable for the 
absence of these witnesses can be suc- 
cessful either before the committee or 
the public. His lawyers conducting the 
case have repeatedly emphasized the 
fact that they were not in any sense 
representing the church. 

After 20 days of waiting for the recal- 
citrant witnesses there is still no indi- 
cation when the hearings will be re- 
sumed. The sensational part of the 
testimony is now probably at an end. 
The organization of the church and the 
relation of the apostle to his fellows has 
now been pretty thoroughly explained. 
It remains to be shown by concrete ex- 
amples and by testimony as to general 
repute how the Mormon church works 
in spiritual and temporal affairs. 


Northern Securities’ New Plan 
New York, March 23.—Following a 
day of great excitement in the stock 
market and numerous’ conferences 
among the leading financial interests, 
the new plan of the Northern Securities 
company was made public. It provides 
that the capital stock be reduced from 
2,954,000. shares to 39,540 shares, a re- 
duction of 99 percent; that said 99 per- 
cent be called in and cancelled; that 
against each share so cancelled there 
will be delivered $89.27 stock of the 
Northern Pacitic Railway company and 
$30.17 stock of the Great Northern 
Railway company, also proportionate 
amounts for each fraction of a share. 


Wants Senate to Investigate 

New York, March 23.—An investiga- 
tion of the United States board of gen- 
eral appraisers by a committee of the 
United States senate to determine 
whether the members are competent to 
manage theirown affairs is suggested by 
Judge Somerville, a member of the 
board. Although it has been known 
that there has been considerable fric- 
tion between the treasury department 
and the board, this is the first time that 
anything Mke an admission has been 
made that trouble exists. 


Symons Stays In Washington 

Washington, March 23.—The house 
committee on military affairs agreed to 
report the amended resolution to per- 
mit Colonel Symons of the engineer 
corps one year’s leave of absence with- 
out pay, that he may accept the appoint- 
ment as advisory engineer member of 
the New York canal commission. 
Symonds will decline the compromise. 
He prefers to remain in Washington 
and retain his grade and position in the 
line of promotion in the army.

Sey- 
eral of them called on the president in 
the interest of the legislation they are 
seeking. 


Compels Gamblers to Testify 

Albany, March 28.—The state senate 
passed the bill introduced at the behest 
of District Attorney Jerome of New 
York, abrogating the privilege of per- 
sons who have participated in gambling 
to refuse to testify on the plea that 
such testimony would tend to degrade 
or incriminate them.

THE CELLAR. 


A Place Where Perpetual Cleanliness 
Should Reign—Often a Death Trap. 
“It isn’t typhoid, malaria, grip or 

spring fever half so much as decayed 

vegetables in the cellar,” said one phy- 
sician to another when called in con- 
sultation over a severe case of fever. 

It is a popular notion that the cellar 
should be cleaned in the spring clean- 
ing time, but by spring the seeds of 
disease and death may have been 
sown, and cleaning comes too late to 
save the life of some member of the 
family. 

Cleaning the cellar should be a week- 
ly affair, but with the breaking up of 
cold weather greater attention to its 
condition is required. 

Decayed vegetables should not be al- 
lowed to remain one hour, and all 
specked or spotted fruits should be 
removed. 

The cellar should receive a daily air- 
ing. This does not mean to leave the 
windows apen long enough to freeze 
the vegetables and fruit, but in the se- 
vere cold weather let the windows be 
opened to allow a circulation of fresh 
air and closed quickly. 

Jars, pots and barrels should be thor- 
oughly cleared before putting away, 
and untiring watchfulness should pre- 
side over this portion of the house. 

In the spring the walls should be 
swept down, sprinkled with water and 
a little sulphur be burned in the cellar. 

Upon a pan of ashes, hot or cold, 
place a tablespoonful of sulphur in a 
little heap. Touch a lighted match to 
it and leave it to burn. It will slowly 
consume and will kill all unpleasant 
odors and disease germs.—Table Talk.

Cleaning Furs. 

Furs d&k in color may be cleaned 
first by brushing them well with a 
switch, after hanging over a line, then 
by rubbing well heated cedar or ma- 
hogany sawdust into the fur and 
brushing out again. The best way to 
remove the same after the cleaning is 
done is to put the fur side down on 
featber pillows and beat thoroughly or 
until all dust is removed. 

If the furs are soiled at neck or 
wrists, they may be cleaned with gaso- 
line—of course in & room or outdoors, 
where no fire is. 

White furs may be cleaned with hot 
cornmeal (white), the same being rub- 
bed into the fur as described above for 
the dark furs with sawdust. Both the 
dark and white furs should be bung 
outdoors in a shady place after clean-

THE BOY OF TODAY. 


One View of Him—A New Ideal of 
Training Suggested. 


It is now generally agreed that man 
is expected to work out his own life 
problem, the age of miracles and spe- 
cial dispensations being long past. 
Therefore when the boy, from the high- 
est social grade to the lowest, is found 
to be the moral inferior of the girl of 
his own age and station even the least 
thoughtful will understand that there 
must be grave fault in training to 
bring about such a result. That the 
case may not seem to be overstated, 
let representative facts be cited. For 
example, educators in the public schools 
are at the moment demanding the re- 
turn of corporal punishment as a 
disciplinary measure for boys. Asked, 
“If the law were passed* would it not 
have to apply also to girls?” it was 
answered that although it would the 
question was of no moment, as when a 
similar law was operative a few years 
ago not a girl had made herself eligi- 
ble for rod punishment. The agitation 
is wholly in behalf of boys. Take an- 
other example: In Harvard university 
this term the dean of the Lawrence 
Scientific school, Professor Shaler, ap- 
peared before the 600 students in the 


geology class and delivered a scathing | 


address on their conduct toward a sub- 
stitute professor. This bad consisted 
in hurling copper cents, chalk, books 
and old shoes. At a later lecture the 
missiles included two eggs. The just- 
ly indignant dean stated that during 
most of the thirty years he had been 
instructor his audiences had been made 
up of gentlemen, but that for the last 
few years classes of loafers had been 
coming into the university. 

Now, to one who disbelieves, as all 
intelligent persons must, in inherent 
moral superiority of girls and women 
there must be some reason for this uni- 
versal barbarism of the boy, for that 
is what ails him. The reason is not 
far to seek, and it is all epitomized in 
that much quoted and much esteemed 
maxim, “Boys will be boys.” From 
the time, in his baby days, when he is 
given a drum or a trumpet or some 
other ear splitting, noise producing ar- 
ticle and encouraged to disregard the 
rights of others in the matter of rea- 
sonable quiet until he passes from 
parental control he is allowed a license 
and tolerated in lines of conduct which 
breed in him a profound contempt for 
the rights of any whom he may bully 
or override. At the bottom of all boy- 
ish wrongdoing is that indifference to 
the rights of others. The remedy lies 
wholly with parents and educators. 

Let us hope the time is not far dis- 
tant when the ideal for boys will be 
changed from “boys will be boys” 
(with all the IHcenses therein implied) 
to high chivalry in all things.—Vogue.

Heat and Alr In the Dining Room, 

The temperature of the dining room | 
should not be as high as that in the} 
living roomy of the house. People lose 
the relish for their food as much when 
they are compelled to eat in an over- 
heated room as when it is not venti- 
lated properly. Probably the majority 
of people would name 70 degrees F. 
the proper heat for the room, but this 
is much too high. An authority in these 
matters says: “Have the room neither 
too cold nor too warm. The tempera- 
ture should never exceed 60 degrees. 
The dining room should be well aired 
before dinner commences.”’ Those who 
have suffered from the discomforts of 
an overheated room are likely to agree 
with this authority after making a 
trial of different temperatures. Serv- 
ants should be instructed to air the 
room thoroughly just before dinner 
and lower or raise the temperature, as 
the case may be, until the proper heat 
is obtained.

Ex-Minister Seward’s Views 

New York, March I. 
Seward, formerly United States minis- 
ter to China, who spent nearly 20 
years in the far east, addressed the 
Unitarian club last night. Mr. Seward 
said his syinpathies were with Japan. 
“Japan,” he said, “is really fighting for 
all Asia against the peril of European 
encroachments. Asia has more need to 
fear Europe than Europe to fear Asia. 

“To round out her eastern territory 
Russia needs Manchuria and Korea. 
She has now plunged into a war with 
Japan instead of agreeing to make no 
invasion of China’s territory. Eng- 
land is the natural ally and friend of 
China and Japan. England, like Amer- 
ica, is desirous of maintaining the in- 
tegrity of China. 

“The alliance of France and Russia 
is chiefly sentimental. Germany is an 
ambitious nation and has seized a port 
of great value on the coast of China, just 
back of Shansi. This is Germany's 
objective point and she will at no far 
distant day take up this territory—only 
100 miles from the sea. With Germany 
in possession of these lands and Russia 
in possession of Manchuria, the rest of 
China would prove an victim. 
The division of the remaining territory 
would probably involve the nations of 
Europe in a war, the like of wiiTeh this 
world never knew.”

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CONTROL OF VOTES 


Real Problem of Practical Mu- 


nicipal Politics, Says Jerome 


THE “DISTRICT LEADER” 


Ever Ready to Do Service For 
Anyone Whose Friendship Can 
Be Utilized--Danger Not In 
What He Does, but In Motives 


New Haven, March 24.—Woolsey 
hall, at Yale university, was well filled 
last night with an audience to hear Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome of New York city 
talk on “Practical Municipal Politics.” 
Mr. Jerome spoke for more than an 
hour. His sarcastic references to kid 
glove reform made his address intensely 
interesting. 

He said in opening that the question 
Was not one of academic import and 
fine-spun theories about the scope of 
government. Ideal democracies had 
nothing to do with the subject, because 
practical municipal politics is really 
and finally the problem of getting and 
controlling votes. By so doing the city 
and the state is governed. On that 
premise, he argued for the absolute 
need of college-bred men and all decent 
men to work together unselfishly to get 
control of the votes in their communi- 
ties and wrest from the professional 
politician and the district leader the 
control which they selfishly exercise. 

Mr. Jerome pictured the district lead- 
er in New York as one totally different 
from the accepted notion held by edu- 
cated men who rarely, if ever, meet 
him. The notion that prevails is that 
the district leader is loud in his clothes, 
a bully and fighter in manner and un- 
educated. On the contrary, a close 
acquaintance with him shows that 
while he may not have academic educa- 
tion he is a gentleman in appearance, 
tasteful and quiet in dress, suave in his 
speech, and ever ready to do a service 
for anyone whom he can turn into a 
friend by so doing. He rarely drinks to 
excess, and oftentimes is not a user of 
tobacco. 

Mr. Jerome carried to a dramatic 
climax a story, illustrating fhe manner 
in which the district leader helped a 
son, who was the sole support of his 
mother on a $5 a week salary, to get 
his father out of prison and thus made 
two voters his sworn friends in political 
life. The father had been sentenced to 
life 18 years ago for manslaughter, but 
a simple presentation of facts to the 
governor of the state secured a par- 
don after the affidavits were presented. 

Mr. Jerome said that the danger lay 
not in what the district leader does, 
but in the motives underlying his do- 
ing what he does. He is selfish and 
everything that he plans or does is not 
for the good of the community, but 
his own pocket. 

“Unless educated men who want to 
render public service are willing to get 
down to the business of beating him 
at his own trade, he will continue to 
rule our cities. We must learn that not 
in reading abstract essays on govern- 
ment, but only in doing for the poor 
people what they need done, being a 
friend to them as the district leaders 
show friendship, in practical charity, 
can reform accomplish anything. It is 
up to college men to go into the poorer 
sections of the city and not continue to 
segregate themselves as they have long 
done, with the upper classes in the 
Murray Hill district,” said Mr. Jerome. 


Claims Congress Is Wrong 

Jacksonville, Fla., March 24.—Quong 
Gong, a Chinaman ordered deported by 
Commissioner Archibald last week, has 
sued out a writ of habeas corpus in 
the United States district court, on the 
ground that the act of congress is un- 
constitutional, as it requires a China- 
man born in the United States to estab- 
lish proof of citizenship and is therefore 
contrary to the 14th amendment, 


Mixed Polities In In ‘Cuba 

Havana, March 24.—The provincial 
electoral board at Santiago has dis- 
carded the returns of 42 electoral col- 
leges which showed liberal majorities. 
The result, therefore, is the election of 
five Nationalists and one Liberal. The 
Liberals will contest this, claiming the 
election of five congressmen. There ig 
considerable excitement here over the 
matter. 


The West African Revolt 

Berlin, March 24.—Governor Von 
Puttammer of the Cameroons cables 
that the revolt of the natives has spread 
to Cross river (one of the points mark- 
ing the boundary of German territory 
in West Africa) and extended to Brit- 
ish territory in Nigeria and that the 
British customs station at Obokum has 
been attacked. 


A City of Wickedness 
Chicago, March 24—Louis Pesant 
has been sentenced to hang for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Mary Spilka. Pesant 
strangled the woman to death to pro- 
cure $300 which she possessed. There 
are now seven condemned prisoners jn 
the county jail. There are 29 men in 

the jail awaiting trial for murder.

Rice Mold With Maple Sugar. 

Wash well one cupful of rice, drop 
into boiling salted water and keep at a 
galloping boil until the grains are ten- 
der all through. This will take about 
from twelve to eighteen minutes, ac- 
cording to the variety of rice. Drain, 
place in a saucepan with one-half of a 
cupful of milk and one-quarter of a 
cupful of cream and cook very slowly 
until the liquid is absorbed. Have 
ready a buttered mold. Fill this with 
the rice, tapping it sharply from time 
to time that the rice may settle well. 
Stand in the open oven for five min- 
utes, then turn out on a heated dish. 
Serve with an abundance of good but- 
ter and scraped maple sugar. This is 
an old New England dish and a very 
good one, says Table Talk. 


Creamed Cabbage. 

Chop part of a solid head of cabbage 
fine in the chopping bow], put it into a 
kettle with a cup of hot water, and keep 
covered and cook quickly. When ten- 
der, drain off the water, if any remains; 
season with butter and salt, then add 
a cupful of sweet cream; if you have 
no cream, stir in two spoonfuls of flour 
in cold milk until smooth, then add a 
eupful of milk and stir all in the cab- 
bage; remove and serve.

St. Petersburg, March 25.—The war 
office is in receipt of persistent reports 
that the Japanese are preparing to land 
ou neutral Chinese territory, on the west 
coast of the Gulf of Liao Tung, either 
at Tienkancheng in Kin Chow bay, or 
at Shan Hai Kwan. 

Although slow to believe that Japan 
deliberately contemplates a violation of 
ber pledge to respect neutral Chinese 
territory, the reports received at the 
ministry of war are so specific that they 
compel consideration. The presence of 
disguised Japanese soldiers acting as 
spies along the Shan Hai Kwan road 
has been established and Russian

According to advices received by the 
government there are only about 70,- 
000 Japanese troops in Korea at pres- 
ent. It is considered possible that the 
Japanese reckoned on a complete mob- 
ilization there much sooner, but that 
the difficulties met with in transporting 
troops from Japan and over the roads 
in Korea proved more serious than ex- 
pected, and that the Japanese found 
themselves unable to deliver a frontal 
attack in Manchuria before the Rus- 
sian troops arrived in sufficient force to 
check them. At any rate the latest ad- 
vices indicate that the Japanese will 
not send many more soldiers into Korea. 
They may make a diversion at Possiet 
Bay in the direction of Vladivostok, 
but their main objective henceforth will 
be in the Gulf of Liao Tung. 

If the information received is correct 
the Japanese have discovered that land- 
ing on the peninsula is too hard a nut 
to crack and haye elected to land on 
the Chinese side, where there will be 
no army to repel them. The only two 
points feasible for landing are Chin 
Wan Tao and Tien Kiau Cheng, which 
are connected by rail, respectively, with 
Shan Hal Kwan and Kau Kiau, on the 
Pekin railroad. A landing at either 
place would give the Japanese posses- 
sion of a splendid strategic line by 
which to strike the Russian flank, and, 
if desired, to hold Pekin in subjection. 

The Russians have little faith in the 
Chinese Generals Ma and Mu, who 
might disregard orders from Pekin and 
join forces with the Japanese. 

The Russian military authorities have 
felt themselves compelled to consider 
the foregoing possibility and to take the 
hecessary precautions. The interna- 
tional complications which might arise 
out of a Japanese landing on neutral 
Chinese territory have also received 
careful consideration, for, although it

The schedule of railroad fares pre- 
pared by Representative Fallon certainly 
shows that Quincy is handicapped in 
the selection of homes by those who go 
to Boston daily. West Roxbury, which | 
is farther from the Boston terminal 
than Quincy, not only has five-cent 
fares on the street railway but ten-cent 
fares on the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R., 
while it costs Quincy people ten on the 
electrics and twelve and one-half cents 
on the steam cars. 

Perhaps allowance should be made 
for West Roxbury, because it is a part 
of Boston, but Cambridge, Somerville, 
Arlington, Malden, Chelsea and other 
places north of Boston, are nota part 
of Boston, and they have low fares 
both on electrics and steam cars. 

Hyde Park and Readville, both on 
the N. Y., N. H. & H. BR. R., like} 
Quincy, and further from Boston, have | 
lower trip tickets. The people in these 
towns can purchase five-ride tickets for 
50 cents where Quinoy and West Quincy 
people must buy ten-ride books and 
pay and Quincy Adams people 
even $1.50, 

it therefore costs Ilyde Park people 
$1.20 per week to travel daily to Boston, 
where it costs Quincy and West Quincy 
people $1.50, and Quincy Adams people 
$1.80. There should not such a 
discrepancy.

Death In Wake of Storm Which 
Swept Western States 

. Chicago, March 25.—One of the most 

severe storms this city has kio0wn in 


many years passed over Chicago last

“AN AMUSING GUSS” 


Grosvenor’s Reference to House 


Minority Leader 


TO BE NO POSTAL INQUIRY 


Overstreet Declares Move Puts 
Blot on House Escutcheon, to 
Which Democrat Responds He 
Wants Postal Blot Removed 


Washington, March 25.—Mr. Boutell 
of Illinois, chairman of the committee 
of the whole, ruled out of order the 
amendment to the postoflice appropria- 
tion bill offered by Representative Wil- 
liams of Mississippi, providing the ap- 
pointment of a congressional committee 
to investigate the postoftice depart—ent. 
The ruling was made on the two 
greunds that the amendment was not 
gerinane to the bill and that it was new 
legislation. On Mr. Williams’ appeal 
from the decision of the chairman, Mr. 
Overstreet protested that in such a mo- 
tion the minority was inflicting a slight 
upon the chairman, puttinga bloton the 
escutcheon of the house of representa- 
tives.. 

Mr. Willlams made an exceedingly 
humorous reply, saying that it was his 
purpose instead to wipe out a blot from 
the escutcheon of the postoftice depart- 
ment. He argued that there was a 
power above the strict rule of parlia- 
mentary laws. “If the gentleman 
would withdraw his point of order he 
would awake tomorrow like Byron and 
find himself famous. Won't you do 
it?” he said amid great laughter. 
“Won't you do something to make your- 
self famous?” 

Mr. Grosvenor replied in similar vein, 
calling Mr. Williams “un amusing 
cuss.” “Every time the minority leader 
gains a point, even a small one,” he 
said, “it is another plume in his coronet. 
Only,” he safi@ hastily, “plumes and 
coronets don't go together.’ He had 
never yoted to overrule even a Demo- 
cratic speaker, he declared, “‘when he 
thought a ruling was legally right.’ 

The house, which had but few mem- 
bers in their seats when this discussion 
began, rapidly filled and the same in- 
terest was displayed as in the previous 
Democratic attempt to secure a con- 
gressional investigation of the postoflice 
department. Representative Robinson 
of Indiana interrupted Mr. Grosvenor, 
in violation of the established rules of 
the house, by declaring emphatically 
that in the last five congresses the 
house had not been permitted so much 
as five minutes’ d. bate on the justice of 
those rules. “The proper procedure 
is,” he said, “to let the committee on 
bills bring in a special rule for the 
consideration of such a measure as you 
are here trying to adopt.” 

“Haven't you several resolutions for 
that purpose before the committee on 
rules now?” asked Mr. Williams. “I 
don’t know,” said Mr. Grosvenor. “I 
don't either,” said Mr. Williams, who 
{s a minority member of that steering 
committee; “but if I bring in one will 
the gentleman from Ohio vote with 
me?” 

“T don’t want to come into the house,” 
said Mr. Grosvenor, “to apologize for 
associating with the gentleman from 
Mississippl in a matter of that sort.” 
At this there were shouts of laughter on 
the Republican side. 

tepresentative Cooper of Wisconsin 
quoted a number of parliamentary pre- 
cedents from Thomas Jefferson down, 
regarding the overrruling of the chair 
in cases where that would in effect tem- 
porarily amend the rules. There were 
cries of “vote,” but Mr. Williams pro- 
ceeded, and asserted that Mr. Cooper 
himself had voted with the minority to 
overrule the chair on a matter connect- 
ed with the sugar differential. 

Mr. Cooper rose to say that he had 
not remembered it. “I have the high- 
est regard, of course, for them as Jeffer- 
son’s opinion,” went on the minority 
leader, “but Jefferson had never seen a 
locomotive or the present rules of the 
house.” 

The chair sustained the point of or- 
der by Mr. Overstreet against the 
amendment and when Mr. Williams ap- 
pealed the chair was sustained, 133 
to 99.

New York, March 25.—Mrs. Agnes M. 
Hendrick, wife of Dr. Hendrick, whose 
name has been mentioned in connection 
with the troubles of Laura Biggar, the 
actress, has been awarded by Supreme 
Court Justice Gaynor the exclusive 
custody of her children, Thomas, Jo- 
seph, and Mary, pending the determ!- 
nation of her separation suit. 


Cheated the Gallows 

Tuskegee, Ala., March 25.—Ralph 
Armstrong, under sentence of death for 
the murder of his cousin, Alice Arm- 
strong, committed suicide in his cell 
here. He killed the young woman be- 
cause she refused to marry him. Arm- 
strong was a son of the late H. C. 
Armstrong, consul! to Rio Janeiro. 


Schley and the Presidency 

Richmond, March 25.—When asked 
about reports as to his candidacy for 
the presidential nomination of the 
Democratic ticket, Admiral Schley re- 
plied that he thought it would be a 
mistake for a navy man to get into na- 
tional politics. 


Des Moines, March 25.—Governor 
Cummins is suffering from a severe at- 
tack of pneumonia. The disease has 
reached a critical stage. 
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UNDER MARTIAL LAW- 


State Troops In Control In Two 
Counties In Colorado 
Denver, March 25.—Martial law is 
now in operation in San Migueland Las 
Animas counties. No trouble is reported. 
Governor Peabody has ordered Adju- 


tant General Bell to send 800 more sol- 
diers to Telluride. At the capitol no 
secret is made of the fact that the pur- 
pose in deolaring maritlal law in San 
Miguel county is to prevent the return 
to Telluride of the expelled union men 
who have announced their intention of 
going back under protection of an in- 
junction granted by District Judge 
Stevens, 

Governor Peabody said that he de- 
clared San Miguel county in a state of 
insurrection and rebellion because of 
the representations made to him by pub- 
lic officials and citizens of the town, 
who declared that a body of men were 
arming outside the county to join men 
within the county for the purpose of de- 
stroying property and inflicting per- 
sonal injuries on persons in Telluride. 

A dispatch from Telluride contained 
the news that 20 Finlanders left that 
place yesterday. It is inferred from 
this fact that the deportation of strik- 
ers and their families has been resumed 
by the military. 

It is reported that the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners has made a second 
appeal to President Roosevelt to send 
federal troops to Colorado. The union 
men take the ground that Governor 
Peabody put martial law in force at 
Telluride only to prevent the injunction 
against the Citizens’ Alliance from be- 
coming operative. 

Settled After Elghteen Years 

New York, March 25.—After friendly 
litigation extending over a term of 18 
years, the court of appeals has de- 
clared valid a bequest of $500,000 made 
by the will of Jose Sevilla, who died 
in this city in 1886, for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a home for 
poor young girls. The original bequest 
has grown considerably by accumula- 
tion and the board of managers already 
has taken steps to carry out the ideas 
outlined in the will. 


The Kaiser “Stuck on Himself” 

London, March 25.—The Dally Mail's 
Naples correspondent says that on 
leaving the steamship Koenig Albert, 
Emperor WilHain asked whether his 
State cabins would be left as he occu- 
pied them. On the captain answering 
his question in the negative, Emperor 
William said: “Oh, that {sa great 
mistake. I am sure lots of Americans 
would pay any sum to live in the 
eabins occupled by me.” 


Thieving Marines on Trial 

Washington, March 25.—Two non- 
commissioned officers and five privates 
of the United States mus!n® corps are 
being tried by general court martial 
here on the charge of robbing Captain 
Wynne, while acting quartermaster at 
the barracks here last August, of $1000 
worth of supplies. The stealing was 
revealed in Panama by the confessing 
of one of the culprits to Captain Wynne. 


Irish Opposed a Show 

Dublin, March 25.—A meeting called 
for the purpose of promoting an inter- 
national exhibition in Dublin during the 
year 1906, under King Edward's pa- 
tronage, broke up in disorder, the mem- 
bers of the Gaelfe league voting with 
the majority against the project. Later 
the supporters of the national move- 
ment attempted to hold a meeting, but 
were dispersed by the police, 


Light Demand For Coal 

Philadelphia, March 25.—All the col- 
lierfes of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron company have shutdown 
for the remaing@er of the week after 
having worked only two days. This is 
due to the disinclination of dealers and 
consumers to lay in supplies to last be- 
yond immediate necessity, pending the 
usual reduction of prices on April 1. 


Youthful Buffalo Crooks 

Buffalo, March 25.—William True- 
man, 18 years old, the second of the four 
boys to be tried for killing Balsano, an 
Italian grocer, in an attempted holdup, 
was found guilty of manslaughter. 
Heimberger, another member of the 
gang, has been convicted of murder in 
the second degree. Trueman’s defense 
was a plea of insanity. 


No Regret at Sakay’s Death 

Washington, March 253.—Secretary 
Taft and officials of the war depart- 
ment generally openly express their 
gratification at the news of the death of 
Macario Sakay, the so-called president 
of the Filipino republic. Sakay has 
made considerable trouble by attacking 
small villages and unprotected ex- 
peditions. 


Canmakers’ Strike Settled 

Chicago, March 25.—The American 
Can company, whose three plants have 
been crippled for six weeks by a strike 
of 1600 canmakers, bas apparently set- 
tled the troubles. The basis is arbitra- 
tion of the wage scale forthe com- 
ing year and reinstatement of the strik- 
ers, most of then girls. 


Brothers Charged With Murder 

Starke, Fla., March 25.—The grand 
jury found a true bill for murder in the 
first degree against John, Henry and 
Richard Bennett, brothers, who are ac- 
cused of killing Deputy Sheriff Law- 
try some months ago.

FANCY WORK THAT IS NEW, EASY TO 
MAKE AND VERY USEFUL. 


Designs and Instructions For Doing 
It—It Is Worked Without a Cush- 
ion—A Number of Practical Uses. 
Launders Well on Linen. 


Mark on a piece of rather lightweight 
pasteboard a circle about an eighth of 
an inch larger than you wish the com- 
pleted medallion to be. Adjust your 
sewing machine to its longest stitch 
and with coarse thread stitch around 
the circle. Now make a hole in the 
center of the circle, and you have the 
frame complete for your wheel. See

Take a long thread (two or three 


yards) and pass half through the hole

in the center; hold the other end and 
the frame in your left hand. Begin 
working by passing the needle and 
thread through one of the machine 
stitches, then across to the opposite 
side, then back again in the alternate 
stitch, then back again, and so on un- 
til all the thread in the needle is used 
up; then thread it with the under 
thread, bring it up to the right side 
and proceed as before until the spokes 
are all complete. The end of the

|} is then passed through half of the 


spokes and tied securely, then tied to 
In case the thread is 
not long enough to complete the wheel 
it can easily be fastened to a new nee- 
dleful with a tight knot. The process, 


; although it may seem complicated in 
| print, will be found to be perfectly 


simple. 

After the frame is made and spokes 
are all complete comes the pleasant 
part, that of darning in the pattern. 


| This can be as simple or elaborate as 
| you wish, and there is practically no 


end to the different combinations. Fifty 
spokes is a good number to work with, 


;and a very effective wheel may be 


made by simply tying the spokes 
around in rows at four different dis- 
tances from the center. 

The wheels are here pictured in about 


| two-thirds the actual size when made 
| with rather coarse linen thread. Mak- 


ing them with finer thread would de- 
crease the size, while if made of cro- 
chet silk they would be considerably 
larger. None of them is difficult to 


| make after the worker becomes accus- 


tomed to the darning. The main thing 


| to remember is to draw the darning 
} threads closely and firmly to give a 
| solid look to that part of the wheel, 


but at the same time one must not 
draw or pull the work, or it will look 
uneven. The beginner will find the 
process deseribed for working with the 
pasteboard circle a somewhat easier 
one than that of working on a cushion 
and using pins, for the reason that 
the threads are held perfectly finm by 
the machine stitches until it is desired

A New Chwang dispatch says that 
the Liao river became navigable yester- 
day and shipping agents have received 
notices of the departure of vessels from | 
ports along the entire coast of China for 
New Chwang.

The 
order provides that all incoming ves- 
sels must anchor 5% miles below the 
fort and can proceed into the harbor 
only between the hours of 6 a. m. and 
6 p. m., after undergoing an examina- 
tion of papers and cargo. ‘The mer- 
chants are protesting against the order 
in the hope that ships will be permitted 
to anchor within two miles of the for- 
eign settlement before submitting to an 
examination by the authorities. Al- 
though further compromising the 
rights of neutrals the surveillance of all 
ships passing by the fortifications is 
considered by Me authorities to be a | 
necessary military precaution.

Mr. Dexter was a West Quincy man, 
and went to Randolph about sixteen 
years ago wheo he was appointed 
engineer of the pumping station. 

A Randolph dispatch relates the 

circumstances as follows: 
March 28.—Parker 
11 years old, a, 3 
Dexter of tise town, was mysteriously | 
fatally shot in his home 
while everyone, except brother 
Harris, 14 years old, was absent from 
the house. Harris Dexter told the po- 
lice that the shooting was done by a 
stranger, who suddenly appeared at the 
door with a companion while he and 
his brother were eating dinner, the 
father having left a few minutes before 
for Boston. 

According to the boy one of the men, 
wiih a revolver in his hand, chased the 
boys upstaire, and, cornering Parker 
Dexter in the bathroom, shot him in the 
head, the bullet entering the ear. After 
that the men lefg the house without 
taking anything of value. 

The news of the shooting came upon 
the appearance of Harris Dexter at the 
house of Mr. Lathrop, about half a mile 
from the Dexters, and as soon as the 
boy had told his story, to which he has 
since clung tenaciously, the local police 
were notified. A searching party, made 
up of local officers and the Metropoli- 
tan police from a nearby reservation, 
scoured the surrounding country, while 
the police in all surrounding towns were 
notified, but no trace of the strangers 
has been discovered. 

According to young Dexter the man 
who did the shooting was of medium 
size, wore a brown slouch felt haf, and 
an old blue suit. He had a full beard, 
but no mustache. 

The scene of the shooting is on Pond 
street, not far from Braintree Great 
pond, Mr. Dexter being the engineer of 
a pumping station there. Dexter 
started off about 1 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon to visit his wife, who is at 
the homeopathic hospital in Boston, 
leaving the two boys atthe dinner 

table. Harris says that he had not 
been gone 20 minutes before the two 
strangers appeared in the doorway. 
One of the men came into the room 
with a revolver in his hand. The boys 
jumped from the table and ran upstairs, 
with the man after them. Parker ran 
into the bathroom, while Harris sought 
a room in the other end of the house. 
Scarcely had he closed the door when 
he heard the report of the revolver. It 
Was some time, he said, before he 
dared to leave the room, but at last, 
after seeing the men go down the street, 
he ventured out and found his brother 
on his knees in the bathroom. The boy 
was insensible, and the blood was 
streaming from a wound in his hea 
near the ear. 

As soon as Harris had told the story 
to Mr. Lathrop the latter notified the 
local police, and a searching party was 
organized. District Attorney French 
placed Deputy Sheriff Farrell in charge 
of the posse, and ordered State Officer 
Scott to the scene. In the meantime 
the wounded boy had been taken to the 
Homeopathic hospital in Boston, where 
his mother is also under treatment, 

After some of the officers had re- 
turned from their fruitless search they 
subjected Harris Dexter to a rigid ex- 
amination of more than two hours. The 
boy held stoutly to his original story

They had 
persisted in throwing part of their 
clothing from the car windows and 
when they arrived here many of them 
wore blankets hurriedly furnished by 
the Burlington railroad.

Grievance of Tourists 

Messina, Sicily, March 28.—Three 
hundred and twenty-two Americans on 
board the Hamburg-American line 
steamer Auguste Victoria arrived here 
yesterday morning and left last night 
for Naples. On receiving a notification 
that they must transfer at Naples to 
steamer Columbia they had an indigna- 
tion meeting, claiming that the com- 
pany had violated its contract. The 
meeting appointed a committee to take 
legal measures against the company. 


The Flood In Michigan 

Grand Rapids, Mich., March 28.— 
Flood conditions in this city and nearby 
towns along the Grand river are very 
grave. The river gauge here shows a 
depth of 19.3 feet, three feet above the 
previous high water record—that of 
1844. The water is now falling slight- 
iy, however, the drop in temperature 
having checked the small streams and 
surface drainage. ‘The inhabitants of 
flooded houses are suffering greatly 
from cold _and lack of food. 


Resigned by Request 

Tokio, March 28.—The committee in- 
vestigating the case of Editor Akiyama 
has reported that it was unable to find 
any clear evidence proving that Akiya- 
ma was a Russian spy, but that Akiya- 
ma’s newspaper showed that he was 
prepared to sacrifice the national in- 
terest for private gain. The commit- 
tee recommended that Akiyama resign 
his seat in parliament. The house 
adopted the report and Akimaya re- 
signed. 


Women Caught In Big Raid 

New York, March 28.—Simultaneous 
raids were made on three alleged pool 
rooms by the police and about 850 pris- 
oners, including 40 women, were cap- 
tured. All of the houses were within 
a stone’s throw of a police station. 
Entrance was effected in each instance 
by battering down heavy steel armored 
doors. All the persons arrested were 
permitted to go with the exception of 
the alleged proprietors and clerks,

New York, March 28.—Four persons 
in an automobile owned and driven by 
Jerome Yeager were thrown out while 
the car was swinging around a sharp 
curve in Central park. Miss Florence 
Maas was killed and Solomon Strook 
was seriously injured.

“Most Dangerous” Are Slain 

Dewitt, Ark., March 28.—Two more 
negroes have been put to death in the 
eastern part of this county, making 11 
negroes that have been killed as the re- 
sult of the rioting which began last 
Monday.

SENATOR HOAR 


Says He Does Not Want to be 
Haunted by Adams Ghost. 


Senator Hoar has interviewed 
relative to Canadian reciprocity, and 
like other New England representatives 
in Congress he fears it would be a 
detriment to the interests of Massachu 
setts. He says: 

**T am not in favor of selling out the 
Gloucester fisheries to Canada, I take 
too much pride in the naval bistory of 
Massachusetts to do that. Ido not 
wish to be haunted all the rest of my 
life by the ghost of old John Adams or 
of John Quincy Adams, I should as 
soon think of selling the naval school at 
Annapolis. These fisheries have been 
the nurseries of seamen from the begin-

ning—from a time long before the rey- 
olution. If we may trust Admiral 
| Porter; if we may trust Secretary 


Moody; if we may trast any naval ex- 
pert who knows anything about the 
matter, they were never of greater 
value than in recent days, since the in- 
troduction of steam. 

‘*T have no doubt that I shall favor, 
and do everything in my power, to ac- 
complish any reciprocal understanding 
with Canada, to which any large and 
substantial portion of the business mep 
of Massachusetts, being protectionists, 
will themselves consent. 

“Tam not in favor of reciprocity on 
free trade principles. I do not under- 
stand the people of Massachusetts to be 
in favor of that. Iam notin favor of 
selling out important Massachusetts in- 
dustries, or any important _ industry 
anywhere, for the fancied benefit to any 


other. Iam not in favor of breaking 
down the tariff. There are of course 
some errors in the existing tariff.

STATE SCHOOL SYSTEM 


France Sweeps Away All Teach- 
ing by Religious Orders 

Paris, March 29.—By the decisive 
majority of 316 to 269 the chamber of 
deputies last night passed the govern- 
ment bill for the suppression of ali 
forms of teaching by the religious or- 
ders. This supplements and completes 
the work begun by Former Premier 
Waldeck-Rousseau, in 1901. : 

The first law suppressed the unau- 
thorized teaching orders which had for 
a long time carried on their vocation de- 
spite the lack of Jegal sanction. The 
new law does not make any distinction 
between authorized and unauthorized 
congregations, but sweeps away the 
whole fabric of teaching by religious 
orders, thus in effect substituting the 
system of state schools for those here- 
tofore conducted by the orders. 

Besides affecting the educational 
system, the passage of the bill is the 
achievement of the principal work un- 
dertaken by Premier Combes, and it is 
believed that the premier 
yoluntarily retire. 

The parliamentary baffle over the 
bill was one of the severest which the 
chamber of deputies nas seen in recent 
years. The minority failed to develop 
any serious strength, but carried its 
obstruction to the point of a fine art, 
and moreover Premier Combes suffered 
severely by defections from his own 
side, noted leaders carrying amend- 
ments which considerably modified the 
drastic character of the origina] meas- 
ure. Premier Combes, however, main- 
tained his majorities on the main fea- 
tures of the bill and the closing yote 
was in the nature of a persona! triumph 
for him.

QUINCY PARES. 


Ten or Twelve-Ride Books at 
Minimum Rates Wanted. 


Editor Quincy Daily Ledger: 

I notice in your paper a letter from 
Mr. Fallon, and later comments on the 
same. It seems to me neither quite 
hit the nail on the head. 

Notwithstanding the erection of the 
so-called station at Quincy, which is 
far below what is due us here, tbe 
railroad company are entitled to justice 
as regards fares, 

It appears that 25-ride books are sold 
from West Roxbury to Boston, 8.1 
miles on the Providence division, at 
just the same rate, 2.25 as from Quincy 
to Boston, 8 miles, thus giving a 9 cent 
fare to each place. 

This is the only proper way to draw 
a comparison based on the minimum 
rate. Thusit costs Quincy people $1.08 
per week, and not $1.50. 

Of course Neponset being in Boston 
has the benefit of the 5 cent fare, but 
that is no reason for reduction to all 
Quincy stations. 

On the whole it seems to me there is 
no great hope for reduced fare for us at 
present. If the railroad would issue 
10 rides to Quincy from Boston for 
ninety cents, it would be greatly appre- 
ciated. Or if twelve could be given for 
a dollar, improbable as the suggestion 
seems, the railroad doubtless would 
find at the end of the year it had had 
the use of quite as much and doubtless 
more money, than it draws from 
Quincy now when it asks $2.25 for 
privileges a large number cannot afford 
to take advantage of. 


The railroad would also, with the 


ninety cents or the dollar package 
arrangement, secure a good deal of 


glory for itself, tho’ the architecture 
and arrangement of the Quincy station 
proves it is not glory it is after.

Tucker last Wednesday night by 
shooting. 


Error Cost Engineer’s Life 

Hawleyville, Conn., March 28.—Rolla 
Finkle of Pittsfield, Mass. was run 
over by his own engine here and almost 
instantly killed. He had dismounted 
to repair a broken air pipe between 
the engine and first car of the train. 
The fireman, thinking that the en- 
gineer had entered the station, backed 
up the train. Finkle was _ terribly 
crushed. 


Said He Would Kill President 

Providence, March 28.—Abraham 
Shoesmith, 38 years old, an Englishman, 
was arrested on Wickenden street. 
The man v@s insane and escaped from 
his father’s home in Fall River Thurs- 
day. He is alleged to have told Cap- 
tain Murray after his arrest that he was 
on his way to Washington to shoot 
President Roosevelt. 


Killed Herself by Fire 

New Haven, March 28.—Mrs. Fannie 
Watrous burned herself to a crisp at the 
home of her mother-in-law, Mrs, Char- 
lotte Watrous. She came here two days 
ago and since then had acted very 
queerly. It is believed that Mrs. 
Watrous poured ofl all over her clothes 
and then set fire to herself. She had 
threatened suicide. 


Suicide by Hanging 

Lawrence, Mass., March 28.—The 
lifeless body of Mrs. Laura Stoehren, 
aged 48, was found in the cellar of her 
home here, hanging suspended with a 
rope around her neck, the other end of 
which had been tied to a water pipe. 
It is alleged that the husband of the 
deceased quarreled with his wife some 
time ago. 


Spencer Not a Murderer 

Montpelier, Vt. March 28.—Fred 
Spencer, who was charged with the 
murder of John McLane at Worcester, 
Vt., on the night of March 12, was re- 
leased after a hearing before Judge 
Woodward in this city.

REAL MARTIAL LAW 


Censorship Is Even Resorted to 
In Colorado 


NEWSPAPER SUPPRESSED 


Food For Strikers Confiscated 
by the Military, Whose Services 
Are Indirectly Paid For by 
Consumers of Coal 


Denver, March 29.—Intense indigna- 
tion prevails in Colorado over the ac- 
tion of the militia acting under orders 
of the Colorado Fuel and Iron com- 
pany in confiscating provisions and 
commissary supplies owned by the 
strikers in the southern coal fields. 
The men struck to get rid of the com- 
pargy stores, scrip und arbitrary assess- 
ment features, and no charges of dis- 
orderly conduct or ylolence were made 
against them. ‘The fuel companies in- 
creased the price of coal $1 a ton to con- 
sumers and accumulated a large fund 
with which to hire the militia. 

The first steps taken by the soldiers 
were to place Trinidad and vicinity un- 
der martial law, establish censorship in 
newspaper, telephone and telegraph 
offices and notify correspondents that 
suspicious looking envelopes could not 
be mailed. Soldiers were stationed at 
the postoffice and every street letter 
box to see that no bulky letters likely to 
contain uncensored news matter are 
mailed. One newspaper bas been sup- 
pressed and the latest act has been the 
confiscation of food that was to have 
been distributed among the wives and 
children of strikers. Practically the 
same situation obtains in Telluride, 
where Bulkely Wells of Boston is in full 
charge. 

Miners are-el! supplied with funds, 
contributions coming in daily from 
every state in the union, and they claim 
to be able to hold out indefinitely. The 
result will be the placing of a debt of 
at least $2,000,000 on the state of Col- 
orado, where the taxation is already 
very heavy. 

President Moyer of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, who was arrested 
Saturday, is still in jail at Telluride, 
awaiting the arrival of counsel. At 
Trinidad two Italians were arrested by 
the military, because they would not 
tell of the hiding places of several boxes 
of firearms that were shipped in since 
martial law went into effect. 

President Mitchell has been com- 
municated with regarding ‘Mother’ 
Jones and the other strike leaders who 
were deported, and it is expected he 
will take some action to have them re- 
turned under permission of the military 
authorities. 


They Lost a Fortune 

St. Louis, March 29.—Mr. and Mrs. 
John B. Altman decided to die together 
and turned on the gas to accomplish it. 
Altman and his wife came to the United 
States 15 years ago. They accumulated 
$500,000 by speculation in New York 
city, lost nearly all their fortune by 
signing notes for friends, and, removing 
to St. Louis, purchased a home with 
the remanent of their fortune. This 
home was mortgaged and the mortgage 
was about to be foreclosed. 


Blockade’s Queer Feature 

St. Paul, March 20.—The Northern 
Pacific expects to reach St. Paul shortly 
with the first of the delayed trans- 
continental trains. Coming at the close 
of March, the railroad lines were tied 
up as tightly as they could have been 
in January. A comparatively meagre 
amount of snow caused the trouble. 
The cuts were in some cases filled to a 
depth of 18 feet, while the surround- 
ing country, in spots, was almost bare. 


President Pardons Aquino 

Washington, March 29.—Following 
the recommendatton of Secretary Taft, 
the president has granted a full pardon 
to Servillano Aquino, the brigadier gen- 
eral in the Philippine insurgent army 
who was sentenced to a long term of im- 
prisonment for having, it was alleged, 
ordered the summary execution of five 
American prisoners during the insur- 
rection in the Philippines. 


Darlington Hotel Indictments 

New York, March 29.—Indictments 
for manslaughter were ordered by the 
grand jury against Pole and Schwand- 
ter, members of the firm of iron con- 
tractors, and Engene C. Allis, secretary 
of the Allison Realty company, which 
had taken over the title and construc- 
tion of the collapsed Hotel Darlington. 
Pole and Allison have both disap- 
peared. 


White House Clerk’s Crime 

Washington, March 29.—Charles G. 
Forster, a clerk employed in the White 
House offices, shot and killed his wife 
and himself at their home in Kensing- 
ton, Md. Forster was a brother of 
Rudolph Forster, one of the assistant 
secretaries fo President Roosevelt. 


Not All Heard From 

St. Johns, March 29.—The sealing 
steamer Walrus has arrived here witb 
17,000 seals. Only eight ships have so 
far been reported. The arrival of 12 
other vessels is awaited before the de- 
gree of the success of the seal fishery 
can be measured. 


Hopes For Lamorna Waning 

Marshfield, Ore., March 29.—Steamer 
Alliance reports picking up a large boat 
belonging to the British grain-laden 
ship Lamorna of Greenock, which ts 
supposed to have foundered during g 


recent storm.

LATEST PENSION ORDER 


Precedent Was Established by 
the Cleveland Administration 
Washington, March 29.—The senate 

for three hours discussed the recent 
order of the pension bureau making old 
age an evidence of disability, and then 
passed the District of Columbia appro- 
priation bill. The discussion of the 
pension order was based on the resolu- 
tion offered some days ago by Mr. Car- 
mack, directing the committee on the 
judiciary to inquire into the authority 
of the executive branch of the govern- 
ment to make such an order. 

Mr. Carmack contended that no such 
authority exists, but several Republi- 
can senators argued that the order was 
in line with the regulation issued by 
Judge Lochren, commissioner of pen- 
sions under Mr. Cleveland, fixing 65 
years of age as an evidence of infirmity. 
They also declared that the new order 
would bave only the effect of affording 
prima facie evidence of disability and 
not that of giving a pension solely be- 
cause the age of 62 years had been 
reached by the pension applicant. 


No Light on Murder 

Randolph, Mass., March 29.—The 
Randolph mystery is yet unsolved. Un- 
shaken in the main points of his story, 
young Harris Dexter, who claims that 
his brother, Parker, was shot by one of 
two strangers on Sunday noon, passed 
through the ordeal of a searching cross- 
examination by the police. Stoutly the 
boy clung to his story. He varied but 
slightly in the essential points. Though 
Deputy Sheriff Farrell and State De- 
tective Scott go not believe the story as 
told by the ly, they had to confess 
themselves mystified at the lad’s ap- 
parent frankness and the way he an- 
swered pressing questions. 


Showed Folly of Panics 

New York, March 29.—An alcohol 
lamp, used in connection with a liquid 
air exhibition on the stage of Hurtig & 
Seamons’ Music hall, was accidentally 
overturned and set fire to the table 
cover. Several women started to leave 
the house, but the asbestos curtain was 
promptly lowered and quiet was re- 
stored. When all had resumed their 
seats the curtain was raised, revealing 
the fire still burning and beside it a 
fireman, who quickly quenched the 
blaze with a jet from a chemical ex- 
tinguisher. 


Missionary Craft For Guam 

Norwich, Conn., March 29.—Steam 
propeller Sunbeam, which was chart- 
ered last summer by C. O. Iselin as a 
tender for the Reliance during the 
yachting season, has been sold by the 
owner, I. W. Browning, to the Amer- 
ican Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Missions. The steamer will be 
fitted up for a yoyage of about 20,000 
miles to Guam, where it will go into 
commission in place of the missionary 
craft Morning Star. 


Abeel Must Pay $75,000 

New York, March 29.—A sheriff’s 
jury assessed James N. Abee] $75,000 
for engaging to marry Eleanor L. 
Anderson under the name of J. Ogden 
zoelet. Miss Anderson sued him for 
$75,000 for breach of promise of mar- 
riage. The young man failed to an- 
swer the complaint and a default was 
taken, upon which the supreme court 
granted an order to Sheriff Erlanger 
to empanel a jury and assess damages. 


Receiver For Trust Company 

Indianapolis, March 29.—The Com- 
mercial Trust company has closed its 
doors in anticipation of a suit brought 
by the state auditor for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, The company had 
nearly 2000 depositors and $104,900 
paid up capital stock. Judge Carter 
appointed the Union Trust company 
receiver. 


Bad Outlook For Labor 

New York, March 29.—Unless the 
bricklayers and the laborers on strike 
in this city go to work at once the mem- 
bers of the Material Dealers’ associa- 
tion that supplies all the brick, sand, 
lime and cement for the Metropolitan 
district have decided to close the yards 
and refuse to furnish any material for 
building purposes. 


Flood Distress In Michigan 

Detroit, March 29.—Encouraging re- 
ports from towns where flood damages 
have been estimated up in the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars show that 14,- 
000 people are in distress at Grand 
Rapids and at Saginaw a large portion 
of the business section of the city is 
flooded.

Cooking a Fowl, 

The only way in which a fowl is} 
usually made tender enough to eat is$ 
to cut it up and cook as fricassee, roast 
chicken being considered possible only | 
when one wishes to pay the extra price 
for young birds. It must, however, be 
the toughest of hens or roosters which 
does not succumb to the “pot roasting’ 
process if carefully done. Prepare as 
for roasting and place in a pot deep} 
enough to hold the fowl without crowd- 
ing one-half pound of suet for three} 
pounds of chicken. Cut up an onion | 
and let it cook till brown, when add} 
the chicken, covering tightly. It should 
simmer for six hours. Roast quickly | 
for half an hour. | 


Thimbles. 

A soreness in what is called the thim- 
ble finger and even serious inflamma- 
tion are sometimes caused by the use 
of cheap thimbles. ‘These thimbles, 
which are composed of lead or some- 
thing equally injurious, may be tempt- 
ing by reason of their low price, but} 
they are not safe. Silver thimbles are | 
the best, but for those to whom they | 
prove too expensive nothing is better 
than thimbles of highly burnished | 
steel. By a person who gains her liv- | 
ing with her needle a steel thimble is | 
always liked, for it will outlast two or | 
three of the more expensive silver | 
ones. 


Agate Ware. 

To clean agate ware put the ware on 
the stove filled with water, and into the | 
water put a tablespoonful of salsoda | 
(washing soda), and then after awhile | 
use a scouring soap, and you will be 
pleased with the result; also put your 
bean pot on the stove and a good gen- 
erous tablespoonful of soda, and it will | 
wash as easily as acup. A little soda | 
put in your greasy baking pans and 
keeping them warm while washing | 
your other dishes will help along that 
most disagreeable task. |

Judge Adams thereupon ordered that 
Senator Burton appear in court either 


until the court has heard the argu- 
ments for a new trial. 

Lawyers who are close to Governor 
Bailey regard the conviction of Burton 
as an immediate vacation of his seat 
and the contest for the place will, it is 
believed, commence at once. 

“A judgment against a man in a case 
of this kind,” said a former justice of 
the Kansas supreme court, “is regarded 
by the courts as a conviction in the 
meaning of the statutes, even though 
an appeal may be taken and the de- 
cision of the lower court subsequently 
reversed.” 

Governor Bailey refused to discuss 
the case. Politicians close to the chief 
executive express the belief that the 
choice of Senator Burton's successor 
lies between Fourth Assistant 
master General Bristow of Salina, 
Kan., or Cyrus Leland, Jr., former Re- 
publican national committeeman from 
Kansas. 

The evidence adduced against Bur- 
ton may be sugmarized as follows: 

In November, 1903, he accepted a 
proposal to become general counsel of 
the Rialto Grain and Securities com- 
pany, a concern whose operations at the 
time were under the scrutiny of the 
postoffice department. Burton de- 
manded $2500 for his services, but he 
was satisfied to be paid in monthly in- 
stalments of $500 each. 

Soon after his employment it de- 
veloped that the federal grand jury was 
investigating the Brooks Brokerage 


} company, with which Hugh C. Dennis, 


president of the Rialto company, had 
been associated. Numerous letters 
written by Burton showed that the sen- 
ator was using his influence to pre- 
vent the issuance of a fraud order 
against the Rlalto Grain and Securities 
company. 

Burton submitted regular reports to 
the Rialto people, telling them how 
matters were progressing at Washing- 
ton, advising them of complaints filed 
at the postoffice department and clas- 
ing with the assurance that “if you look 


| after things at your end of the line, I 


will attend to matters here.” 


At the Washington End 

Washington, March 29.—Members of 
the senate committee on privileges and 
elections have discussed informally the 
question of Senator Burton, but until 
the matter comes before the commit- 
tee the members are loath to give their 
personal views. It will take a formal 


| action by the senate to declare Bur- 


ton’s seat vacant and this will not be 
done until a court of last resort has

CIETY ORGANIZED IN 1877. 


How Popular Interest In the Work Is 
Stimulated—Empreéss Haruko a Lib- 
eral Patron—Russia’s Society the 

Richest In the World. 


The Red Cross societies of both Ja- 
pan and Russia are not surpassed by 
those of any other nation, that of the 
latter country being the richest in the 
world, having at the present time sev- 
eral million dollars in its treasure. 
While the Japanese society has not so 
large a bank account, it is amply sup- 
plied with funds and in point of mem- 
bership and enthusiasm in the work 
easily stands first. 

The Red Cross Society of Japan Is 
the noblest of the many charitable in- 
stitutions that have sprung up in the 


| land of the mikado since it burst its 


bonds of exclusiveness and opened its 
doors to the outer world, and in no 
other country have efforts to minimize 
the horrors of war met with such un- 
paralleled success as among the Japa- 
nese. 

During the insurrection of the south- 
west provinces in 1877 a society hav- 
ing for its object the relieving of the 
wounded and sick on the field of bat- 
into being. It adopted the 
name Hakuaisha (Society of Benevo- 
lence). After the rebellion was crush- 
ed the society decided to form a per- 
zation and prepare for 
similar emergencies. When the impe- 
rial government recognized the artl- 
cles of the Geneva convention the so-

The Herald today says: The police of 
Randolph are as far as ever, apparently 
from solving the question: ‘*Who shot 
little Parker Dexter on Sunday in his 
home on Pond street, and where is the 
revolver with which he did it?’’ The 
older brother of the murdered boy, 
Harris Dexter, is staunch in his ad- 
herence to his original story, that a 
big man with black whiskers and no 
mustache was the murderer, and no 
amount of questioning by the officers 
has induced him to deviate from that 
statement. 

It was stated yesterday at Randolph 
that Harris Dexter has said that just 
after the fatal shot was fired the tele- 
phone bell in the house rang, and that 
he believes the murderer heard it, and 
thinking perhaps, the surviving boy was 
calling for assistance, hastened away 
from the house, This statement, if true 
may account for the fact that nothing in 
the house was disturbed, upon which 
some who have disbelieved the story 
that}an unknown man committed the 
deed have commented. 

All attempts to find any person who 
had any enmity against Mr. Dexter 
which might have prompted such a hor- 
tible revenge have been futile. Mr. 
Dexter has declared that he had not a 
known enemy in the world, and he has 
been favorably known in the town dur- 
ing his residence of more than 16 years 
in the house which was the scene of 
the tragedy. He is a Mason and an 
Odd Fellow. 

The nearest house to that of Mr. 
Dexter is a third of amile away. It 
is opposite the pumping station and 
near Robbins’ grove. In tbe woods 
along the shore of the pond are several 
cottages, mostly occupied only in sum- 
mer. It is said that a great deal of 
drinking gees onin the woodsat times, 
and it has been surmised that perhaps 
some of the men who have participated 
in these orgies at some time may have 
wandered on to Mr. Dexter’s premises 
and been driven off, and may have 
sought revenge, and apparently the 
police have been running down this 
possible clew. 

The fact that there was blood on the 
shirt of Harris Dexter when the phy- 
sicians and police arrived is not con- 
sidered at all surprising, for he says he 
tried to help his brother and got the 
blood on his shirt in that manner.

Washington, March 30.—Minister 
Conger has cabled the state department 
from Pekin that the Russian authori- 
ties have declared martial law at New 
Chwang and have formally notified all 
foreiguers.

Mr. Conger’s message makes no ref- 
erence to the reported hauling down of 
foreign tlags by the Russians. The of- 
ficials here assume that if this has been 
done it simply means that Russia hes 
assumed the responsibility for the pro- 
tection of foreign property belonging to 
the belligerents, and that no effort will 
be made to interfere with the consular 
flags. 

Nor does Mr. Conger refer to the re- 
ported notice from the Russian authori- 
tles at New Chwang to the consuls that 
they may no longer exercise consular 
jurisdiction and consular functions, 
especially extra territorial jurisdiction. 
It is said that if any such action has 


been taken it will raise a very serious | 


question, for the consuls exercise their 
power in this treaty port under treaty 
stipulation with power 
which is not party to the war. It is 
not recalled, moreover, that it has been 
customary in time of war for bel- 
ligerents to undertake to deprive con- 
suls of their functions. 

However, the state department is de- 
termined to move with the utmost cir- 
cumspection and deliberation in taking 
any action or lodging any protest which 
might convey the impression that the 
United States was injecting itself into 
the present struggle without the most 
pressing necessity. In fact, it is stated 
that it is the intention to let matters 
run along for a while in order to allow 
actual experience to determine whether 
American interests really suffer from 
any of the acts taken by the belliger- 
ents in Manchuria as a result of these 
various notices and proclamations. 

Part of this policy is to refrain from 
pushing to their posts Messrs. Cheshire 
and Davidson, the American consuls at 
Mukden and Antung, respectively. 
Mukden is an armed camp and Antung 
is in the very vortex of the war and it 
is realized here that it might be em- 
barrassing to the belligerents to have 
foreign consuls newly located there, 
especially as their coming could not be 
defended on the ground of trade neces- 
sity, for there is no trade at present be- 
tween these towns and the United 
States. 

Secretary Hay’s callers yesterday in- 
eluded Count Cassini, the Russian am- 
bassador, Mr. Takahira, the Japanese 
minister, and Sir Cheng Tung Liang 
Cheng, the Chinese minister, but they 
came separately and said that they 
were seeking news.

Philadelphia, March 830.—The Phil- 
adelphia and Reading Coal and Iron 
company has issued a circular reduc- 
ing the price of domestic sizes of an- 
thracite coal 50 cents, the reduction to 
take effect April 1. The Peynsylvania 
Railroad Coal company will follow the 
action of the Reading company.

Receivers For a Concern Whose 
Treasurer Is Missing 

Boston, March 80.—The American 
Marine Transportation company, build- 
ers and constructors of vessels, with a 
plant in East Boston, passed into the 
hands of receivers, T. A. Appolonio and 
A. P. Friend being appointed by Judge 
Lowell of the United States circuit 
court. 

The present condition of the com- 
pany’s affairs is said to be due to the 
unexpected absence of Everett Abbott, 
treasurer of the company.

He is 
not muscle bound. He can land a ter- 
| rific blow with as much speed as any 
| of the topnotch boxers.

business men of the city assembled. It 
was a very harmonious meeting which 
should be productive of much good for 
the business interests of Quincy, and 
for the city as a whole. 

The head table cxtended the entire 
width of the hall in front of the plat- 
form, and four long tables extended 
lengthwise of the hall. ,On the plat- 
form were palms and tropical plants 
and behind them was stationed Wilson’s 
reat which played inspiring music 
during the banquet, and interspersed 
the speaking.

Fruit ments in Quincy and Boston necessary. 


It was necessary, first, that ship- 
builders have brains and capital. Bos- 
ton and vicinity certainly have both. 

Next, supply and material must be at 
hand. All these elements were to be 
found near Boston. 

Third, there must be a supply of 
labor with skill and character, We 
must have contended labor—willing to 
give a fair day’s work ata fair day’s 
pay—and appreciation of the capabili- 
ties of labor. 

The Fore River Co. has established a 
large industry, which requires a capital 
of three or four million dollars. There 
are now employed 2500 men and the pay 
roll amounted to $33,000 per week. It was 
impertant to Quincy that this $33,000 
should stay right here in Quincy. It 
will not stay here unless the employes 
can obtain comfortable homes; good 
railway accommodations to all parts 
of the city; recreation grounds, etc. 
They must be contented. 

It is for our mutual interests that 
the policy of no-license should continue 
in Quincy. (Applause). 

It is also important that land should 
not be held at fictitious values, and 
not be made use of. (Applause). 


Edward J. Sandberg, the president of 
the association, opened the post prandial 
exercises by extending a hearty wel- 
come, and introduced as the toast- 
master Charles H. Johnson of the Board 
of Assessors. 

Mr. Johnson considered it an honor 
to preside at a gathering of Quincy 
business men, and sounded the keynote 
when he said the aim of the assuciation 
was to foster civic enthusiasm. Where 
can you find said he, a city which 
stands for so much. 

Mr. Johnson proposed as the first toast: 

THE CITY OF QUINCY.—Long may she 
stand, as in the past, for good government, high 
ideals and all that go to make for good citizen- 
ship; and we, officials and business men, pledge 
ourselves to uphold the fame and history of our 
city.

Mayor Bryant, who responded, said it 
was of the utmost importance for all to 
look out for the business interests of 
the city, and to respond to all cails 
which may be made, The trouble was 
the people generally expressed bat 
little commendation, but much criticism 
of public officials. When I entered the 
City Council it was with the idea of 
doing the city some good, and have 
kept that idea foremost. As the execu- 
tive, my aim has been to have the city 
as well governed as any city in Massa- 
chusetts. A government on business

PARKER STRONGER 


Has Two Thirds of Delegates 


to the State Convention 


MURPHY ADMITS DEFEAT 


Tammany Leader Likely to Get 
Into Judge’s Band Wagon, 
Which His Previous Attitude 
Permits Without Humiliation 


New York, March 31.—It is conceded 
at Tammany hall that the result of the 
primaries in Brooklyn and ‘Buffalo 
make it practically certain that Judge 
Parker's friends will control the state 


convention. Senator McCarren carried 


all but two of the Brooklyn assembly 
districts, while Charles F. Murphy’s 
Buffalo ally, William J. Connors, was 
beaten all along the line in Erle county 
by Norman E. Mack, one of Parker's 
most earnest supporters. 

It looks now as if Parker will have 
fully two-thirds of the delegates to the 
convention, and that there will be no 
trouble in putting through instructions 
for him if his friends choose to go to 
that extreme. Murphy repeats his 
declaration that he will continue his 
fight against instructions, but it is evi- 
dent that he has no hope of winning. 
Some of his lieutenants frankly ac- 
knowledge that the game is up as faras 
the state convention is concerned and 
that the only thing to do is to get into 
the Parker bandwagon or transfer the 
fight to St. Louis. 

Murphy can come to the support of 
Parker without any great humiliation. 
All along he has carefully refrained 
from saying a word against Parker. 
He has simply declared a preference 
for Cleveland and for an uninstructed 
delegation. Parker is the last man 
among all the prudential candidates ex- 
cept Hearst to whom he would willing- 
ly give his support, but it is beginning 


to appear as if he must support David | 


B. Hill's candidate in the end, unless 
a very strong sentiment for some other 
eandidate develops at the national con- 
vention. 

Judge Parker has been growing in 
strength steadily in the last few weeks, 
not only up the state, but also in New 
York city. There are two. reasons: 
First, a belief that Cleveland will not 
consent to.run under any 
stances. Second, the attacks of Bryan 
and the %earst followers on Parker. 

Friends of Cleveland, who have 
talked with his lately, say that nothing 


can change his determination to stay | 


out of politics. Charles F. Murphy re- 
ceived a notice to this effect from a 
former Cleveland cabinet officer, while 


he was at Atlantic City recently, and | 


was informed that if he (Murphy) in- 
troduced Cleveland’s name in the state 
convention to prevent instructions for 
Parker, that the ex-president would 
promptly repudiate such action and de- 
clare that he is out of polities for good. 

Murphy told some friends at Tam- 
many hall that his expected defeat in 
the state convention was not due to 
Hill’s strength, but to the fact that Hill 
had a candidate, while Tammany did 
not dare to mention its choice 
convention. He said, in substance: 

“If Mr. Cleveland would permit the 
use of his name we could sweep the 
convention for him, but he stands by 
his letter of last month, and all we can 
do is to go into the convention without 
a candidate and with the tame proposi- 
tion that the delegates to the national 
convention be uninstructed. The other 
side has its candidate, and can whoop 
things up for him; itis not surprising, 
therefore, that we are likely to be 
beaten.” 

The other reason for the increase of 
Parker's strength is even more power- 
ful in its effect. Many of the Demo- 
crats who do not care particularly for 
Parker and who particularly dislike 
Hill are coming to the support of Par- 
ker because they think he is now the 
only man in sight whose candidacy can 
defeat the Bryan radical force in the 
convention. The first choice of these 
conservative Democrats is Cleveland, 
but they have abandoned the hope that 
Cleveland will accept or that he can 
be nominated, even if he appeared as 
a candidate. 


South Dakota Men For Hearst 

Sioux Falls, 8 D., March 81.—The 
Democratic state convention did not 
complete its work until a late hour last 
night. The report of the committee on 
resolutions, which was unanimously 
adopted, reaffirms the principles of 
Democracy “as enunciated by Jeffer- 
son, Jackson and Bryan” and instructs 
the delegates to the St. Louis conven- 
tion to support William R. Hearst 
“first, last and all the time for the 
presidential nomination.” The resolu- 
tions declare that Hearst will never 
compromise with trusts and term him 
the champion of labor. 


Small Catch of Seals 

St. Johns, March 81.—The seal out- 
ook is very unfavorable and it is 
feared that the fishery will show the 
smallest results for years. Only 216,- 
000 seals have as yet been accounted 
for, and the total catch is not likely 
to exceed 240,000, whereas, last year 
it exceeded 300,000. 


Miners and Operators Agree 

Pittsburg, March 81.—The confer- 
ence between the coal operators and 
miners to settle upon local conditions 
under the basic scale adopted at In- 
| gianapolis ended in an amicable agree- 
ment, and the men will continue at 
work.

THE “SEALED LETTER” 


Counsel For the Bennetts Has 
a Little Tilt With Bryan 
New Haven, March 31.—In the sec- 
ond day’s hearing on the appeal of Wil- 
liam J. Bryan from the decision of the 
probate court, excluding the famous 


$50,000 “sealed letter” as part of the 
will of P. S. Bennett, Counsel Stoddard 
and Mr. Bryan engaged in a wordy war 
and the court had to intervene. It 
followed immediately after reference to 
the correspondence between Bryan and 
Bennett had been made by Stoddard, 
in which it was alleged that Bennett 
was brought to the point of writing the 
“sealed letter” by Bryan. Mr. Stod- 
dard implied that Bryan was withhold- 
ing their contents and said: “Ifthisman 
insists upon getting $50,000 from the 
widow by suppressing facts and show- 
ing that these letters were written at 
his behest the court should know the 
facts.” 

Mr. Bryan jumped to his feet and in- 
sisted that Stoddard had misstated the 
facts, but the court ordered him to sit 
down. The decision of Judge Gager 
on the arguments on the «admission of 
the “sealed letter” as evidence will be 
given today. 

The day was taken up entirely by 
arguments on the question of admitting 
the “sealed letter.’ 


World’s Biggest Locomotive 

Berlin, March 81—A giant three- 
cylinder locomotive, which it is the in- 
tention to exhibit at the St. Louis ex- 
position, was tested on the military 
railroad in the presence of a large com- 
pany of civil and military personages. 
The engineer of this locomotive rides on 
its forward part and communicates 
with the fireman through a speaking 
tube. The front and rear cones of the 
locomotive diminish the resistance. The 
locomotive alone attained a speed of SO 
miles an hour and of 62 miles an hour 
when drawing six vestibule passenger 
coaches Weighing a total of 225 metric 
tons." No effort was made to develop 
full speed. 


Delarey’s Feelings Injured 

Krugersdorp, March 31.—General De- 
larey, the former Boer commander, ad- 
dressing a congress of farmers here, 
said he regretted the forthcoming rep- 
resentation of scenes from the 
war at the St. Louis exposition, which, 
he said, would be a shameful produc- 
tion. ‘The Boers, he said, had aban- 
doned all thoughts of vindictiveness 
towards Great Britain, and that it was 
now their privilege to work in peace.

TO TOKIO BY MAIL 


How War Correspondents Are 
Required to Forward News 


JAPAN FEARS A LEAKAGE 


Possibility That Re-embarkation 
of Portion of Troops In Korea 
Is Contemplated--No News as 
to Progress of Hostilities 


London, March 31.—The Daily Tele- 
graph says the Japanese authorities 
have refused eorrespondents the use of 
the field telegraph lines and that all 
dispatches must be sent to Tokio by 
mail. The paper further says that there 
is no sign that any foreigners will be 
permitted to go to the front, though 
the native newspaper men will be 
lowed to do so. 

The Daily Telegraph, in an editorial 
on the unprecedented severity of this 
censorship, suggests that Japan has 
some new and important move to con- 
ceal, possibly the re-embarkation of a 
portion of her forces already in Korea 
for some other point in the theatre of 
war, and is anxious to guard against 
the possibilits of leakage through for- 
eign correspondents who might sym- 
pathize with Russia. 

A correspondent of The Daily Tele- 
graph at Seoul reports that the Rus- 
sians are evacuating the positions they 
occupy in Korea. 

Specials from Shanghai repeat the 
rumor that the mikado will shortly pro- 
ceed to Korea with the Leadquartezs’ 
staff. 

The Seoul correspondent of The 
Daily Mail describes Korea, outside the 
districts occupied by the Japanese, 
as being in a state of anarchy and in 
readiness for rebellion. The corre- 
spondent asserts that the censorship 
prevents any reference to local 
turbances. 

There is no further news of any 
kind concerning, the progress of hos- 
tilities.

Paris, March 81.—According to the 
St. Petersburg correspondent of The 
Echo De Paris it is not denied in Rus- 
sian official quarters that the Vladivo- 
stok squadron has returned to port, but 
the officials ignore the statement that 
the squadron has captured any Japan- 
ese warships or trading vessels. 


To Depart From New Chwang 

New Chwang, March 31.—The United 
States gunboat Helena has received or- 
ders to proceed to Shanghai. She will 
take away all Americans who desire to 
leave New Chwang. 


A National Labor Protest 

Cleveland, March 31.—Union labor 
of this city has begun a movement to 
circulate petitions throughout the 
United States to be sent to the presi- 
dent and to congress protesting 
against the presence of troops in the 
mining district of Colorado. It is ex- 
pected that 400,000 names will be at- 
tached to the petitions.
